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The period of^Englisli liistory illustrated by Popys's 
Diary from October, to March, 16()8, was active 
with the searching of the Parliament ii^o abuses of the 
• Government and public olSces, and its bitter attack 
upon the fallen Clarendon. The search into corruption 
was unflinching ; day after day, and all day long, tlie 

• members satisfying ITature only, as Pepys tells us, 
with an occasional biscuit and glass of wine, com- 
mittees of the House wore inquiring into the mis- 
carriages that led to the disgracef ul close of the Dutcli 
war. With corruption every ulioro about Iiim — and 
himself, in a discreet way, acccj)ting gifts of plate and 
money from men who considered ^lat in his offlcial 
capacity h? had done them, or might do them, a good 

* turn — Pejjys stood out as the one man concerned in 

Admiralty affairs who had done l?is diity to tlfo j)iiblic, 
as one said of liim, ‘^of th^ld way of 4;aldng i)ains.” 
It was he only who knew what had been done in his 
office, and in a time of scrutiny tliSt threatened ruin to 
many of his friends he was able to stand forward and 
give a just account of his stewardslirtp. ♦ 
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Pepys's Diary shows how anxious a tim^ tlfis was for 
all Government servants. At the beginning* of this 
volume we find him digging up at night the gold he 
had hidden underground in his father’s^ garden at 
Brompton., But he seems to have missed a^poi^f 
silver that was found in 1842 when removing the 
foundations of an old house, always regarded as 
having been that of the Pepys family? it w£^ an iron 
pot that was too much cc^Toded to hold longer 
together, and ^ contained chiefly half crowns of the 
reigns of Elizabeth, James I., and Charles I. He ^ 
carries his gold home with fear and trembling, one 
fear being that the heavy bags will break their way 
out through the bottom of the coach. Pepys had a ^ 
streak of timidity in his character, as we find in his 
accoimt of the night terror produced in him by the 
noise of a sweep in his neighbour’s chimney, that 
suggested the entran<|5 into his own house (where the 
^ gold was) of an army of housebreakers. But this 
section of his Duu’if ends with a vindication of himself 
and his ojfice before the Committee of Miscarriages 
that proved to the full how strong he was in “ the old 
way^of tfking pains. It was a critical day. He had 
been nnable to sleep the nio’ht betee, and got his wife 
to talk to him and soothe him. At Westminster he 
^ found it necessary fo screw np his courage with lialf- 
a-pint of mulled sack, and then with a dram of brandy. 
"But, thanks to thts prex^aration, and to his comx)lete 
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knowledge of all tlie facts on wliicli lie was to speak, 
lie spoke for four hours as easily as if at liome, fixing 
attention tlirougliout, and earned j^Taise and honour 
from the ksng and parliament aliko.^ For tho next 
ninellaj^s his speech was a woiider*of the political and 
social world. 

In this part of the Diary (November Idth, 1G()7) we 
have, perhaps, the first use of tho "^vord Cabinet iii 
literature, as representing the Council of the King, 
and the preceding word Cabal ” is used (December 
21st, 1667) as it had been used in^^n entry of the 14th 
of October, 1665, before it could bo explained as 
formed of the initials of Clifiiord, Ashley, Biicking- 
*]iam, Arlington, and Lauderdale. 

We shall be sorry to part with Pepys, in wlioso 
pages we find much of tlie actual life lliat foi-mal 
history rolls into sentences. Bii^t Ids record is now 
drawing to a close. Two more ot these little volunu's 
will complete the work. 

It is coni^’ary,to the X)lan of tins Library to give 
abridgments of bo?>ks, and if it were not so, it would 
have been hard to block out an}; of tho 3ig|it tlial, 
Pepys throws upon the life of England uiid(ir Cliarlos

Odoher lOth, 1G67. Brampton. — ^Up, to ^yalk up and 
cloyrn in -fce gai*len witli my fatlier, to talk of all our 
concernments ; 41 . bout a ki^band for iny sister, -vyhereof 
tkere is at present no appearance ; but ma must endea- 
vour to find her one now, for slie^rows old and ugly : 
then for my brother, and resolve he shall stay here this 
winter, and then 1 will either send him to Cambridge 
• for a year, till I get him some church promotion, or 
send him to sea as a chaplain, where he may study and 
earn his living. Then walked round about our green, 
to see whether, in case I cannot buy out my uncle 
Thomas and his son’s right in ftiis house, that I can 
buy another place as good -thereabouts to build on, and 
I do not see that I can. But this, Y’ith new building, 
may be maSe an excellent pretty thing, and I resolve 
^ to look after it as soon as T can, and Goody Gorum 
dies. By coach round the town “of BramptA, to ob- 
serve any other place^as good^s ours, aM find none ; 
and so back with great pleasure, and thence went all 
of us, my sister and brother, and Hewer, to dinner 
to Hinchingbroke, where we had a good plain country 
dinner, but most kindly used; anti here dined the^ 
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minister of Brampton and liis wife, wlio is ifaported a 
very g'ood But poor man. Hero I spent alone with my 
lady after <iiuner tiie most o£ the afternoon, and anon 
the two "twins ^were sent for from sch^ool at Mr. 
Taylor’s come to see me, and I took them j^te^e 
garden, aixd there in one of the summer-houses did 
examine tliem, and do find them so well advanced in 
their learning that I am amazed at itr they^-epeating 
a whole ode without book $out of Horace, and did 
give me a wery^ood account of anything almost, and did 
make me wery readi^ very good Latin, and did give ^ 
me good account of their Grreek grammar beyond all 
possible ex^iectation ; and so grave and manly as I 
never saw”, I ec^nfess, nor could have believed, so that ^ 
they will be fit to go to Cambridge in two years at 
most. They are both little, but very like one another, 
and well-looked children. Took leave for a great 
■while again, but with/extraordinary kindness from my 
lady, who looks upon me like one of her own family 
and interest. Tienee I walked over the park with 
Mr. Shepley and through the grove^ -whicli is mighty 
pretty as is imaginable, and so over their drawbridge"^ 
to Bi'idgef and so to my father’s, and there «sat 

and drank and talked a^JHtle, and then parted. And 
he being g*one, and what comjpany there was, my 
father and I with a dark lantern, it being now night, 
into the gai'den with my wife, and there went about 
*'bur great 'work tcfdig up my gold. Bui;, Lord! what 
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a toss I ©Wits for some time in, that they could not 
justly tell where it was ; that I hegaii heartily to sweat, 
and be angry that they should not agree bettor upon 
the place, and at last to fear that it ■ v^sls gone : but 1)y 
aiid^b^^ poking with a spit we found it, and* then began 
with a spud to lift up tlio ground. But, good God ! 
to see how sillily they did it, not half a foot und(‘i.‘- 
ground, (|ud in the sight of the world from a. li iiudr(Ml 
places, if anybody l)y a<i!cid(int were near liand, and 
within sight of a ncighl)orir’s windoWj^'mly my falln'i* 
says that ho saw them all gone iio church l)(:‘foro Ik^ 
began the work, when lie laid the money. But I ■was 
out of my wits almost, and tlie more from that, upon 
^ my lifting up the earth with the spiul, I did disc('rn 
that I had scattered the pieces of gold round ahont tln^ 
ground amoug the grass and loos(i cartli ; a nd tnlciug 
up the iron head-pieces wherein they were put, I }>er- 
ceived the cartli was got amoug|th(^ gold, and W(‘.t, so 
that the hags wore all rotten, aaid all tlie noies, thal. I 
could not toll wliat in tlie woi-ld'»t(i say to it, not 
knowing lif^w to ;jiidg(^ what was Avanting, or Avliat had 
'been lost liy Gibson in his coming down, whicli all 
puii together did make mo mad* aaiil at ]a„ft I was 
forced to take iij) tln^ liead-'j^ces, dirt a,Tul all, and a.s 
many of the scattered pieces as I couhl wiih tlie dirt 
discern hy candle-light, and eari^ tlunu up into ■my 
brother’s chamber, and there lock them up till 1 had ea.t 
a little supper, and then, all people going to b<‘df 
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W. Hewer and I did ali alone, -witli seY^f&k pails of 
water and besoms, at last Trash- the dirt off tlie pieces, 
and parted tlie pieces and the clirt, and then began to 
tell them by a note which I hnci of the value of the 
whole ill mj x^ocket ; and do find that there wag s];i^t 
above a hundred pieces, which did make me mad ; and 
considering that the neighboitr’s house was so neax* 
that we could not possibly speah one to. another in the 
garden at that x^aoe where th^ ^old lay — especially my' 
father being d«^af~but they xaVLst know what we had 
l>eeii doing. I feared that they 3iiig“lit in the nighh 
come and gather stwae pieces ^ad prevent us the 
next morning: so W. Hewer and I out again about 
niidnigiit, for it was now grown so late, and there by 
caiidle-liglit did make shift to gather forty-five pieces 
more. And so in, and to cleanse them : and by this 
time it was past two in the morning, and so to bed, 
wirii my mind pretty/^ quiet to tliink that I have re- 
"overed so many. I lay in the trundle-bed, the girl 
having gone to to my wife, and there lay in some 
hiisoiiier all night, telling of the clock •fill ft was day- 

llth. And then 1^, Hewer and I, with pails and a 
si^ve, did lock ourselves into tlie garden, and there 
gather all the earth about the place into pails, and then 
sift those pails in .due of the siz.mmer-iiouses, just as 
tlie}- do fir diamonds in other parts of the world ; and 
;:ie^re to o::r great content, did "by nine* o’clock make 
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and sat mider one of tlio seats ; and so m;y^ wbrlv: every 
quarter of an lioiir was to look to see wlictlicr all was 
well, and I did ride in great fear all tlio day. Mr. 
Shepley saw me beyond St. Moots, and tliero j)arted, 
and we straight to Stevenage through Bald Xaties, 
which are already Very bad; and at Stevenage we 
came well before night, and all sat, and there with 
great care I got the gold up to iny chamber,, my wife 
carrying one bag and the gir^ another, and W. liower 
the rest in a bj^sket, and set it all uiidor a bed in our 
chamber, and then sat down to talk, and were very 
pleasant, satisfying 'Siyself, among otlier tilings, from 
John Bowles, in some terms of himting, a,nd about 
deer, bucks, and docs. Brecocko alive still, and the 
best host I know almost. 

12tli. Tip, and cat our breakfast, and sot out about 
nine o’clock, and so to Barnet, wlioro we baited. By 
jive o’clock got homo/" whore I find all well; and did 
bring my gold to my heart’s content very safe, having 
not this day carried it in a basket, but in our l\a,nds ; 
the girl took care of ono, and my -wife another hag, and 
I the rest, I being afraid of the bottom of the coach' 
lest it should bi*eakr At homo wo find that Sir W, 
Batten’s body was to-day carried llrom lienee with a 
hundred or two of coach^ to 'Will tliams to w, and there 
buried- The ParMment met on Tliiirsday last, and, 
adjourned to Monday next. The King did make 
*them a very kind speech, |)roinising tlicui to leave all 
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to tbeui i-o do, and call to account wliat and wliom they 
pleased; and declared Ly iny Lord Keeper liow many 
(tliirty-six) acts lio had done since ho saw them ; among 
others, disbanding the army, and putting all Papists 
out of cnrploynient, and displacing persons that 
liad managed their business ill. ' The Parliament is 
mightily pleased with tlie King’s speech, and voted 
giving liim thanks for wliat lie said and hath done ; 
and, among tilings, wouVl by nanio tlianlc liiiri for dis- 
]3lacing my LoTd Chancellor, for which a great many 
did speak in the House; but it was,oppos(Hl by .some, 
and x^articnhirly Harry OovoiLiTry, who got that it 
should he put to a Committee to cojisider what pn,r- 
ticulars to mention in their thanks to the King, saying 
that it was too soon to give thanks for tlio disphujing 
of a man, before they knew or had o.xa, mined wljat 
was the. cause of Ids displacing: and so it re.sted; 
hut this do show that they are apd will bo V(vi*y liigli ; 
and Mr. Pierce do tell mo that ho fears, and do ]ioa,r, 
that it hath been .said among them, tiiaj; tlioy will move 
for the calMug ray Lord Sa.ndwich liomc, to bring 1dm 
« to account, wldcirdo trouble me miglitily ; but I trust 
it will not bo so. Anon comes lujano gir "W. Pen from 
the burial; and ho says that Lady Britton and her 
cldldron- in-law are aSl broke *n pieces, and that tliero 
is but £S00 found in tlio world of '^nondy ; and it is in 
great doubt wliat we shall do towards doing ourselves 
right wiili tlraiu about the prize-money. 'With Sir Wf 
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Pen to my Lady Batten, wliom I had not ^en since 
she was a widow, which she took unkindly, hut I did 
excuse it ; and the house being full of company, and 
of several factions, she against the children, and they 
against one another and her, I away. ^ ^ ^ 

13th. (Lord’s day?) To St. James's ; and there to the 
Duke of York’s chamber : and there he was dressing; 
and many Lords and Parliament-men oome to kiss his 
hands, they being newly come to town. And there 
the Duke of T^rk did of himself call mo to him, and 
tell me that he had spoken to the King, and that the 
King had granted m§ the ship I asked for ; and did, 
moreover, say that he was mightily pleased with my 
service, and that he would be willing to do anything 
that was in his power for me, which he said with 
mighty kindness ; which I did return him thanks for, 
and departed with mighty joy, more than I did expect. 
And so walked over tke park to Wliiteliall, and there 
met Sir H. Cholmly, who walked with me, and told 
me most of the pe^s I heard last night of the Parlia- 
ment; and thinks they will do all things ®very well, 
only they will be revenged of my Lord Chancellor; - 
and say^ howevcer, that he thinks there will bo but 
two things praved on him ; and that one is, that he 
may have said to the Eang, and' to others, words to 
breed in the King ^ ill opinion of the Parliament — 
that they were factious, and that it was better to dis- 
solve them ; and Miis, he thinks, they wHl be able to 
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prove; biSt tliis ■will amount to lie knows not. 
And next, that he hath taken money for several bar- 
gains that have been made with the Crown, and did 
instance one^that is already complained of : but there 
are. SO inany more involved in it,^that, should they 
unravel things of this sort, everybody almost will 
be more or less concerned. But these are the two 
great iioinj;.s wdiit;h he thinks they will insist on and 
prove against liim. Walked with Sir W. Pen, and 
told him what tlio Duke of York told nn*^ to-day about 
the ship I begged ; and ho was knave enough of his 
own accord, but, to be sure in order to his own advan- 
tage, to o'ifer me to send for the master of the vessel, 
^the Maybolt GallioU, and bid him to get her furnished 
as for a long voyage, and I to take no notice of it, that 
she might be the more worth to me : so that hero is 
a very knave to the King, and I doubt not his being 
the same to me on occasion. Evoked with W. Hewer 
for my expenses upon the road this last journey, and 
do think that the whole journey 'wiH «cost mo little 
less than £18 or £20 one way or other ; but I am 
Well pleased with it, 

14ith. To Mr. Wren’s; and ho told i!ie that my biisiness 
was done about my wj^rrant (pi tlio Maybdlt Galliott ; 
which I did see, and tliought it was not sp full in tlie 
reciting of my services as the other \as in tliat of Sir 
W. Pen’s ; yet I was Avell pleased with it, and do 
intend to fetch Tt away anon. With SiV Thomas Alhm, 
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ir, a little sorry coacli that lie liatli set np of late, and 
Sir Jeremy Smith, to 'Whiteliall, and tliero hear that 
Tiie House is this day again upon the business of giving 
the King the thanks of the House for his^speceli, and, 
aiiioiig other things, for laying aside of niy ^J^mrd 
Chancellor. To visit Sir G, Carteret ; and from him 
do understand that the King himself, but this lie told 
me as a G:reat secret, is satisfied that these thanks

to provoke the King, and to bring* hirtaself to lose his 
head by enraging the people. To "VV^liitehall, where 
the Duke of York is now newly come for this winter, 
and there did our usual business witlx him. To the. 
Duke of York’s house ; and I was vexecl to see Young, 
who is hut a had actor at best, act MacDeth, iu the room 
of Betterton, who, poor man, is sick : bixb, Dord ! what a 
prejudice it wrought in me against the whole play, and 
everybody else agreed in disliking this fellow. Thence 
home, and there'hnd my wife gone lioxixe, because of 
this fellow’s acting of the part, she wreilfc out of the 
house again. ' 

17th. Sent for by my Lady Batten. I to her,, and 
there she fo'Und fault with my imt seeixig* her since her 
being a widow, which I excuse as well as I could, 
though it is a faint, but it is my natux'O not to be for- 
ward in visits. But here she told me her condition, 
which is good enough, being sole execxxt.rix to the dis- 
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appointmeift. all lier lius'baiKrs cliildreii, and prayed 
iiiy frieudsliip about tlio accounts of tbo prizes, wliieli 
I promised lier. And bcro do see wliat creatures 
widows are in weeping for tlieir husbands, and then 
pre^ei^tlj leaving off ; bat I cannot wonder at it, the 
cares of the 'world taking place of all other passions. 
Mr, John Andrews and liis 'ivife came and dined witli 
me, and pretty merry -wo 'were, only I out of liuniour 
the greatest part of tlio diiinor, by reason that niy peo- 
ple had forgot to'get wine roa,dy, I liavii^ none in the 
house, which I cannot say now these almost three 
years, I think witliout liaving two or three sorts, by 
wliicli we wore fain to stay a groat wliilo while some 
could be fetched. It 'was an odd, strange thing to ob- 
serve of Mr. Andrews wdiat a fancy lie hatli to raw 
meat, that lie eats it with no jileasuro unless the l)lood 
run about his chops, wliich it did now hy a leg of mut- 
ton that was not above half-hoilod ; hut, it seems, at 
home all liis meat is dressed so, and beef and all, and 
[he] eats it so at nights also. Tlio Pairluiinont ran on 
mighty furio^isly, having yesterday being almost all 
the morning compCiiiiing against some liigii proccuul- 
ings of my Lord Chief Justice Keeping, t]i?l.t the 
gentlemen of the country did complain .-igiMnst him in 
the House, and run very high. ^It is tho man that did 
fall out with my cousin Hogor PSjoys once, at the 
Assizes there, and would liavo laid him by tho lioels ; 
but, it seems, a*vory able lawyer. Tliis af i.eriioon my 
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Lord Anglesey tells us tliat tlio House of 6onimons have 
this morning run into the inquiry in many things; 
as the sale of Dunkirk, the dividing of the fleet the last 
year, the business of the prizes with mj Lord Sand- 
wich, and many other things ; so that novs^ tlu3yd3Agin 
to fall close upon it, and God knows what will be the 
end of it, but a committee they have chosen to inquire 
into the miscarriages of the war. 

18th. To Whitehall, an(^ there attended the Duke 
of York ; bi4 first we find him to spend above an hour 
in private in his closet with W. Coventry ; which I 
was glad to see that there is so much confidence 
between them. By-and-by we were called in. j. The 
Duke of York considering that the King had a mincL 
for Si^ragg to command the Rupert, which would not 
be well, by turning out Hubbert, who is a good man, 
said he did not know whether he did so well conform, 
as at this time to please the people and Parliament. 
Sir W. Coventry answered, and the Duke of York 
merrily agreed ^o it, that it was very hard to know 
what it was that the Parliament would c^l conformity 
at this time. To several places to buy a hat, and 
books^ and neffkcldths, and several errands I did before 
I got home, ‘and, among others, fought me two new pairs 
of spectacles of Turlington, who, it seems, is famous for 
them ; and his daughter, he being out of the way, do 
advise me two very young sights, and that they will 
help me most, and promises me great ease from them, 
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and I will Ay^tlioin. I met Creed, and lie tells me i liat, 
Sir Robert Broobis is tlio man. that did mention t]i(> biisb 
ness in Parliament yovsterday about my Lord Sandwich, 
but that it was sccond(.‘R by nolmdy, but that the iuatit(‘i* 
wilir c^u'^e before tlio Committed foi^'Miscarriages. To 
the King’s house, and saw BronoruU, wliich is a good 
tragedy. 

19th. FnJ.1 of ihy desire of seeing my Lord Ori'(‘ry’.s

And in the same box came, by-aud-l)y, 
behind ]ne, my Lord Barkeloy (of Stratimi) and Ids 
lady ; but I did not turn iny face to them to bo Icno^vm, 
so that I was oxeused from giving thein iny so.‘it ; and 
this pleasure I had, that from tins pla.co tJie scumes do 
appeal* very fine indeed, and nineli bettor than in the 
pit. The honso infinite full, and the Khig and Duke 
of York there. Bj-aud-by tho play began, and in it 
nothing particular but a very fine dance for variedy of 
figures, but a little too long.

But I must con- 
fess that, as my Lord Barkeley says beliind me, the 
having of that long letter was a thing so arfDsurd, that 
lie could not imagine how a%ian of hj^ parts could pos- 
sibly fall intf^ it ; or, if he did, if he had but let any 
friend read it the friend would have told him of it ; 
and, I must confess, it is one of the most remarkable 
instances of a wise man’s not being wise at all times. 
i\fter the play done, and nothing pleasing them from* 
the time of the letter to the end of the play, people 
being put into a bad humour of disliking, which is 
another thing worth the noting, I home by coach, and 
could not forbear laughing almost all the way and all 
the evening to my going to bed, at the ridiculousness 
of the letter, and the more because my wdfe was angry 
with me and the world for laughing, because the King 
was there. ^ 

20th. (Lord’s day.) TTp, and put on my new tunic of 
velvet, which is very p^.ain but good. This morning is 
brought to me order for the presenting the Com- 
mittee of Parliament to-morrow with a list of the com- 
manders and ships’ names of all the fleets set out since 
the war, and particularly of those ships which are 
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divided from the fleet with Prince Euport; wliicli 
^ivGS me occasion to see that they are busy after that 
business, and I am glad of it. This afternoon comes 
to mo Captain O’Bryan, about a ship that the King 
liatti ^i¥en him ; and ho and I to ;talk of the Parlia- 
ment; and he tolls mo that 'the business of the Duke 
of York’s slackening sail in the first fight, at the begin- 
ning of tli» war, Is brought into question, and Sir W. 
Pen and Oaptai^ Cox aro^to appear to-morrow about 
it; and it is thought will at last be Lfid upon Mr. 
Brounoker’s giving orders from J)he Duke of York, 
which the Duke of York do not own to Captain Cox to 
do it; but it seems they do resent this very liighly, 
•and are mad in going through all business where, they 
can lay any fault. I am glad to hear, that in the world 
I am as kindly s^joken of as anybody ; for, for aught I 
see, there is bloody work .like to be. Sir W. Coventry 
having been forced to produce a letter in Parliament 
wherein the Duke of Albemarle did from Sheerness 
write ill what good posture all things at Cliatham, 
and that they wer^ so well placed that he feared no 
attempt of the enemy : so that, among other things, I 
do see everybody is upon his own Sefehce, and spares 
not to blame another 4o. dofen<^ himself, and the same 
course I shall take. But God know^whero it will end ! 
Polling tells me that my Lady Duchess Albemarle was 
at Mrs. Turner’s this afternoon, she being ill, and did 
there publicly talk of business and of our oflQ.ee ; and 
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ill at slie believed that I •was safe and had done well ; 
and so I iliaiik God 1 I hear everybody speaks of me ; 
and indeed, I think, without vanity, I may expect to be 
profited rather than injured by this inquiry which the 
Parliament makes mto business. o ^ 

21st. To 'Westminster, and up to the lobby, where 
many commanders of the fleet were, and Captain Cox, 
and Mr. Pierce the surgeon; the last of 'Cihom hath 
been in the House, and ‘ declared#* that he heard 
Brouncker advise, and give arguments to Cox, for the 
safety of the Duke^f York’s person, to shorten sail, 
that they might not be in the middle of the enemy in 
the morning alone; and Cox denying to observe his 
advice, having received the Duke of York’s commands'^ 
over night to keep within gun-shot, as they then were, 
of the enemy, Broimcker did go to Harman, and used 
the same arguments, and told him that he was sure it 
would be well xfleasing to the King that care should 
be taken of not endangering the Duke of York ; and, 
after much persuasion, Harman was heard to say, 

“ Why, if it must be, then lower th<?. topsail.” And so 
did shorten sail to the loss, as the Parliament will 
have it, of the greatest victory that ever was, and 
which would have sav^l all therexpense of blood, and 
money, and honouj, that followed ; and this they do re- 
sent, so as to put it to the question, whether Brouncker 

should not be carried to the Tower : who do confess 
* ^ 

that, oat of kindness to the Duke of York’s safety, he 
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did advise ?liat tlioy should do so, but did not use the 
Duke of York’s name therein ; and so it was only his 
error in advising it, but the greatest theirs in taking it 
contrary to or^ler. At last, it ended tha,t it slmuld bc- 
sus|?Bi«ded. till Harman comes liome ; and them the 
Paiiiament-men do all tell me that it will fall lieavy, 
and, they think, bo fatal to Bronnekor or him. Sir W. 
Pen tells m« ho was gone to bed, liaviug boon all day 
labouring, and tli^i not able to stand of tho gout, and 
did give order for the keeping the sails ^standing, as 
they then wore, all night. But, wl^ch I wonder at., lie 
tolls mo that he did not know tlio iK'xt day that they 
had sliortened sail, nor ever did iiupiiro into it till 
j^out ten days ago, that this began to bo inontioued ; 
and, indeed, it is charged privately as a faidt on tlio 
Duke of York, that lie did not [presently exaniiiio tho 
reason of the breach of Ins orders and x)nnis]i it. But 
Oox tells mo that ho did finally refuse it ; and wlial; 
prevailed with Harman ho knows not, and do think 
that we might have done considerable service on tlio 
enemy tho next day if this had not been done. Tims 
tins business ended to-day, having kept theii^ till 
almost two o’clock; and then 1 by coach with Sir W. 
Pen as far as St. Cleme?it’s, talking of this matter, and 
there set down ; and I walked to Sir (J. Oa,rtc rot’s, and 
there dinyd with him and several Parliamcnt-nKui, 
wlio, I perceive, do all look upon it as a thing certain 
that the Parliament will inquire into everything, and 
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will be very severe where they can find any fault. Sir 
W. Coventry, I hear, did this day make a speech, in 
apology for his reading the letter of the Duke of 
Albemarle, concerning the good eonditio^i which Chat- 
liam was in before^he enemy came thither : de(^af*ing 
his simple intention therein without prejudice to my 
lord. A-ud I am told that he was also with the Duke 
of Albemarle yesterday to ^cuse it ; Lut tb«s I do hear, 
by some of Sir W. Coventry’s friends, that they think 
he hath don? himself much injury by making this man, 
and his interest, so#much his enemy. Adter dinner, I 
away to Westminster, and up to the Parliament House, 
and there did wait with great j)atience till seven at 
night, to be called in to the Committee, who sat al^ 
this afternoon examining the business of Chatham ; 
and at last was called in, and told that the least they 
expected from ns, Mr. Wren had promised them, and 
only bade me to bring all my fellow-officers thither to- 
morrow afternoon. Sir Robert Brookes in the chair ; 
methinks a sorry fellow to be there, because a young 
man ; and yet he seems to s]>eal5» very well. I gone 
then(?e, my cousin^Pepys comes out to me, and walks in 
the Hall with me, and bids me prepare to answer to 
everything ; for they^ do seenf» to laylthe business of 
Chatham upon the Commissioners of the Havy, and 
they are resolved to lay the fault heavy somewhere, 
and to punish it ; and prays me to pr^are to save my- 
self, and gives me hints what to prepare against ;

lA But Commissioner Pett, ol au mmi 

Jilt did ‘make the weakest defence for MmscU: 
Ltto'^ to the purpose, uor to#atisfactiou, nor certain, 
tat sometimes o^e thing and sometimes another, some- 
times for himself, and sometimes against him ; and his 
list failure was, that I observed, from hm c^- 
' sidering whether the question propounded was 
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part to answer or no, and tlio tiling to bo done was liis 
work to do : tlie want of wliicli distinction will over- 
tlirow liiin; for lie concerns liimself in giving an 
account of tlij^ disposal of the boats, which he had no 
rea^ion at all to do, or take any bkme upon him for 
them. He charged tho not carrying up of The Charles 
upon the Tuesday, to the Duke of Albemarle ; but I 
sec tho Hovuse mighty favourable to the Duke of 
Albemarle, and -vj^ould give little -weigiit to it. And 
something of want of arms ho spoke, ^VhicJi Sir J. 
Duncomb answered with great^ imperiousness and 
earnestness ; but, for aU that, I do see tlie House is 
resolved to be better satisfied in the business of tln^ 
ij.inreadincss of Sheerness, and want of arms and 
ammunition there and every wdiero : and all their 
officers wore here to-day attending, ])ut only one called 
in, about jirms for boats, to answer Commissioner 
Pett. Hone of my brotliron said anytliing but mo 
there: but only two or three silly words my Lord 
Broimcker gave, in answer to one [cpiesifton alioiit tlie 
number of men tlior^ v/oro in the King’s Yard at the 
tfine. At last the House dismissed us, ajid shortly 
after did adjourn tlio debate till Friday next : and my 
cousin Pepys did come^utand j(^ me in my acquitting 
myself so well, and so did several^others, and my 
fellow- officers all very brisk to see themselves so well 
acquitted ; wliicli makes me a little proud, but not 3^et 
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secure but we may yet meet with a backbfo^t wliieh we 
see not. 

23rd. To Wiiiteliall, there to attend the Duke of 
York; but came a little too late, and so missed it: 
only spoke with him, and heard him correct :^iygL 0 rd 
Barkeley, who fell foul on Sir Edward Spragg, who, 
it seems, said yesterday to the House, that if the 
Officers of the Ordnance had done as mu(;Ji work at 
Sheerness in ten weeks as tf e Prmce^ [Rupert] did in 
ten days, he eould hawo defended the place against the 
Dutch: but the Du]^ of York told liim that everybody 
must have liberty, at this time, to make their own 
defence, though it be to the charging of the fault upon 
any other, so it be true; so I perceive the whol% 
world is at work in blaming one another. Thence Sir 
W. Pen and I back into London ; and there saw the 
King, with his kettle-drums and trumpets, going to the^ 
Exchange, to lay the first stone of the first pillar of 
the new building of the Exchange ; which, the gates 
being shut, IliOLild not get in to see : so with Sir W. 
Pen to Captain Cocke’s, and ^hen again towards 
Wesi^inster ; but in my way stopped at the Exchange 
and got in, tie feing being newly gone ; and there 
find the bottom of th^ first pi%r laid. And here was 
a shed set up, aij^l hmig with tapestry, and a canop} 
of state, and some good victuals and wine, for the 
King, who, it seems, did itj and so a great many 
people, as Tom Killigrew, and others of the Court 
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there. I do liutl Mr. Gauden in his gown as sherihc, and 
understand that the King hath this morning knighted 
him upon the plaee, which I am mightily pleased 
with : and I think the other sheri:ff, who is Davis, the 
little^f<tfL(\w, my schoolfellow, the hoolcsellcr, who was 
one of Audley’s executors, and now become sheriff; 
which is a strange turn methinks. To Westminster 
Hall, where J camS just as the House rose ; and there, 
in the Hall, met ^vith Sir ’W. Coventry, who is in 
pain to defend himself in the business of tickets, it 
being said that the paying of the ships at Chatham 
by ticket was by his direction, and he hath wrote to 
me to find his letters, and show them him, but I find 
ik«)ne ; but did there argue the case with him, and I 
think no great blame can be laid on us for that matter, 
only I see he is fearful. And he tells me his mistake 
in the House the other day, which occasions him much 
trouble, in showing of the House the Duke of 
Albemarle’s letter about the good condition of Chat- 
ham, which he is sorry for, and owns a§ a mistake, 
the thing not being necessary to have been done ; and 
confesses that nobody can escape from such e^Tor, 
some times or other. He says the lloiise was well 
satisfied with my repo:ijb yestercjay; and so several 
others told me in the Hall that my ijgport was very 
good and satisfactory, and that I have got advantage 
by it in the House ; I pray God it may x^^rove so ! 
To the King’s playhouse, and saw The Black Frmce ; 
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wliieli is HOW mightily bettered by that long letter 
being printed, and so delivered to everybody at their 
going in, and some short reference made to it in tlie 
play ; but, when all is done, I think it j:he worst play 
of my Lord Ornery’s. But here, to my gt’eift Satis- 
faction, I did see my Lord Hiiicliingbroko and his 
mistress, with her father and mother; and I am 
mightily pleased with the^omig lacty, bei«ig handsome 
enough — and, indeed, to my great piking, as I would 
liavo her. ‘Home, and then to my chamber, to read 
tLe true story, in^peed, of the Black Prince. This 
day it was moved in the House, that a day might be 
appointed to bring in an im]3cachnient against the 
Chancellor, hut it was decried as being irregular ; Imt 
that if there was ground for complaint, dt might he 
hroiiglit to the Committee for Miscarriages, and if 
they thought good, to present it to the House ; and so 
it; was carried. They did also vote this day thanks to 

he sfiven to the Prince and Duke of Albemarle, for 

* # 

their care and conduct in the last year’s war, which is 
a strange act ; hut, I know noi , how, the blockhead 
All:*mai*le hath^ strange luck to be loved, though he 
he, and every man must know it, the heaviest man in 
world, but stout jyad honest to his country. This 
evening late, ^Ir. Moore came to me to prepare 
matters for my Lord Sandwich’s defence ; wherein I 
can little assist, but w-ill do all I can; and am in 
great fear of nothing but the business of the prizes, 
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l^iit I fear-i^iytLord will receive a vast deal of troiiblo 
by it. 

24th. To -write wbat letters I liad to write, that I 
might go abroad witli my wife, who was not well, only 
to jiimble liei* and so to the Duke of York’s play- 
liouse ; and there Betterton, not being yet well, wo 
would not slay, though since I hear that Smith do act 
his part in T/ie Villain.^ wliicli was then acted as well 
or better than he, which ^ do not believe; but to 
Charing Cross, there to see PolicMnelli. But it bei'ug* 
begun, we in to see a Frenchman, at the house where 
my wife’s father last lodged, one iffonsieur Prin, phiy 
on the trump-marine, which he does beyond belief ; and 
tlie truth is, it do so far outdo a trumpet as notliiiig 
more, and he do anything very true. The in- 
strument is open at the end, I discovered ; but lie 
would not let me look into it. Piero we also saw 
again the two fat children come out of Ireland, and a 
brother and sister of theirs now come, whicli are of 
little ordinary growth, like other peopli^. • But, Lord ! 
how strange i* is to observe the difference between the 
sjftne children born of the same little woman. Thence 

m 

to Mile-End Green, and there draiTk, and so home, 
bringing home night wijih us. 

25th. Tip, and to make our answer ready for the Par- 
liament this afternoon, to show how dommissioiier Pett 
was singly concerned in the execution of all orders 
from Chatham, •and that we did properly lodge all 
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orders witk liim. Thence with Sir Yf. ^en to the 
Parliament Committee, and there I had no more 
matters asked me. They were examining several about 
the business of Chatham again, and particularly my 
Lord Brouncker did meet with two or tliree blurs ihat 
he did not think of. One from Spragg, who says that 
the Unity was ordered up contrary to his order by my 
Lord Brouncker and Commissioner Pett. Another by 
Crispin, the waterman, vho said he was upon the 
Charles ; and spoke to Lord Brouncker coming by in 
his boat, to know whether they should carry u^^ the 
Charles, they being a great many naked men without 
arms, and he told them she was well as she was. Both 
these have little in them indeed, but yet both did stic^ 
close against him ; and he is the weakest man in the 
world to make his defence, and so is like to have much 
fault laid on him, for a man that minds his pleasure 
and little else of his whole charge. The Commissioners 
of the Ordnance being examined with all severity and 
hardly used, dil go away with mighty blame ; and I 
am told by everybody that it is likely toT stick mighty 
hard upon them : at which everybody is glad, because 
of D uncomb’s pride, and their expecting to have the 
thanks of the House ; whereas they have deserved, as 
the Parliament apprehends, as bad as bad can be. 
Here is great &k of an impeachinent brougiit in 
against my Lord Mordaunt, and that another will be 
brought in against my Lord Chancellc^ in a few days. 
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Here I imctei^tand for certain that they have ordered 
that my Lord Arlington’s letters, and Secretary Mor- 
rice’s letters of intelligence, he considted about the 
business of the Dutch fleet’s coming abroad ; and I do 
hear how Birch is tlie man that do examine and trouble 
everybody with his questions. • 

26th. Mrs. Pierce tells me that the two Marshalls at 
the King’s hou&e are Stephen Marsliall’s, the great 
. Presbyterian’s daughters ? and that Kelly and Beck 
Marshall, falling out the other day, the latter called 
the other my Lord Buckhurst’s mistress. Kelh 
answered her, “I was but one*’^man’s mistress, and 
you are a mistress to three or four, though a Presby- 
^ter’s praying daughter ! ” Mrs. Pierce is still very 
pretty, but red on her face, which makes ino 

hate her. 

27th. After dinnei', I down to Deptford, the first 
time that I went to look upon the MayhoU, which the 
King hath given me, and there she is ; and I did meet 
with Mr. IJnthwayte, who do tell me thajb tlierc are new 
sails orderedfto be delivered her, and a cable, whicli I 
did not speak of at all to him. So, thereupon, I told 
him I would not be my own hiiidnaiic^ so mucli as to 
take her into my custody before she had them, wliich 
was all I said to him, but desired him to take a strict 
inventory of her, that I might not %o cheated by tiie 
master nor the company, when they come to understand 
that the vesseHs gone .way, which he hath promised • 
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me. TMs eyening comes Sir J. Miunes -to- me, to let 
me know tliat a Parliament-man liatli been witli bim, 
to tell Mm tliat tbe Parliament intend to examine liini 
particnlarly abont Sir W. Coventry’s selling* of places 
and abont my Lord BronnckePs discliarging tlie ships 
at Chatham by ticket: for the former of which I 
am more particnlarly sorry that that business of Sir 
W. Coventry should come n][> again ; thongh this old 
man tells me, and, I believpi, that lie. can s^ay nothing 
to it. 

2Sth. To Sir W. Coventry’s lodging, but he was gone 
out, and I find him^^^at his house, which is fitting for 
him ; and there I to him, and was with him above an 
hour alone, discoursing of the matters of the nation, 
and our Office, and himself. He owns that he is, at"^ 
this day, the chief xierson aimed at by the Parliament 
—that is, by the friends of my Lord Chancellor, and 
also of the Duke of Albemarle, by reason of his iin- 
happy showing of the Duke of Albemarle’s letter the 
otlier day in tlie^ House ; but that he thinks that he is 
not liable to any liurt they can fasten ourhim for any- 
thing. He says, he is so well armed to justify himseljf 
in evei’ything^ unless in the old business of selling 
places, when he says everybody did ; 'and ho will now 
not be forward to tell feis own s^ory as he hath been ; 
but tells me he k grown wiser, and will put them 
to prove anything, and he will defend himself : 
r besides that, he will dispute the stjj^tute, thinking 
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that it will not be found to reach him. We did 
talk many things^ wliich, as they come into my mind 
now, I shall set down -without order : that he is weary 
of public employment ; and neither ever designed 
nor-will^iver, if his commission we^’C brought to him 
wrapped in gold, accept of any single place in the 
State, as particularly Secretary of State, which, he says, 
the world clgscoufses Morrije is willing to resign ; and 
lie thinks the Kin^ might have thought of him, but he 
would not by any means now take it, if given him, 
nor anything, but in commission with others, w'ho may 
liear part of the blame ; for now he obscrv<}s -\ 7 ell, that 
whoever did do anything singly are now in danger, 
4iowever honest and xiainful they were, saying that he 
himself was the only man, he thinks, at the council 
board that spoke his mind clearly, as he thought, to the 
good of the King ; and the rest, who sat silent, have 
nothing said to them, nor are taken notice of. That the 
first time the King did take him so closely into his 
confidence and ministry of iiftairs -was upon the business 
of Chatham, when aj,l the disturbances were there, and 
in the kingdom ; and tlieu, while everybody was iaucy- 
ing for himself, the King did find him to persuade him 
to call for the Parliametit, declaijng that it was against 
his own proper interest, forasmueh^as it was likely 
they would find faults with him as well as with others, 
but that he would prefer the service of the King before 
his own ; and thereupon the King did take him into 
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Ms sx3eciai uotice, and from that time"' to this hath 
received him so ; and that then he did see the folly 
and mistakes of the Chancellor in the management of 
things, and that matters were never likely to he done 
well in that sort o^conduet, and did persuade th(^ Kmg 
to tMnk fit of the taking away the seals from the 
Chancellor, which, when it was done, he told me that 
he himself, in his own particular, wasrsonxfor it ; for, 
while he stood, there was he and my Lord Arlington to 
stand between him and harm : whereas now there is 
only my Lord Arlington, and he is now done, so that 
all their fury is placed upon him : but that he did tell 
the King when he first moved it, that, if he thought 
the laying of him, W. Coventry, aside, would at alV 
facilitate the removing of the Chancellor, he would 
most willingly submit to it, whereupon the King did 
command him to try the Duke of York about it, and 
persuade him to it, whicli he did, by the King’s 
command, imdertake and eom};>ass, and the Duke of 
York did own liis consent to the King, but afterwards 
was brought to be of another mind for the Chancellor, 
and mw is displeased with him, and [so is] the Duches’s, 
so that she will not see him; but he tells me that the 
Duke of York seems pretty kip^d, and hath said that he 
do believe that W. Coventry did mean well, and do it 
only out of judgment. He tells me that he never was 
an intriguer in his life, nor will be, nor of any combina- 
tion of persons to set up tMs, or fling down that, nor 
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hath, in his own business, this Parliament, spoke to 
three members to say anything for him, but will stand 
upon his own defence, and will stay by it, and thinks 
that he is arn^ed against all they can [say], but the old 
busin»ss*of selling places, and in tlsit thinks they can- • 
not hurt him. However, I do find him mighty willing 
to have his name used as little as he can, and he was 
glad when#I did* deliver h^ up a letter of his to me, 
whicli did give coiintenance to the discharging of men 
by ticket at Chatham, which is now coming in o[uestion ; 
and wherein, I confess I am sorry ip find him so tender 
of appearing, it being a thing not only good and fit, 
all that was done in it, but promoted and advised by 
•^lim. But he thinks the House is set upon wresting 
anything to his prejudice that they can pick up. Ho 
tells me he did never, as a great many have, call the 
Chancellor rogue and knave, and I know not what ; but 
all that he hath said, and will stand by, is, that his 
counsels were not good, nor his manner of managing 
things. I suj»]pose he means suffering th*e King to run 
in debt ; for by-and43y the King, walking in the park 
with a great crowd of his idle people about him, 1 took 
occasion to say that it was a sorry thing to bo a poor 
King, and to have othe^ie to com^ to correct the faults 
of his own servants, and that this wa|| it that brought 
us all into this condition. He answered that he would 
never be a poor King, and then the other would mend 
of itself. Ho,^’ says he, “ I would eat bread and drink 
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water first, and this clay discharge all the idle company 
about me, and walk only with two footmen ; and this I 
have told the King, and this must do it at last.” I 
asked him how long the King would sufier this. He 
told me the King^must suffer it yet longeiv t^at he 
would not advise the King to do otherwise ; for it would 
break out again worse, if he should break them up 
before the core be come up. After' this^ we fell to 
other talk, of mj waiting upon him^ hereafter, it may 
be to read a chapter in Seneca, in this new house, which 
he hath bought, and m making very fine, when he may be 
out of employment, which he seems to wish more than 
to fear, and I do believe him heartily. Thence home, 
and met news from Townsend of the Wardrobe that- 
old Young, the yeoman tailor, whose place my Lord 
Sandwich promised my father, is dead. Upon which, 
resolving presently that my father should not be 
troubled with it, but I hope I shall be able to enable 
him to end his days where he is in cpiiet. At the Kew 
Exchange, anff 'there buying “ The Indian Empereur,” 
newly |)^iiited. After dinner, my wife, and Mercer, 
who grows fat, and Willett, and I, to the King’s hou^e, 
and there saw The Committee. 

29th. To Westmii^ter Hall- the House setting all 
this day about tjje method of bringing in the charge 
against my Lord Chancellor ; and at last resolved for 
a Committee to draw up the heads. 

30th. To Whitehall, where we did a little business 
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with the Duke of York, only I perceive that he do 
leave all of ns, as the King do those ahont him, to 
stand and fall by ourselves, and I think is not without 
some cares kimself what the Parliament may do in 
matters* wherein his honour is concerned. To the 
Parliament House ; where, after- the Committee was 
sat, I was called-in: and the first thing was upon the 
complaint *of a dirty slut ihai was there, about a ticket 
which she bad lol^t, and had applied herself to me for 
another. I did give them a short and satisfactory 
answer to that ; and so they sent* her away, and were 
ashamed of their foolery, in giving occasion to 500 
seamen and seamen’s wives to come before them, as 
there were this afternoon. When I come liome, I did 
find my wife, and Betty Turner, the two Mercers, and 
Mrs. Parker, an ugly lass, but yet dances well, and 
speaks the best of them, and W. Batclier, and Pom- 
bleton dancing ; and here I danced with them, and had 
a good snipper, and as merry as I could bo. 

31st. Aftej’ dinner, in conies Mr. Turner, of Eyns- 
}jury, lately come tu town, and also after him Oa])tain 
Hill of the Coventry, who lost her ^t Bar])adous, and 
hath come out of Prance, where ho hath ])een long pri- 
soner. I to Westminster ; and«fchere at the lobby do 
hear by Commissioner Pett, to my •’reat amazement, 
that he is in worse condition than before, by the coming 
in of the Dnkg of Albemarle’s and Prince Rupert’s • 
Narratives this day; wherein the former do most 
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severely lay matters upon liim, so as tlie House tins 
day have, I think, ordered him to the Tower again, or 
something like it ; so that the poor man is likely to be 
overthrown, I doubt, right or wrong, so ^infinite fond 
they are of an^dhiifg the Duke of Albemarle-^sa^'s or 
writes to them ! I did then go down, and there met 
with Colonel Heames and cousin Hoger Pepys; and 
there they do tell me how tl^ Duke of Albemarle and 
the Prince have laid blame on a greaA many, and par- 
ticularly on our Office in general ; and jDarticularly for 
want of provision, wherein I shall come to be c|uestioued 
again in that business myself, which do trouble me. 
But my cousin Pepys and I had much discourse alone ; 
and he do bewail the constitution of this House, and"" 
says there is a direct cabal and faction, as much as is 
possible between those for and against the Chancellor, 
and so in other factions, that there is nothing almost 
done honestly and with integrity ; only some few, he 
says, there are ^at do keep out of all plots and com- 
binations, and when their time comes will speak and 
see right done, if possible; and that he himself is 
looked upon tp be^ man that will be of no faction, and 
so they do slum to make him, and I am glad of it. He 
tells me that he thanhn God tlidt he never knew what 
it was to be tem|red to be a knave in his life till he 
did come into the House of Commons, where there is 
nothing done but by passion, and faction, and private 
interest. Eeames did tell me of a fellow last night, one 
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Kelsy, a eouftnander of a fire-sliip, wlio complaius for 
want of Ms money paid liim, did say that he did see 
one of the Commissioners of the IJiTavy bring in three 
waggon-loads of prize-goods into Greenwich one 
night, Imt tliat tho House did take^no notice of it nor 
inquire ; but this is me, and I must expect to bo called 
to account, and answer what I did as well as I can. I 
espied Sir^. G?luden’s co^eh, and so went out of mine 
into his, and thei^ had oj)portimity to talk of tho busi- 
ness of victuals, which the Duke of Albemarle and the 
Prince did complain that they were in want of tho last 
year; but we do conclude we shall bo able to show 
quite the contrary of that ; only it troubles me that wo 
•5 must come to contend with these great persons, which 
will overrun us. Mr. Ycabsly and I to even some 
accounts, wherein I shall bo a gainer about £200, which 
is a seasonable profit ; for I have got nothing a groat 
while. 

Novemher 1st. To Sir W. Coventry’s. Tho Duk(?> 
of Albemarle’s and Prince’s narratives^ given yosier- 
day by the Souse, Jail foul of him and Sir G. Carteret 
In something about tho dividing of the fleet, the 
Prince particularly charging tho commissioners of tho 
Havy with negligenc%, whereof Sir W. Coventry is 
one. The Duke of Albemarle chafes W. Coventry 
that he should tell him, when he come down to the 
fleet mth Sir G. Carteret, to consult about tho dividing 
of the fleet, tlntt the Dutch would not be out in six 
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vreeks, wliicli W. Coventry says is as false as is pos- 
sible, and lie can prove tbe contrary by the Duke of 
Albemarle’s own letters. The Duke says that lie did 
upon sight of the Dutch call a council of officers, and 
^ they did conclude ^ey could not avoid fighting the 
Dutch; and yet we did go to the enemy and found 
them at anchor, which is a pretty contradiction. And 
lie tells me that Spragg did^the other day ^ay in the 
House, that the Prince, upon his going from the Duke 
of Albemarle with his fleet, did tell him that if the 
Dutch should come on, the Duke was to follow him, 
tho Prince, wdth his fleet, and not fight the Dutch. 
But it is a sad consideration that all this picking of 
holes in one another’s coats — nay, and the thanks of the ^ 
House to the Prince and the Duke of Albemarle, and 
all this envy and design to ruin Sir W. Coventry — 
did arise from Sir "W. Coventry’s unfortunate mistake . 
the other day, in producing of a letter from the Duke 
of Albemarle, touching the good condition of all things 
at Chatham jiiSt before the Dutch came up, and did us 
that fatal mischief ; for upon this they are resolved to 
undo h^m, and I pray God they do not. To chapel, it*^ 
being All-Hallows day, and heard a fine anthem, made 
by Pelham, who is com^ over. this morning before 
ehax3el visited Sir G. Carteret, who is vexed to see how 
things are likely to go, but cannot help it, and yet 
seems to think himself mighty safe. I also visited my 
^ Lord Hinchingbroke at his chamber af Whitehall ; I 
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am miglitUy^ileased Avitli Ids sobriety and few words ; 
there I found Mr. Turner, Moore, and Crced^ talking 
of my Lord Sandwicli, whose ease I doubt is but bad, 
and, I fear, will not escape being* worse. To the King's 
j)layhouse, ajid there saAv a silly play and an old one, 
The ^To^ning of a Shrew. * 

2nd. To the King’s playhouse, and tliere saw Henry 
the Fourth; and contrary to expectation, was pleased 
in nothing* more than i% Cartwright’s speakiiig of 
Ealstaff’s speech about “Wliat is honour p” The 
house full of Parliament-men, it being holiday with 
them : and it was observable how a gentloimui of good 
habit, sitting just before us, eating* of some fruit in 
the midst of the i)lay, did drop down as dead, Ijoing 
choked : but with much ado, Orange Moll did tlirust 
her finger down his throat, and brought him to life 
again. 

3rd. To church, and thither comes Kogor Pepys to 
our pew, and thence homo to dinner, whither comes by 
invitation, Mr. Turner, the minister and my cousin 
Eoger broi^lit with him Jeiirys, the apoiluKviry at 
^Westminster, wlio^is our kinsman, and wo liad nuudi 
discourse of Cottingliamshire. Bc^gor^did tolN-uo of a 
bargain which I may now have in Norfolk, tliat my 
she-cousin. Nan Pej)}^, isgoin^f to sell, the title wliercof 
is very good, and the pennyworth also good enough ; 
but it is out of the way so of my life that I sliall never 
enjoy it, nor,^it may be, see it, and so I shall havo^ 
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nothing to do with it. I find by di^neOiirse Mr. 
Turner to be a man mighty well read in the E/omau 
history, which is Yery pleasant. 

4th. To ‘Westminster; and there landing at the 
New Exchange stairs, I to see Sir W. Cc7ventry : and 
there he read over to me the Prince’s and the Duke of 
Albemarle’s narratives ; wherein they are very severe 
against him and our Office. But Sir ‘W. Coventry do 
contemn them ; only that tlikir persons and qualities 
are great, and so I do perceive he is '^af raid of them, 
though he will not confess it. But he do say that if 
he can get out of these briars, he will never trouble 
himself with princes nor dukes again. He finds several 
things in their narratives which are both inconsistent ^ 
and foolish, as well as untrue. I confess I do see so 
much, that were I but weU possessed of what I should 
have in the world, I think I could willingly retreat 
and trouble myself no more. Sir H. Cholmly owns 
Sir W. Coventry, in his opinion, to be one of the 
worthiest men ii> the nation, as I do really think he 
is. He tells me he do think really that they will 
cut offi my Lord Chancellor’s head,' the Chancellor ate 
this da*' having as much pride as is possible to those 
few that venture their fortunes by coming to see him ; 
and that the Duke of T^rk is troubled much, knowing 
that those that fling: down the Chancellor cannot stop 
there, but will do something to him, to prevent his 
shaving it in his power hereafter to avenge himself and 
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f atlier-in-Llw} upon tliem. And this Sir H. Cholmly 
fears may be by divorcing the Queen and getting 
another, or declaring the Duke of Momnouth legiti- 
mate ; which God forbid ! Ho tells me he do verily 
believe that there will come in an inipeacinncnt of high 
treason against my Lord of Ormond; among other 
things, for ordering the quartering of soldiers in 
Ireland on free* quarters; which, it seems, is higli 
treason in that country, aA was one of the things that 
lost the Lord Str&ord his head, and the law is not yet 
repealed; which, ho says, was a mighty oversight of 
him not to have it repealed, whiclf he might with ease 
have done, or have justified himself by an Act. To 
.^Turlington, the great spectacle-maker, for advice, who 
dissuades me from using old spectacles, but rather 
young ones, and do tell me that nothing can wrong my 
eyes more than for me to uso I’eading glasses wliicli do 
magnify much. 

6th. The House, is just now upon taking away the 
charter from the Company of Woodinpngers, whoso 
frauds, it seems, have been mightily laid before them. 
J to the House of Cords, and there first saw Dr. Fuller, 
as Bishop of Lincoln, to sit among t^ie Lords, llere 1 
spoke wdth the Duke of York and the Duke of Albe- 
marle about Tangier; but metjJinks both of them do 
look very coldly upon one another, aid their discourse 
mighty cold, and little to theTpurpose about our want 
of money. Thiiice called at Allestry’s, the bookseller* 
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who is bookseller to the Royal Society, aj^id? there did 
buy three or four books, and find great variety of 
French and foreign books. With my wife to a play, 
and the girl — Macbeth, which wo still like mightily, 
though mighty short of the content we «ised to have 
when Betterton acted, who is still sick. This day in 
the Painted Chamber, I met and walked with Mr. 
G-eorge Montagu, who thinks it may gp hard with my 
Lord Sandwich, but he sa^’s the House fs ofiended 
with Sir W. Coventry much, and thai? he do endeavour 
to gain them again in the most precarious maimer in 
all things that is possible. 

7th. At noon resolved with Sir W. Pen to go to see 
The Tem^pest, an old play of Shakespeare’s, acted, I ^ 
hear, the first day ; and so my wife, and girl, and W. 
Hewer by themselves, and Sir W. Pen and I after- 
wards by ourselves; and forced to sit in the side 
balcony over against the music-room at the Duke’s 
house, close by my Lady Dorset and a great many 
great ones. Tke house mighty full; the King and 
Court there : and the most innocent play* that ever I 
saw ; and a curious piece of music" in an echo of half 
sentenijes, the* eclw repeating the former half, while 
the man goes on to the latter, which is mighty pretty. 
The play has no great %it, but ^et good above ordinary 
plays. • 

8th. Called up betimes by Sir H. Cholmly, and he 
- and I to good purpose most of the hioiniing — I in my 
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dressing- "witli liiiii, on our Tangier «neconnts, and 
stated tliem well ; and here ho tells ino that lie believes 
' . it will go hard with my Lord Clianeellor. Tlioneo I 
to the office, where met on some spocial business ; and 
here I h* 3 ar that the Duke of York*is very ill, and by- 
and-by word brought us that wo shall not need to a/ttimd 
to-day on the Duke of York, for lie is not -well, wdiicli is 
bad news. jTlieylbeing gonf , I toinyworkmon, wliotliis 
day come to alter^my office by beating down the Avail, 
and making mo a ffair window tliere, and increasing 
the AAdndow of my closet, wliich do give mo soukj 
present trouble, but Avill be mighty plea,san,ii. So all 
the whole day among them till very late, and. so Imnn^ 
weary to supper, and to bed, troubl(.^d for tlio Duke of 
York, his being sick. 

9th. The House A^ery busy, and like to l )0 so all da,y, 
about my Lord Chancellor’s impeach nuMit., wlndher 
treason or not. I spoke Avith 1113 ^ cousin Itoger, Ik^ de- 
sirous to get back into tlie House, lie luiving his noises 
in his hands. The laAvyers lieing now s|)ealv.ing to ih<^ 
point of Avhether treason or not treason, tlio aadiciin or 
advising the King to break np the Parlia-mmit., ^nd to 
gOA'ern by the SAAmi-d. To tlie Hall, and* tliere mel; Mr. 
King, the Pariiameut-^ian for Jiarwicli, and fluu'e lie 
did sliow and let me take a copy^f nil the a,r<i<Vles 
against my Lord Chancellor, and AAdiat members tliey 
AA^ere that undertook to bring AAntnessos to nialce iheni 
good. So away liome, and there, by W. Pen, do hear * 
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tliat tliis article was over- voted in tlie Hoase uot to "be 
a ground of impeaeliment of treason, at wliicli I was 
glad, being willing to have no blood spilt, if I could 
help it. 

lOtli. (Lord’s daTf.) To cliurcli. Here was nay JLady 
Batten in her mourning. To Whitehall to speak with 
Sir W. Coventry; and there, beyond all we looked for, 
do hear that the Duke of York hath got, nnd is full 
of, the small-pox ; and so we to his lodgings, and 
there find most of the family going to St. James’s, and 
the gallery doors locked up, that nobody might pass to 
nor fro : and so sad a house I am sorry to see. I am 
sad to consider the efiects of his death if he should 
miscarry; but Dr. Frazier tells me that [he is in as ^ 
good condition as a man can be in liis case. The 
eruption appeared last night; it seems he was let 
blood on Friday. W. Coventry told us that the 
counsel he hath too late learned is, to spring nothing in 
the House, nor ofier anything, but just what is drawn 
out of a man;'tiiat this is the best way of dealing with 
a Parliament, and that he hatli paid dear, and knows not 
how nuich more he may pay for not knowing it sooner^ 
when he did iihnecessarily produce the Duke of Albe- 
marle’s letter about Chatham, r- 

T ^ 

11th. Sir G. Carteret and 3 towards the Temple in 
coach together ; and there he did tell me how the King 
do all he can in the world to overthrow my Lord 
Chancellor, and that notice is taken of every man 
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about tLe tlitit is not scon to proinoto tlio min oi! 
the Oliaucellor ; and tliat this being nnotlier great day 
in his business, he dares not but bo there. He tells mo 
that as soon as Secretary Morrico brought the Great 
Seal -^renn my Lord Cliancollor, IBab May fell npoii 
his knees, and caught tlio Iving about his legs and 
joyed him, and said that this was the first time tliat 
ever he cojild call hiiii of England, being freed 
from this great^inan, wliich was a most ridiculouv‘5 
saying. And ho told mo that wlion first my Lord 
Gerard, a great while ago, came to the King, and told 
him that the Cliancollor did say oxienly that the King; 
was a lazy person and not fit to govern, which is now 
made one of the things in the people’s mouths against 
the Chancellor, “ WJiy,” says the King, ‘‘that is no 
news, for he hath told me so twenty times, and but tlio 
other day he told mo so,” and made matter of mirtli at 
it ; but yet this light discourse is likely to prove bad to 
him. After dinner, my wife and I, and Willett, to the 
King’s playhouse, and there saw The %ixlian Empero)', 
a good |)lay, but not so good as people cry it up, I 
*think, though above all things Kell’s ill-S2>cakiug of a 
a great ^oart made mo mad. Tlienco** wiili great trouble 
and charge getting a ioacli. This day I had a whole 
doe sent me by Mr. Ilozicr, wliich is a fine imesont, 
and I had the nmblos of it for dinner. I hear Kirtoii, 
my bookseller, poor man, is dead, I believe, of grief 
for his losses 6 y the fire. * 
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Up, and to the office, where sat all the morn- 
ing ; and there hear that the Duke of York do yet do 
very well with his smallpox : pray God he may con- 
tinue to do so! This morning also, to^ my astonish- 
ment, I hear that Yesterday my Lord Chancellor to 
another of his articles, that of betraying the King’s 
councils to his enemies, is voted to have matter asrainst 
him for an impeachment of liigh treason, aiffi that this 
day the impeachment is to be carriedpup to the House 
of Lords, which is very high, and I am troubled at 
it ; for God knows what will follow, since they that 
do this must do more to secure themselves against 
any that will revenge this, if it ever come in their 
power 

13th. To Westminster, where I find the House sit- 
ting, and in a mighty heat about Commissioner Pett, 
that they 'would have him impeached, though the Com- 
mittee have yet brought in but part of their report : 
and this lieat of J3he House is much heightened hj Sir 
Thomas Cli:iSord telling them, that he was the man 
that did, out of his own purse, employ i)eople at the„ 
out-x^oifts to ]3revent the King of Scots to escape after 
the battle of Worcester. The house was in a great 
heat ail this day aboui^ it, and at last it was carried, 
however, that it should be referred back to the Com- 
mittee to make further inquiry. By-and-by I met 
wdth Mr. Wren, who tells me that the Duke of York is 
in as good condition as is possible for a man in his 


condition of llio small-pox. Ho, I perceive, is mig'litily 
concerned in tlio biisinoss of my Lord Cliancellor, tlie 
impeachment against whom is gone up to the House of 
Lords ; and great differences there are in the Lords’ 
Hou§o *abouf it, and the Lords^ are very high one 
against another. To the Duke of York’s house, and 
there saw the Tempest again, which is very pleasant, 
and full of so ’good varjety that I cannot ho more 
pleased almost m a comedy, only the seaman’s part a 
little too tedious. To my chamber, and do begin anew 
to bind myself to keep my old vows, and among the 
rest not to see a play till Christmas but once in every 
other week, and have laid aside dBlO which is to be lost 
^ to the poor if I do. This day Mr. Ohichly told mo, 
with a seeming trouble, that the House liavo stopped 
his son Jack (Sir John) his going to France, that lie 
may be a witness against my Lord Sandwich : which 
do trouble me, though ho can, I think, say little, 

14th. At noon all my clerks with ino to dinner, to 
a venison pasty; and tlioro comes ^reod and dined 
with me, anH he tells mo how high the Lords were in 
•the Lords’ House about the business of the Chancellor, 
and that they were not yet agreed U) impeach him. 
After dinner, he and J, and my wife and girl, the latter 
two to their tailor’s, and he anS. I to the Committee of 
the Treasury, where I had a hearing, but can get but 
£6,000 for [the pay of the garrison, in lieu of above 
£16,000 : and*this Alderman Backewell gets remitted-s 
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there, and I am glad of it. Thence by (foach took np 
my wife and girl, and so home, and set down Creed at 
Arundel House, going to the Royal Society, whither I 
would be glad to go, but cannot. Thence home, and to 
the office, where about my letters, and so home to 
supper and to bed, my eyes being bad again ; and by 
this means, the nights, now-a-days, do become yery 
long to me, longer than I ca^ sleep out! ^ 

15th. To Westminster, and do hea;; that there is to 
be a conference between the two ^Houses to-day, so I 
stayed ; and it was only to tell the Commons that the 
Lords cannot agi'ee to the confining or sequestering of 
the Earl of Clarendon from the Parliament, forasmuch 
as they do not specify any particular crime which they 
lay upon him and call treason. This the House did 
receive, and so parted : at which, I hear, the Commons 
are like to grow very high, and will insist upon their 
privileges, and the Lords will own theirs, though the 
Duke of Buckingham, Bristol, and others, have been 
very high in the House of Lords to have had him com- 
mitted. Tliis is likely to breed ill blood. Home, and 
there %Ld, as I expected, Mr. Caesar and little Pelham* 
Humphreys, lately returned from France, and is an 
absolute Monsieur, as fffil of fol?^n, and confidence, and 
vanity, and disparages everything, and everybody’s 
skill but his own. But to hear how he laughs at all 
the King’s music here, as Blagrave and others, that 
~*they cannot keep time nor tune, nor understand any- 
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tiling; aiicl 4liat Grelms, iho Fronclunaii, ilio King’s 
master of tlie music, liow lie iindorstands uotliiug, iioi* 
can play on any instrument, and so caiinof, (‘<nn];)oso : and 
that he will give liim a lift out of liis plnco, and tlia.t Jio 
and the ping ?i^re miglity groat ! Tho King liaili, as Mr. 
Moore says Sir Tbomas Grewe told liim, Ixuui lioard to 
say that the quarrel is not between my Loi*d Gh;\.ii(*.ellor 
and him, but Ids brotlier^and him; will make 

sad work among us if that be once promoted, as to bo 
sure it will, Biielvinghain and Bristol Inking now tlio 
only counsel tho King follows, so a..s Arlington and 
Coventry are come to signify little. lie i(tlls mo iihey 
are likely to fall upon, my Lord Sandwi(‘h ; but, for my 
I part, sometimes I am apt to think they camnot do luju 
much harm, lie tolling mo that there is no gia^at. tpai* of 
the business of resumption. Tlii.s day, Poundy, th(^ 
waterman, was with mo, to lot mo know iha,t ivas 
summoned to bear witno.s.s against mo to Primre 
Rupert’s people, who have a commission to look jii;t(U’ 
the business of prize-goods, about thef business of the 
prize-goods *1 was eoncerned in : but I did (hisiro Inm 
Ho speak all ho know, and not to spare nu^, nor did 
promise nor give him anything, but i5cut-*him awfiy with 
good words. ^ 

16th. To Whitehall, where tJloro is i.o bo a perform- 
ance of music of Pelham’s befol^i tlio King. The 
company not come ; but I did go into tlio music-room, 
where Captain? Cocke and many others ; and 1 <lid » 
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liear the best and the smallest organ go tlatever I saw 
in my life, and such a one as, by the grace of God, I 
will have the next year, if I continue in this condition, 
•whatever it cost me. Met Mr. Gregory, iiiy old ac- 
c[uaintance, an understanding gentleman ;* and he ^nd I 
walked an hour together, talking of the bad prospect 
of the times ; and the sum of what I learn from him is 
this : That the King is t]^e most cOncerij^ed in the 
world against the Chancellor, and ^dl people that do 
not appear against him, and therefore is angry with the 
].)ishops, having said that he had one bishop on his 
side, Crofts, and but one : that Buckingham and Bristol 
are now his only Cabinet Council : and that, befoi’6 the 
Duke of York fell sick, Buckingham was admitted to 
the King of his Cabinet, and there stayed with him 
several hours, and the Duke of York shut out. That 
it is plain that there is dislike between the King and 
the Duke of York, and that it is to be feared that the 
House will go so far against the Chancellor tliat they 
must do sometiiing* to undo the Duke of York, or will 
not think themselves safe. That this LoVd Yanghan 
that so great against the Chancellor, is one of the*' 
lewdest fellows of the age, worse than Sir diaries 
Seclley ; and that he was heard^to swear he would do 
my Lord Clarend(m^s business. That he do find that 
my Lord Clarendon hath more friends in both Houses 
than he believes he would have, by reason that they do 
see what are the hands that pull him down, which they 
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do not like.* JChat Harry Oovoiitry -vvas scolded at l)y 
tke King severely tlie otlier day; and tliat Lis a;iiswcr 
was that, if lie must not speak wliat Lo tliouglit in 
tills business in Parliament lie must not conic tliitlier. 
And be says that by tills very business Harry Coventry 
liatli §0^ more fa, mo and common esteem than any 
gentleman in England lia,tli at tliis da,y, and is an ex- 
cellent and able ]Dersoii. Tlia,t tlio King', wdio no!, long 
ago did sajfof Bristol, tliat^io was a iun,n abb^ in iJireo 
years to get liimsi?lf a fortune in any kingdom in tlie 
world, and lose all aga,in in three montlis, do now ling 
him, and commend liis jiarts everywlioro, above n,ll the 
world. How fickle is this ma,u [tlio King], and bow 
unliappy we like to bo ! Tliat lio fea.rs some furious 
courses will bo taken against tlio Duke of York ; aiid 
that be hath beard that it was designed, if tlioy cannot 
carry matters against tlie Oliancellor, to imjieacb tlio 
Duke of York himself, whicb God forbid ! Tliat Sir 
Edward Kicliolas, whom bo served while Socreta,ry, is 
one of the best men in the world, bi»t Jiated liy tbo 
Queen-motlieK, for a service bo did tbo old king against 
l^pr mind and her favourites ; and that she and my 
Lady Oastlemaine did make the Kingi to biy ld.m Jlsido : 
but this man says that be is one of the most lioa,venly 
and charitable men in tbo wlfolo world. That tlie 
House of Commons resolve to stand-by tbeir proceed- 
ings, and have chosen a Committee to draw up the 
reasons thereof io carry to the Lords, wbicli is likely to 
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breed great beat between tliem. That tl:^ iParliaio-'©^"^* 
after all this, is likely to give the King no mo 23 .ey ; 
and therefore that it is to be wondered Trhat makes "tikie 
King give way to so great extravagances, whieh clo 
tend to the making him less than he is, and so -will, 
every day more and more; Md by this means e^sr&^y 
creature is divided against the otlierj that there mover 
was so great an uncertainty in England, of what w'OTilcI 
he the event of things, as at this day : nobody beim^ 
ease or safe. To Whitehall ; and Uiere got into d;!!© 
theatre-room, and there heard both the vocal aiicl. 
strumental music, where the little fellow stood kee2?^^^» 
time ; but for my part, I see no great matter, but c^io-ite 
the contrary in both sorts of music. Here was 'the 
King and Queen, and some of the ladies; among win om 
none more jolly than my Lady Buckingham, her X-*orcl 
being once more a great man. 

17th. (Lord's day.) Comes Cap)tain Cocke, who sat 
with me all the evening. He tells me that he ' Inears 
that Sir W. QoVentiy was, a little before the DaL:e> of 
York fell sick, with the Duke of York in liis closet, 
and fell on his knees, and begged his pardon for vriiart 
he hath donedo ihy Lord Chancellor ; but this I dare 
not soon believe. But he tells another thing, wliicli 
he says he had from the person himself who spoke -with 
the Duke of Buckingham, who, he says, is a very sober 
and worthy man, that he did lately speak witlx tlio 
Duke of Buckingham about his greatness now witlx the 
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King, aiid®tq|(i liim : — “ But, sir, these things that the 
• King do now, in suffering the Parliament to do all 
this, you know are not fit for the King to suffer, and 
you know how often you have said to me that the King 
was a ycak’man, and unable to^ govern, but to be 
governed, and that you •could command him as you 
listed; why do you suffer him to go on iu these 
things ? “ Why,” says t|io Duke of Buckingham, “ I 

do suffer him to do this, that I may hereafter the better 
command him.” He told me of one odd passage by 
the Duke of Ubemarle, si^eaking how hasty a man he 
is, and how for certain ho would have killed Sir W<,- 
Covcntry, had ho met him in a little time after his 
•H, showing his letter in the House. He told me that a 
certain lady, whom ho knows, did tell him that, she 
being certainly informed that some of the Duke of 
Albemarle’s family did say that the Earl of Torring- 
ton was a bastard, [she] did think herself concerned to 
tell the Duke of Albemarle of it, and did first tell the 
Duchess, aud was going to tell the old? ^jpian, when the 
Duchess pnlied her back by the sleeve, and hindered 
her, swearing to her that if he should hear it he would 
certainly kill the servant that shotiW. b(k found fb have 
said it, and therefore jjmayed her to hold her peace. 

18th. To Whitehall, to the •Commissioners of the 
Treasury, and so home, leaving nl^ltitndes of solici- 
tors at their door, of one sort or other, complaining 
for want of such dispatch as they had in my Lord « 
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Treasurers time. Among otiiers, tliere Greslmiii

snpprc'ss m:me, nor cordd. Cut this voorJol Sot satisfy 
him. Here I did stand by imseen, tmd did hear their 
imporiiiient yet malicious examinatioiis o£ some rogues 
about; tii 3 business of Bergen, vrliereiii tliey would 
wind ill sonietliiiig against my Lord Sanclwich, which 
was pdain by their manner of examining, as Sir Thomas 
Crewe did afterwards observe to me. Bvit Sir Thomas 
Crewe and "W. Hewer did tell me that tliey did hear 
Captain Downing give a cruel testimony against my 
Lord Broiiiicker for his neglect, and doing nothing in 
the time of straits at Chatham when iie was spioke to, 
and did tell il?e Conimitiee that he. Downing, did 
p)reseiitly after, in Lord Bro 111101:0^5 hearing, tell the 
Duke 01 Albemarle, that if he might adwise the Hingr 
he sliould hriijg ]yuli-iiiy Lord BrounelNier and Pett. 
This is very hard. This night I wrote to my father, 
in answer to a new hiaieli wiiieli is proposed, the 
executor of EiisuiC my sisters former servant, for my 
sister, that I will continue my mind of giving her 
if lie likes of the mateh. Hy father dicl»also this week. 
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bj S]ie]3ley/^retnrn me up a guinea, wliicli, it seems, 
upon searcliing the ground, they have found since I was 
there. I was told this day that Lord Hide, second son 
of my Lord Chancellor, did some time since in the 
Hoiine ^ay, tiiat if he thought his father was guilty but ^ 
of one of the things tlien^said against him, he would be 
the first that should call for judgment against him ;

20th. This afternoon Mr. Mills told me how fully 
satisfactory my first Heport was to the House in tiio 
business of Chatham, which I am glad to liear ; and 
the more, for that I know that he is a great creature of 
Sir E/. Brookes’s. 

21st. My wife not very well, but is to go to Mr. 
Mill’s cliikTs christening, wliere she is godmother. 
Among other things of news, I do hear, tiiat upon tlie 
reading of the House of Coninions’ reasons of the 
manner of their proceedings in the ljusinoss of my 
Lord Chancellor, the reasons were so'^bad, that my 
Lord Bristol himself did declare that ho would not 
''stand to what he had, and did still advise thc^ Lords 
to concur to, upon any of the reasons oi the House of 
Commons ; hut if it ^vas put to the question whether 
it should be done on their reasons, he would bo against 
them ; and, indeed, it seems the reasons — hov/ever they 
come to escape the House of Commons, which shows 
how slightly *the greatest matters are done in this 
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tliat iliemselvG^ only are a Court, and tie Cliiei Court 
of Judicature, and tlierefore are not to di's^fe the 
laws and method of their own Court with them that 
are none, and so will not submit so much as to 
liaTe t^eij.’ pother disputed. And iii is conceived that 
much of this eagerness 3,niong the Lords do arise 
from the fear some of them have that they may 
be dealt with in* the sam^ manner themselves, and 
therefore do stand upon it now.

But then the question being put among the Lords, as 
my Lord Bristol advised, whether, upon the whole 
matter and reasons that had been laid before them, they 
would commit my Lord Clarendon, it was carried five 
to one against it ; there being but three bishops against 
him, of whom Oosens and Dr. Beynolds were two, and 
I know not the third. This made the opposite Lords, 
as Bristol and Buckingham, so mad, that they declared 
and protested^ against it, speaking very broad that 
there was mutiny and rebellion in the h&arts of the 
Lords, and that they desired they might enter their' 
dissents, whiclrthej' did do in great fury. So that upon 
the Lords sending to the Commons, as I am told, to 
have a conference for tnem to give their answer to the 
Commons’ reasons^’ the Commons did desire a free 
conference ; but the Lords do deny it ; and the reason 
r is, that they hold not the Commons sfny Court, but 
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that themselYGj only are a Court, and the Cinef Conrt 
* of Judicature, and therefore are not to dispS'e the 
laws and method of their own Court with them that 
are none, and so will not submit so much as to 
haye po’v^er disputed. And y: is conceived that 
much of this eagerness 3.uiong the Lords do arise 
from the fear some of them have that they may 
be dealt wkh in* the sam^ manner themselves, and 
tlierefore do stand upon it now.

I should 
not have believed ; but that Sir H. Brookes, her part- 
ner, was mighty civil to her, and taken with her and 
what not. Inventing a eix^her to put on a piece of 
plate, which I must give, better than ordinary, to the 
parson’s child. 

22nd. Met with Cooling, mj Lord Chamberlain’s 
secretary, and from him do learn the truth of all I 
heard last night; and understand further, that this 
stifeess of the Lords is in no manner of kindness to 
my Lord Chancellor, for he neither hath, nor do, nor 
for the futu^-e can oblige any of them, but rather the 
contrary ; but that they do fear what the consequence 
niay^be to themselves should they yield in his ease, 
as many of tiicni have reason. And more, he showed 
me how this is rather to tiie^ wrong and prejudice of 
my Lord Chancellor ; for that it is better for him to 
come to be tried: before the Lords, where he can have 
right and make interest, than, when the Parlia- 
ment is up, be committed by the «Hing, and tried 
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by a Court oil purpose made by the King, o£ what 
Lords the King pleases, who haYO a mind to have Iiis 
head. So that my Lord Cornhury liiinself, his son, he 
tells me, hath moved, that if tliey have treason against 
my Lard* of Clarendon, that they w»nld s^Decify it and 
send it np to the Lords, 1:hat he might come to his 
trial : so full of intrigues this business is ! Walked 
a good wj^ile in the Teifple church, observing the 
plainness of Selde,^’s tomb, and how much bettor one 
of his executors hath, who is buried by him. 

23rd. Busy till late preparing things to fortify 
myself and fellows against the Parliament ; and par- 
ticularly myself against what I fear is thought, that I 
have suppressed the order of the Board by which the 
discharging the great ships at Chatham hy tickets was 
directed, whorea,s, indeed, there was no such order. 

24th. (Lord’s day.) For want of my other clerks . 
sent to Mr. Gibbs, wliom I never used till now, for 
the writing over of iny little pockety contraet-1)ook ; 
and there I laboured till nine at night •with liiiii, in 
drawing up the history of all that Lath passed con- 
cerning tickets, in order to the laying tlio ^yhole, 
and clearing myself and Office before Si^ R. Brookes ; 
and in this I took greai pains, and tlieii sent liim away, 
and proceeded, and had W. Hewer come to mo, and 
he and I till past twelve at night in the office, and he, 
which was a good service, did so inform me in the 
consequences of writing this report, and that what I • 
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said wo-uld not hold water, in denying this Board to 
have ever ordered the discharging ont of the service 
whole ships by ticket, that I did alter my whole 
counsel, and fall to arm myself with good reasons to 
justify the Office *n so doing, which liath i)ega but 
rare. Having done this, I went with great quiet in 
my mind, home, though vexed that so honest a business 
should bring me so muchrtrouble; bht mightily was 
pleased to ffiad myself put out of iQjy former design ; 
and so after supper to bed. 

25th. This morning Sir W. Pen tells me that the 
House was very hot on Saturday last upon the business 
of liberty of speech in the House, and damned the 
vote in the beginning of the Long Parliament against 
it : so that he fears that there may be some bad thing 
which they have a mind to bz-oach, which they dare 
not do without more security than they now have. 
God keep us, for things look mighty ill 1 

26th. By coach as far as the Temple, and there saw 
a new book, ki^olio, of all that suifered for the Hing 
in the late times, which I will buy. At my gold- 
smith’s, bought a basin for my wife to give the 
parson’s child, i(f which the other day she was god- 
mother. It cost me £10 14s. besides graving, which I 
do with the ey|)her of the name, paniel Mills. After 
dinner come to me Mr. Warren, and there did tell me 
that he come to j)ay his debt to me for the kindness 
~ I did him in getting his last ship out? which I must 
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also remember was a service to the King, thongb I 
did not tell Mm so. He would present me with sixty 
pieces of gold. I told him I would demand nothing 
of his promises, though they were much greater, nor 
would Uave thus much, bu^ if he could but afford to 
give me but fifty jiieces, it sliould suffice me. So now 
he brought something in a paper, which since proves 
to be fifty pieces. This evening comes to me to my 
closet at the office Sir John Chichly, of his own accord, 
to tell what he shall answer to the Committee, when, 
as he expects, he shall be examined about my Lord 
Sandwich ; which is so little as will not hurt my Lord 
at all, I laiow. 

27th. Mr. Pierce comes to mo, and there, in general, 
tells me how the King is not fallen in and become a 
slave to the Luke of Buckingham, led by none but 
him, whom he, Mr. Pierce, swears ho knows do hate 
the very person of the King, and would, as well as 
will, certainly ruin him. He do say, atid^ I think is 
right, that the King do in this do the most ungrateful 
part of a master to a servant that ever was done, in 
this carriage of his to my Lord Chaiice]Jor : tlui!!;, it 
may he, the Cliancelloi* may have faults, but none such 
as these tliey speak of ; t?iat ho dotnow really fear that 
all is going to ruin, for he says that liears Sir W. 
Coventry hath been just before his sickness, with the 
Luke of York, to ask his forgiveness and peace for 
what he had done; for that he never could foresee 
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tliat Trliat lie meant so 'well, in the coimcilling to lay 
by the Chancellor, shonld come to this. 

2Sth. To the King’s playhouse and there sat by iny 
vdfe, and saw The Mistaken Beauty, which I never, 

I think, saw before, though-an old play ; and there is 
much in it that I like, though the name is but improper 

to it — at least tliat name, it being also called The Liar, 

f 

which is jiroper enough. « 

29th. Waked about seven o’clock'this morning with a 
noise I supposed I heard near our chamber, of knocking, 
which, by-and-by increased : and I more awake could 
distinguish it better. I then waked my wife, and 
iDoth of us wondered at it, and lay so great a while, ^ 
while that increased, and at last heard it plainer, 
knocking, as if it were breaking do^vn a window for 
people to get out; and then removing of stools and 
chairs ; and plainly, by-and-by, going up and down 
our stairs. We] lay, both of us, afraid; yet I would 
have rose, but my wife would not let me. Besides, I 
could not do it without making noise; and we did 
both conclude that thieves were in the house, but 
woifdered what, our people did, whom we tliought 
either killed, or afraid, as we were. Thus we lay till 
the clock struck eight, and*' high day. At last I 
removed my gown and slippers safely to the other side 
of the hed over my wife; and there safely rose, and 
put on my gown and breeches, and then, with a fire- 
brand in my hand, safely opened the door, and saw 
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nor heard an^dhing. TiiSn, witli fear, I confess, went 
to the maid’s chamber-door, and all quiet and safe. 
Called Jane up and went down safely, and opened my 
chamber-door, where all well. Then more freely 
about, ^an^ to the kitchen, where the^ cook-maid up, and 
all safe. So up again, aiffi. when J ane come, and we 
demanded whether she heard no noise, she said, “Yes, 
but was afraid,’"^ but rose^with the other maid and 
found nothing ; bi^t heard a noise in the great stack of 
chimneys that goes from Sir J. Minnes through our 
house ; and so we sent, and their chimneys have been 
swept this morning, and the noise was that, and 
nothing else. It is one of the most extraordinary 
accidents in my life, and gives ground to think of 
Don Quixot-e’s adventures how people may be sur- 
prised, and the more from an accident last night, tliat 
our young gib-cat did leap down our stairs from top 
to bottom at two leaps, and frightened us, that wo 
could not tell whether it was the cat or a spirit, and 
do sometimes think this morning that the^house might 
be haunted. 

30th. To Arundel House, to the election of o:^icers 
for the next year ; where I was near^'beiSiig chosen of 
the Council, but am gl|d I was not, for I could not 
have attended, though, above all filings, I could wish it ; 
and do take it as a mighty respect to%ave been named 
there. Then to Cary House, a house now of enter- 
tainment, next my Lady Ashly’s ; where I have liorc- 
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tofore heard Common Prayer in iheC time of Dr. 
Mossnm. I was pleased to see the person who had his 
blood taken out. He speaks well, and did thus gire 
the Society a relation thereof in Latin, saying that he 
finds himself muc?l better since, and as a man, 
but he is cracked a little in £is head, though he speaks 
very reasonably and very well. He had but 20s. for 
his siifiering it, and is toHiave the same ^gain tried 
upon him : the first sound man th^ ever had it tried 
on him in England, and but one that we hear of in 
France, My Lord Anglesey told me this day that he 
did believe the House of Commons would the nest 
week yield to the Lords; but, speaking with others 
this day, they conclude they will not, but that rather 
the Hing will accommodate it by committing my Lord 
Clarendon himseK. I remember what Mr. Evelyn 
said, that he did believe we should soon see ourselves 
fall into a Commonwealth again. 

December l^st. (Lord’s day.) I to church: and in 
our pew there sat a great lady, whom I afterwards 
understood to be my Lady Carlisle, a very fine woman 
indeed in person. 

2nd. The * Lords’ answer is come down to the 
Commons, that they are not sf^isfied in the Commons’ 
reasons ; and so the Commons are hot, and like to sit 
all day upon the business what to do herein, most 
thinking that they will remonstrate against the Lords. 
Thence to Lord Crewe’s, and there dined with him ; 
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■vvliere, after (^nner, lie to|t: me aside, and bewailed tlie 
condition of the nation, now tlie King* and liis brotlier 
are at a distance about tbis business of the Chancellor, 
and the two liouses differing : and he do believe that 
there ar^ so niilny about the King like to be concerned 
and troubled by the Paflianient, that they will get 
him to dissolve or prorogue the Parliament ; and the 
rather, for that the King ^ likely, by this good hus- 
bandry of the Treasury, to get out of debt, and the 
Parliament is likely to give no money. Among other 
things my Lord Crewe did tell me with grief, that he 
hears that the King of late hath not dined nor supped 
with the Queen as he used of late to do. To West- 
minster Hall, where my cousin Poger tells me of tho 
liigh vote of the Commons this afternoon, that the 
proceedings of the Lords in the case of my Lord 
Clarendon are an obstruction to justice, and of ill 
precedent to future times. 

3rd. To Sir W. Coventry’s, the first time I have seen 
him at his new house since he came to lodge there. He 
tells me of the vote for none of the House to be of the 
Commission for the Bill of Accounts, wiiicli ho thinks 
so great a disappointment to Birch alid (.Whcrs tliat ex- 
l^ected to be of it, that he thinks, could it have been 
foreseen, there would not have^een any Bill at all. 
We hope it will be the better for all ffiat are to account ; 
it being likely that the men, being few, and not of the 
House, will heai* reason. The main business I went | 
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about was about Gilstlirop, Sir W, BatteTi’s clerk, wlio, 
being ui>on Ms deatb-bed and now dead, batb oiSered 
to make discoveries of the disorders of tlie l^avy, and 
of £65,000 damage to the King, wMcli made mighty 
noise in the Commons’ House ; and members appointed 
to go to him, which they did ; but nothing to the pur- 
pose got from him, but complaints of false musters, 
and ships being refitted T^lth victuals and stores at 
Plymouth, after they were fitted i^rom other ports; 
but all this to no purpose, nor more than we know and 
will own. But the best is that this loggerhead should 
say this, that understands nothing of the Kavy, nor 
ever would, and hath particularly blemished his master 
by name among ns. I told Sir W. Coventry of my 
letter to Sir R. Brookes, and his answer to me. He 
advises me in what I write to him to be as short as’I 
can, and obscure, saving in things fully i)lain ; for all 
that he do is to make mischief ; and tliat the greatest 
wisdom in dealing with the Parliament in the world is 
to say little, and let them get out what they can by 
force, which I shall observe. He declared to me much 
of hi^miiid to he ruled by his own measures, and not 
to go so far aS many would have have him to the ruin 
of my Lord Chancellor, and ^for which they do en- 
deavour to do what they can against Sir W. Coventry. 

But,” says he, I have done my do in helping to get 
him out of the administration of things, for which he 
^ is not fit, but for his life or estate I willl have nothing 


to say to besides that, my duty to my master tlie 
Duke of Tori; is such, that I will perish before I will 
do anything to displease or disoblige him, where the 
yery necessity of the kingdom do not in my judgment 
call me.’’ Ho^me, and there met W. Batelier, who tells 
me thfc ^st great news that my Lord Chancellor is tied 
this day, and left a paper behind him for the House of 
Lords, telling them the reason of his retiring, com- 
Xhaining oi a design for nis ruin. But the paper I 
must get : only the thing at present is great, and will 
put the Hing and Commons to some new counsels 
certainly. Sir Hichard Bord told us this evening an 
odd story of the baseness of the late Lord Mayor, Sir 
W. Bolton, in cheating the poor of the City put of the 
collections made for the people that were burned of 
£ 1 , 800 , of which he can give no account, and in whiclj 
he hath foresworn himself plainly, so that tho Court of 
Aldcrmeu have sequestered him from their Court till 
he do bring in an account. He says also that this day 
hath been made to appear to them tlui^ tho keeper of 
Newgate hath at this day made his hSiiso tho only 
nursery of rogues, prostitutes, pickpockets, and thieves 
in the world ; where they were bred and cntoriiiined, 
and tho whole society met : and that fdr the sake of 
the sheriffs they dursi not this day commit him, for 
fear of making him let out the prisoiicrs, but are fain 
to go by artifice to deal with him. He tells mo, also, 
speaking of the new street that is to be made from 
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Guildliall down to Cheapside, that the ground is al- 
ready most of it bought. AW tells me of one particu- 
lar, of a man that hath a piece of ground lying in the 
very middle of the street that must be, which, when 
the street is cut out of it, there will Remain ground 
enough of each side to build.a house to front fhe'^street. 
He demanded £700 for the ground, and to be excused 
paying anything for the melioration of the rest of his 
ground that he was to keep'. The Court consented to 
give him £700, only not to abate him the consideration, 
wliich the man denied, but told them, and so they 
agreed that he would excuse the City the £700, that he 
might have the benefit of the melioration without 
paying anything for it. So much some will get by 
having the City burned ! Ground, by this means, that 
was not 4d. a foot before, will now, when houses are 
built, be worth 15s. a foot. But he tells me of the 
common standard now reckoned on between man and 
man, in places where there is no alteration of circum- 
stances, but on^.y the houses burnt, there the ground, 
which, with a house on it did yield £100 a year, is now 
reputed worth £33 6s. ScI ; and that this is the common 
market price between one man and another, made upon 
a good and moderate medium. 

4th. I hear that th% House Lords did send down 
the paper which |fiy Lord Clarendon left behind him, 
directed to the Lords, to be seditious and scandalous ; 
and the Commons have voted that it be burned by the 
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hands of i%e hangman, and that the King be desired to 
agree to it. do hear, afco, that they have desired the 
King to use means to stop his escape out of the nation. 
This day G-ilsthrop is buried, who hath made all the 
late discourse of the great discovery of £65,000, of 
which tlie King hath be(^n wrongecl. 

5th. This day, not for want, but for good husbandry, 
I sent my father, by his^^desire, six pair of my old 
shoes which fit him, and are good ; yet methought it 
was a thing agakist my mind to have him wear my 
old things. 

6th. With Sir J. Miniies to the Duke of York, the 
first time that I have seen him, or we waited on liini 
since his sickness ; and, blessed be G-od 1 ho is not at 
all the worse for the smallpox, but is only a little weak 
yet. We did much business with him, and so parted. 
My Lord Anglesey told mo how my Lord Korthainptoii 
brought in a Bill into the House of Lords yesterday, 
under the name of a Bill for the Honour and Privih'go 
of the House, and Mercy to my Lord Clarendon: 
which he told 3ne lie opposed, saying thal: ho was a nnui 
accused of treason by the House of Commons; and 
mercy was not x>i*oper for him, having not bee 4 !i tried 
yet, and so no mercy needful for liiin.’^ However, the 
Duke of Buckinglian* and otlijirs did desire that the 
Bill might be read ; and it was forjjauislniig my Lord 
Clarendon from all his Majesty’s dominions, and tliat 
it should be treason to have liim found in any of tliem :

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the thing is only a thing of vanity, and to ihsnlt over 
him. By-and-hy home wife Sir J. Slinnes, who 
tells me that my Lord Clarendon did go away in a 
Oiistom-honse boat, and is now at Calais : and, I con- 
fess, nothing seems to hang more hepvy than his 
leaving of this unfortunate pa^er behind him, tfiaf'hatli 
angered both Houses, and hath, I think, reconciled 
them in that which otherwise would have broke them 
in pieces ; so that I do hence, and fron!2 Sir W. 
Coventry’s late example and doctrine ^to me, learn that 
on these sorts of occasions there is nothing like silence ; 
it being seldom any wi*ong to a man to say nothing, 
but for the most x^art it is to say anytliing. Sir J. 
Minnes told mo a story of my Lord Cottington, who, 
wanting a son, intended to make his nephew his heir, 
a country boy ; but did alter his mind ux;)on the boy’s 
being persuaded by another young heir in roguery to 
crow like a cock at my Lord’s table, much company 
being there, and the boy having a great trick at doing 
that perfectly. fMy Lord bade them take that fool 
away from the'table, and so gave over the thoughts of 
making him his heir from this piece of folly. Captain 
Cocke«^omes to me, and among other discourse, tells 
me that he is told that an imx>eachment against Sir W. 
Coventry will be' brougj^t in Yei^ soon. He tells me, 
that even those tha^ are against my Lord Chancellor 
and the Court in the House do not trust nor agree one 
. with another. He teUs me that my Lord Chancellor 
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went av7ay |boiit ten a| night on Saturday last at 
Westminster j and took hSat at “W estminster, 'and thence 
by a vessel to Calais, whiere he believes he now is : and 
that the Duke of York and Mr. Wren knew of it, and 
that himseK did know of it on Simday morning : that 
on Sunday his coach, %iid people about it, went to 
Twittenham, and the world thought that he had been 
there : that nothing but tjiis unhappy paper hath un- 
done him,* and that he doubts that this paper hath lost 
him everywhere : that Ms withdrawing do reconcile 
things so far as he thiiikis, the beat of their fury will be 
over, and that aU will bte made- well between the two 
[royalj brothers : that Eolland do endeavour to ]per- 
suade the King of France to break peace with us : 
that the Dutch will, without doubt, have sixty sail of 
ships out the next year* ; so knows not what will be- 
come of us, but hopes tlio Parliament will find money 
for us to have a fleet. 

7th. Somebody told me this, that they hear that 
Thomson, with the wooden leg, and^Wildman, the 
Fifth-Monarchy man, a great creature of the Duke of 
Buckingham’s, are in nomination to be Commissioners, 
among others, upon tho Dill of Acc9unt§. ^ 

8th. (Lord’s day.) To Whitehall, where I saw the 
Duchess of York, in a fine drd^s of second mourning 
for her mother, being black, edge^>with ermine, go to 
make her first visit to the Queen since the Duke of 
York’s being sick ; and by-and-by, she being returned,^ 
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tlie Queen came and yisited But it was pretty to 
observe that Sir W. Coveutrf and I, walking an liour 
and more together in the Matted G-allery, he observed, 
and so did I, how the Duchess, as soon as she spied 
him, turned her head a one side. Here he-aiid I walked 
thus long, which we have not done a great while before. 
Our discourse was upon everything : tlie unhappiness 
of having our matters examined by people tliat under- 
stand them not; that it is better for us in tli5 Navy to 
have men that do understand the wi?ole, and that are 
not passionate ; that we that have taken the most pains 
are called upon to answer for all crimes, wliile those 
that, like Sir W. Batten and Sir J. Mimics, did sit and 
do nothing, do lie still without any trou])lo ; that, if it 
were to serve the King and kingdom again in a war, 
neither of us could do more, thougli upon this experi- 
ence we might do better than we did; that the com- 
manders, the gentlemen that could never be brought to 
order, but undid all, are now the men that find fault 
and abuse others' that it had been much better for tlio 
King to have given Sir J. Minnes and Sir "W. Batten 
£1,000 a year to have sat still, than to have had them 
in this'liusiness of .this war : that the serving a prince 
that minds not his business is most unhappy for them 
that serve him well, and an unhappiness so great that 
he declares he will'-iever have more to do wnth a war 
under him. That he hath papers which do daily con- 
tradict the Duke of Albemarle’s narrative ; and that lie

liatli beeii^witli the Dukiof Albemarle and slio^Yed him 
them, to prevent his falling into another like fault ; 
that the Duke of Albemarle seems to be able to answer 
them ; but he thinks that the Duke of Albemarle and 
the prince n,i'& contented to let their narratives sleep, 
theylseing not only contijadictory in some things, as he 
observed about the business of the Duke of Albemarle’s 
being to follo \’4 the prmc| upon dividing the j3.eet, in 
case the ^nemy come out, but neither of them to be 
maintained in others. That the business the other 
night of my Lord Anglesey at the Council was happily 
got over for my lord by his dexterous silencing it, and 
the rest not urging it further ; forasmuch as, had the 
Duke of Buckingham come in time enough, and had 
got it by the end, he wmuld have toused him in it ; Sir 
W. Coventry telling me that my Lord Anglesey did, 
with such impudence, maintain the quarrel against the 
Commons and some of the Lords, in the business of my 
Lord Clarendon, that he believes there are enough 
would be glad but of this occasion tc? be revenged of 
him. Ho tells me that he hears some of the Thomsons- 
are like to be of the Commission for the Accounts, and 
Wildman, which he much wonders at, having been 
a false fellow to everybody, and in prison most of tlie 
time since the King’;? coming^n. But he do tell me 
that the House is in such a conditiao. that nobody can 
tell what to make of them, and, he thinks, they were 
never in before ; that everybody leads, and nobody 
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follows ; and tliat lie do now 'lliinli: tliat, sj^nee a great, 
many are defeated in their exxjectation of being of the 
Commission, now they would put it into such hands as 
it shall get no credit from : for if they do look to tlie 
^ bottom and see the JBhng’s case; they think they are 
then bonnd to give the King money ; whereas, ^they 
would be excused from that, and therefore endeaYonr 
to make this business of the'^ccounts tt) signify little - 
Comes Captain Cocke to me ; and there he tells me, to 
my great satisfaction, that Sir Robert Brookes did 
dine with him to-day ,* and that he told him, speaking 
of me, that he would make me the darling of tlio 
House of Commons, so much he is satisfied concerning 
me. And this Cocke did tell me that I might give him 
thanks for it ; and I do think it may do me good, for 
he do happen to be held a considerable person, fox* a 
young man, both for sobriety and ability. 

0th. Comes Sir G-. Carteret to talk with me, who 
seems to think hmself safe as to his particular, but do 
doubt what will become of the whole kingdom, things 
being so broke in pieces. He tells me that the King 
himself did the other day very particularly tell the 
whole story of''- my ‘Lord Sandwich’s not following the 
Dutch ships, with which he is charged ; and shows the 
reasons of it to be the only good course he could have 
taken, and do discourse it very knowingly. This I am 
glad of, though, as the King is now his favour, for 
aught I see, serves very little in stead at this day, hut 
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ratlier is ati argument agilinst a man ; and ilio King do 
not concern fiimself to r’jlieve or justify anybody, but 
is wliolly negligent of everybody’s concernment. This 
morning I was troubled with my Lord Hincliingbroke’s 
sending to borrow £200 of me ; but I did answer that 
I hadT none, nor could borrow any ; for I am resolved I 
will not bo undone for anybody, though I would do 
much for my Lord Sandwich — ^for it is to answer a 
bill of exchange of his — but not ruin myself. Called 
at • Cade’s, tlio stiitioner, where ho tells mo how my 
Lord Gerard is troubled for several things in the 
House of Commons, and in one wherein iiimself is 
concerned ; and, it seems, this Lord is a very proud 
and wicked man, and the Parliament is likely to order 
him. 

10th. The King did send a message to the House 
to-day that ho would adjourn them on the 17th instant 
to February; by which time, at least, I shall have, 
more respite to prepare things on my own behalf and 
the OfiGlce against their return. Mr. Hingston, 

the organist, walking, and I walked with him; and 
asking him many questions, I do find that he can no 
more give an intelligible answer to a map. that iif not a 
great master in his art than another man. And this 
confirms mo that it i^ only thcpwant of an ingenious 
man that is master in music, to ^jring music to a 
certainty and ease in composition. I home, having 
finished my letter to Commissioner Middleton, who is 
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now coming up to town fr^m Poi-tsmoutlT, to enter 
upon his Surrey or ship. 

11th. Attended the Duke of York; as we are wont, 
who is now grown pretty well, and goes up and down 
Whitehall, and this jaight will he at the Qouneil. Here 
I met Holt and Sir John C|j,ichly, and I met* B*iarris, 
the player, and talked of Catiline, which, is to he 
suddenly acted at tlie King’j|^house : and there all agree 
that it cannot he well done at that lioase,T' there not 
being good actors enough : and Burt'hcts Cicero, wMeli 
they all conclude he will not he able to do well. The 
King gives them £500 for robes, there being, as they 
say, to he sixteen scarlet robes. Comes Six' W. 'Warren 
to talk about some business of his and mine : and he, I 
find, would have me not to think that the Parliament, 
ill the mind they are in, and having so many good 
offices in their view to dispose of, will leave any of the 
King’s officers in, but will rout all, thoiigli I am likely 
to escape as well as any, if any can escape ; and I 
think he is in the right, and I do look for it accord- 
ingly. Comes Sir W. Pen, and he there told me what 
passed to-day with him in the Committee, by my Lord 
Sandwich’s breaking bulk of the prizes ; and it do 
seem to me that he hath left it pretty well understood 
by them, lie saying that what "my Lord did was done 
at the desire ancl^with the advice of the chief officers 
of the fleet, and that it was no moi'e than admirals 
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keretofoi*© liaye done iil like eases, yrhiok, if it be true 
that lie said it, is very 

12tli. To the Duke of York’s liouse, aii<l saw The 
Tempest, and the house very full. But I could take 
little pleasure more than the play, from not loemg: able 
to l»ol? about for fear o:^ being* seen. Here only I saw* 
a French lady in the pit with a tunic, jix&t like one 
of ours, only a handkercj|ief about her neeh: ; but this 
fashion ^or a woman did not look: decent. book- 

seller did give fhe a list of the twenty who were men- 
tioned for the Commission in PaiiiamexLt for the 
Accounts; and it is strange that of the twentv the 
Parliament could not think ht to choose the in* nine, but 
were fain to add three that were not in the list or the 
twenty, they being many of them, factions people, and 
ringleaders in the late troubles ; so tbat Sir John 
Talbot did fiy out and was very hot in the lousiness of 
Wildinaii’s being named, and took notice iiow he was 
entertained in the bosom of the Duke of Dixekingiiam, 
a Privy-Councillor; and that it was^t to be observe! 
by the House and punished. The men tlii> t I know of 
the nine I like very well; that is Mr. Pieruepont, Dora 
Brcreton, and Sir William Turner; and I do tlMnk the 
rest are so, too : but such as will not be able to do this 
business as it ought do be, to io any good with. Here 
I did also see their votes agaij||st my Hord Chiei 
Justice Keeling, that his xnoeeedings were illegal, and 
that he was a contemner of Magna Chart a (the great 
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preserver of our lives, freedou^, and pro^oertibs) and an 
introduction to arbitrary gov rnment : ■wnieli is very 
liigli lang-uage, and of the same sound with that in tlio 
year 1640, This day my liord Chancellor’s letter was 
burned at the ’Change. • 

13th. To Westminster, to^the Parliament •^ 0 ( 5 r to 
speak with Poger : and hero I saw my Lord Iveeliiig go 
into the House to the Bar, t<| have liis ^business heard 
by the whole House to-day; and a great ^rowd of 
people to stare upon him. Here I liefr that the Lords’ 
Bill for banishing and disabling iny Lord Clarendou 
from bearing any office, or being in the King’s do- 
minions, and it being made felony for any to corres- 
pond with him but his own children, is brought to the 
Commons; but they will not agree to it, being 'no 
satisfied with that as sufficient, but will have a Bill o 
Attainder brought in against him : hut they make uS' 
of this against the Lords, that they, that would no 
think there was canse enough to commit him withou 
hearing, will Mve him banished without hearing 
By-and-by comes my cousin Poger to me, he beiii; 
not willing to be in the House at the business o 
my lArd Keeling, lest he should be called upon i 
complain against Mm for his abusing him at Cambridg 
very wrongfully and ^hameful^y, but not to his r< 
proach, but to the fvhief Justice’s in the end, when a 
the world cried shame uxoon him for it. Among otln 
news, it is now fresh that the King of Portugal

deposed, an^liis brotlierlmade king ; and tkat mj Lord 
Sandwich is gone froinmiadrid wiili great lionoiir to 
Lisbon, to make np, at this juncture, a peace to the 
advantage, as a Spaniard would liave it, of Spain. I 
wisl^ it. may be for my Lord’s kcMiour, if it ba so ; but ^ 
it seems my Lord is ii? mighty estimation in Spain. 
After dinner comes Mr. Moore, and he and I alone 
a while, he telling me Lord Sandwich’s credit is 
like to be tindone^if the bill of £200 my Lord Hinching- 
broke wrote to me about be not paid to-morrow, and 
that if I do not help him about it, they have no way 
but to let it be protested. So, finding that Creed has 
supplied them with £150 in their straits, and that this 
is no bigger sum, I am very willing to serve my Lord, 
though not in this kind ; but yet I will endeavour to 
get this done for them, and the rather because of some 
plate that was lodged the other day vrith me, by my 
lady’s order, which may be in part of security for my 
money. This do trouble me ; but it is good luck 
that the sum is no bigger. With my* cousin Hogei* 
to Westminster Hall, and there we met the House 
rising: and they have voted my Lord Chief Justice 
Keeling’s proceedings illegal ; but tla.t, out of par- 
ticular respect to higi, and the mediation of a great 
many, they have resolved to proceed no further against 
him. 

15th. (Lord’s day.) Up, and to church, where I

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Stood, "but yet an extraordii’ ary good sermon, and 
wiiolly to my great content. ^Hrs. Tinner to Tisit us, 
ivlio liath been long sick, and sbe sat and supj)ed witb 
113 — iier son Trank being there, now upon the point of 
kis going to the East Indies. I did give him “Eex 
Mercatoria,” and my wife rrff old pair of tweezers, 
which are pretty, and my book an excellent one for 
him. Most of oiir talk was of the great discourse the 
world hath against my Lady Battem for getting her 
husband to give her all and disinherit his eldest son ; 
though the truth is, the son, as they say, did play the 
knare with his father when time was, and the father 
no great matter better with him, nor with other peo^Dle 
also. 

Idtii. To several places to pay what I owed. 
Among others to my mercer, to pay for my fine cani- 
Ictr cloak, which costs me, the very stiiii*, almost £6 ; 
and also a velvet coat — the outside cost me above £8. 
And so to Westm^inster, where I fLud the House mighty 
•vi^y upon a petition against my Lord Gerard, which 
..lys lieavv" things to his charge, of his abusing the 
IviL g in his Guards ; and very hot the House is ux)on it. 

17rh. This chy I do hear at Whitehall that the Duke 

hloninoath is sick and in danger of the smali-pox. 

IStli. To look after ihe providing of £60 for Mr. 
Moore, towards the answering of My Lord Sandwiches 
bill of exchange, he being come to be contented with 
my lending him £60 in part of it, which pleases me ; 



and this, w||icli I do dc| I liope to secure out o£ the 
plate, wliicli Tvas deliv|red into my custody of my 
Lord’s, whicli I did get Kr. Stokes, the goldsmith, last 
night to weigh at my house, and there is enough to 

secnfe < 6100 .* 

19th. To the office, wliere Commissioner Mddieton * 
first took his place at the Board as Surveyor of the 
Navy ; and indeed I tliiii: will be an excelieut officer, 

I am sure muc]^ beyond what his predecessor was. 
With Sir W. Pen in his coach to G-uildhall, to speak 
with Sheriif Gaiiden — only for company ; and did 
here look up and down tliis place, where I have not 
been before since the fire ; and I see that the city are 
got on apace in the building of G-uildhall. This 
evening, the King by message, which he never did 
before, hath passed several bills, among others that for 
the Accounts, and for banishing my liord Chancellor ; 
and hath adjourned the House to Pebruary; at which 
I am glad, hoping in this time to ^t leisure to state 
my Tangier Accounts, and to prepare, better for the 
Parliament’s inquiries. Here I hear how the House 
of Lords, with great severity, if not tyranny, have pro- 
ceeded against poor Carr, who only erreiJ. in the manner 
of the presenting his^etition against my liord Gerard, 
it being first printed before ffc was presented ; which 
was, it seems, by Colonel Sands’s g^ing into the country 
into whose hands he had put it ; the poor man is ordered 
to stand in the pillory two or three times, and to have 
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liis ears cut, and be imprison^ I know ngt bow" long. 
But it is believed that tbe Go'^^mons, when they raeet, 
will not be well pleased witb it ; and tliej kawe no 
reason, I think. 

20tu. To Sir W. Ben's with Sir B. FoM, and. tliere 
was Sir B. Ganden, and there only talked of sundry 
tilings ; and I have found of late, by discourse, that- the 
present sort of government Ps looked ufon as a sort of 
government that we never had yet-^hat is to say, a 
King and House of Commons against the House of 
Lords : for so indeed it is, thoagli neither of the two 
tirs: care a Sg for one another, nor the third for tliem 
l>oth, only the Bishops are afraid of losing ground, as I 
believe they will. So home to my poor wife, who is in 
mighty pain, and her face miserably swelled; so as I 
was frightened to see it. 

21sr. The Nonconformists are mighty high, and 
tlidr meetings frequented and connived at ; and they 
do expect to havejiheir day now soon ; for my Lord o£ 
Biiekingham i^a declared friend to them, and even to 
t he Quakers, who had very good words the other day 
from the King himself; and, what is .more, the jLirch- 

a 

]}isiiop of Canterbury is called no more to the Cabal, 
nor, by t lie way, Sir W. Coventiw ; which I am sorry 
for, the Cabal at present being, as he says, the King, 
and the Duke of Buckingham, and Lord Keeper, the 
Duke of Albemarle, and Privy Seal. The Bisiiops 
differing from the King in the late business in the 


House of It)rds, haye ctusecl this and wliat is 
to follow, for eyerybodw is encouraged now-a-davs to 
S]peak, and even to preach, as I haye heard one of them, 
as bad things against them as eyer in tiie year 164«) ; 
wln#h ?s a strange change. Hom^ to sit with mj wife. » 
who is a little better, an.3. her cheek assuaged. I read 
to her ^ out of “The E^story of Algiers,"' which is 
mighty |ft*etty reading, and did discourse alone about 
my sister Pali's «iatch, which is now on foot with one 
Jackson, another nephew of Mr. Phillips’s, to wiioni he 
hath left his estate. 

22nd. (Lord's day.) Tip, and my wife, poor wretch, 
still in pain. 

23rd. To the Commissioners of tlie Treasury, and 
there I had a dispute before them with Sir SteplieiiFox 
about our orders for money, who is very angry, but I 
value it not. But, Lord 1 to see with what felly rny 
Lord Albemarle do speak in this business would make 
a man wonder at the good fortune of^uch a fool. I to 
tlie Exchange, and there I saw Carr staifd in the pillory 
for the business of my Lord Gerard, which is suppose j. 
will make a hot business in the House Coj^imons. 
when they shall come lo sit again, tli^ Lords having 
ordered this with gr<^t injustice, as all people think, 
liis only fault heing his printing his petition bciore, by 
accident, his petition he read in the House. I hear by 
Greed that the Bishops of Winchester and of Rceiiester, 
and the Bean -of the Chapel, and some other grea.|: 
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prelates, are suspended : and aieloiid uj>on^tlie ^ 

bisliop ever since tlie late bn^ness in tlie Houses 
Lords ; and I believe it will be a beavy blow to tilie 
clergy. I bouglit a sermon of Dr. Lloyd’s, as "woll 
«<^vritren and as good, against tlie Cliureli of Home,** 
ever I read; but. Lord ! liow feoilier, poor man, was 
taken with it. This day, at tb^ ^Change, jOreed slio wocl 
me Mr. Coleman, of wlioni my wife hath so ^ood aii 
opinion ; and says lie is as very a rogu§ for women, 
any in the world: which did disquiet me, like a Tool, 
and run in my mind a great while. 

•24rh. By coach to St. James's, it being about sis: 
liiglit : Illy design being to see the ceremonies, Tlais 
liiglit being the eve of Christmas, at the Queo32.’s 
eliapel. I got in almost np to the rail, and witlx ^ 
great deal of patience stayed from nine at night ~to 
TWO in the inorniiig, in a very great crowd ; and tKex*e 
f.^xp^?et.ed, but found nothing extraordinary, there 


iiotliirig but a high mass. The Queen was there a.i 3 .cl 
ladies. Blit, Lord I what an odd thing it waxs 
f me to be in a crowd of people, here a footiiiixxi, 
t a-r a *jeggar, here a tine lady, there a zealous pioox* 
-ny and herf a Frotestant, two or three togetlioi*, 
‘-•me to see tiie show. was «^fraicl of my poclstoh 
picked Tery niueli : but all things very rioli 
:::r:d ; and I see the papists have the wit, mosti 

c: t'lein, to bring cushions to kneel on, which I wantecb, 
S'-d was mighty troubled to kneel. All being done. 
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I was sorry dor my coning, and missing of what 1 
exi^ected; which was to|iavo had a child born and 
dressed there, and a great deal of do : but wo broke 
up, and nothing like it done : and there I left people 
receipng the ‘Sacrament : and tht) Q.uoen gone, and 
ladies, only my Lady CasfLemaine, wlio looked prettily 
in her night-clothes. ^ took my coach, which 
waited, ai^d through CoYent Garden, to set down two 
gentlemen and a Jady, who came thither to see also, 
and did make mighty mirth in their talk of the folly 
of this religion. Drank some burnt wine at the Eosc 
Tavern door, while the constables came, and two or 
tliree bellmen went by. 

25th. Being a fine, light, moonshine morning, homo 
round the city, and stopped and dropped money at five 
or six places, which I was the willingor to do, it being 
Christmas-day, and so home, and there find my wife in 
bed, and Jane and the maid making pies. So I to 
bed. Bose about nine, and to church, |iud there heard 
a dull sermon of Mr. Mills, but a great many fine 
people at church; and so home. Wife and girl and I 
alone at dinner — a good Christmas dinner. My^wife 
reading to me “ The History of the Drummer of Mr. 
Mompesson,” which is^a strange story of spies, and 
worth reading indeed. In tlio evening comes Mr. 
Felling, and he sat and supped with ?is ; and very good 
company, he reciting to us many copies of good verses 
ox Dr. Wilde’s, who wrote Iter Boreale.” 
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estate clian^ed, and lie and Brouncker and Povy left

Where- 
upon the Duke oi York did say that it arose only from 
his not knowing whether now he would have time to 
regard his a:Eairs ; and that, if he should, ho would 
put him into the commission with his own hand, though 
the commission be passed. He answered that he had 
been faithful to him, and done him good service 
therein, so long as he could attend to it ; and if he had 
been able to have attended it more he would not have 
enriched himself with such and such estates as my 
Lord Chancellor hath got, that did properly belong to 
his Poyal Highness, as being forfe^ed to the King, 
and so by the King’s gift given by the Duke of York. 
Hereupon the Duke of York did call for the commis- 
sion, and hath since put him in. He tells me that the 
business of getting the Duchess of Bichmond to Court 
is broke o:ff, her husband not suifering it I and thereby 
great trouble is brought am(mg the people that en- 
deavoured it, and thought they'^had compassed it. 
And, Lord ! to think that at this time the King should 
mind no other cares but these ! He tells me that my 
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Lord of Canterbury is a mi^My stout mai^ and a xna>ii 
of a brave, liigb spirit, and c^:es not for tliis disfav'onr 
that be is under at Court, ^knowing that tbe Ktog 
eannot take away his x>rofits during his life, and tliere- 
^ fore do not value it.^ ^ r ^ 

28th. To the King’s house,^and there saw The 3^ctd 
Cov.flei which is but aujOrdinary play; but only 
Kell’s and Hart’s mad parts are most excellently done, 
but especially her’s : which makes i^ a miracle to xne 
to think how ill she do any serious part, as the otlier 
day, just like a fool or changeling ; and, in a mad part 
do beyond imitation almost. It pleased us mi^Ltily 
to see the natural a:ffiection of a poor woman, tlie 
mother of one of the children brought on the stag'e : 
the child crying, she by force got upon the stage, and 
took np her child and carried it away o:S of the stage 
from Hart. Many fine faces here to-day. I am told 
to-day, which troubles me, that great complaint^ is 
made upon the ^Change, among our merchants, tliat 
the very Ostend little pickaroon men-of-war do o:fifer 
violence to our merchantmen, and search them, Heat 
our masters, and plunder them, upon pretence o£ carry- 
ing Hrenchmea’s goods. 

29th. (Lord’s day.) At night ^omes Mrs. Turner to 
see ns : and there, among other talk, she tells me that 
Mr. William Pen, who has lately come over from 
Ireland, is a Quaker again, or some very melanclioly 
, tiling ; that he cares for no company,, nor comes into 
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any ; wliieS is a pleasant ching, after his being abroad 
so. long, and lis father sirph a hypocritical rogue, and 
at this time an Atheist. 

oOth. Sir G. Carteret and I alone did talk of the 
ruinous condition 'W'e are in, the King being going to 
put out of the Ooniieil so ]giany able men ; such as niv 
Lord Anglesey, Aslily, Hollis, Secretary Morrice, to 
bring in Mr. Trftvor, and ’The Archbisliop of Canter- 
bury, and'my Lord Bridgewater. He tells me that 
this is true, only tlie Duke of York do endeavour to 
hinder it, and the Duke of York did teU him so : that 
the King and the Duke of York do not in company 
disagree, but are friendly ; but that there is a core in 
their hearts, he doubts, which is not to be easily 
removed; for these men so sufi'er only for their 
constancy to the Chancellor, or at least from the 
King’s ill-will against him, that they do now all they 
can to vilify the clergy, and do abuse Bochester 
[Doiben], and so do raise scandals, all that is possible, 
against other of the Bishops. He do guggest that 
something is intended for the Duke of Monmouth, 
and it may be, against the Queen also ; that we are in 
no manner sure against an invasion th% next year: 
that the Duke of Buckingham do mle all now, and the 
Duke of York comes indeed to tie Cabal, but signifies 
little there. That this new factioi? do not endure, 
nor the King, Sir W. Coventry; but yet that he 
is so useful that they cannot be without him ; but 
D—lll 
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that lie is not now called® to the Galbaf. That my 
Lord of Buckingham, Bristpl, and Arlington, do seem 
to agree in these things ; fut that they do not in their 
hearts trust one another, but to drive several ways, all 
of them. In sho:g(3» bless him^self that he is 

no more concerned in mattes now ; and the hopes he 
hath of being at liberty, when his accounts are over, 
to retire into the countr§. That hiJ do give over the 
kingdom for wholly lost. M-eeting with Mr. Cooling, 
I with him by coach to the Wardi^be, where I never 
was since the fire in Hatton Garden : and lie tells me 
that he fears that my Xiord Sandwich will sufiier much 
by Mr. Townsend’s being untrue to him, he being now 
unable to give the Commissioners of the Treasury 
an account of his money received by many thousands 
of pounds, which I am troubled for. I met with Mr. 
Cooling at the Temple-gate, after I had been at both 
my booksellers — and there laid out several pounds 
in books now against the new year. To Sir G. 
Carteret’s in l^ncoln’s-Inn-Pields, and there did dine 
together, there being there, among other company, 
Mr. Attorney Montagu, and his fete lady, a fine 
woiSan. After dinner I did imderstand from my 
Lady Jemimah that her brother Hinchingbroke’s busi- 
ness was to be ended'i^his day7 as she thinks, towards 
his match, and ‘^hey do talk here of their intent to 
buy themselves some new clothes against the wedding, 
which I am very glad of. Thence with Sir Philip 
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Carteret to tl^e King’s playliouse, there to see Love's 
Cruelty, an old play, but T^hich I haye not seen before ; 
and in the first act Orange^^IoU come to mo with one 
of our porters by mj hoAse, to tell me that Mrs. 
Pierce^ as.d Kftipp did dine at my^ house to-day, and 
that I was desired to come home. So I went out 
presently, and by coach l^pme, and they were gone 
away : so after ft very little stay with my wife, I took 
coach again, and to the King’s playhouse again, and 
come in the fourth act : and it proves to me a very 
silly play, and to everybody else, as far as I could 
judge. But the jest is, that here telling Moll how 
I had lost my journey, she told me tliat Mrs. Knipp 
was in the house, and so shows me to her, and I went 
to her and sat out the play, and tlien with her to Mrs. 
Manuel’s where Mrs. Pierce was, and her hoy and 
girl; and here I did hear Mrs. Manuel and one of 
the Italians, her g'allaiit, sing well. But yet I con- 
fess I am not delighted so much witl^it as to admire 
it ; for not understanding the words, I los« the benefit 
of the vocalities of the music, and it proves only 
instrumental; and therefore was more pleased to 
hear Knipp sing two or three little Eiiglish tilings 
that I understood, thgiigh the composition of the 
other and performance was very fine. Thence to 
my hookseller’s and paid for the boSks I had bought, 
and- away home, where I told my wife where I had 
been. But she T^as as mad as a devil, and nothing 
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but ill TTords between ns all tlie eTenino* -fvliil© "v 

o 

sat at cards— W. Hewer iand tlie girl l>y — -e'Vi 
to gross ill words, wbicli ^ was troubled for. ^ 
I do see tliat I must use |)olicy to keep lier* spii 
down, and to give dier no offence by ifiiy betog: wii 
Hnipp and Pierce, of wbi?li, tboii^li sbe will 
own it, yet she is heartily - jealous. This day I 
carry money out and paiu several 'debts. ^xaon 
others, my tailor, and shoemaker,, and draper, S 
W. Turner, who began to talk o£ the Cozaraissic 
of Accounts, wherein he is one; but though they ai 
the greatest people that ever were in the natioii ^ 
to power, and like to be our judges, yet I didL iiev< 
speak one word to him of desiring favour, or l>iddin 
him joy upon it, but did answer him to wliat h 
said, and do resolve to stand or fall by my silei 
preparing to answer whatever can be laid to 
and that will be my best proceeding, I think:. Thi 
day I got a little rent in my new fine camlet cloa 
with the latch of Sir Gr. Carteret's door; but it i 
darned up at my tailors, that it will be no gres 
blemish to it; but it troubled me. I could not bn 
observe that Sir Philip Carteret would fain haw 
given me my going into a play; but i-et, wlien h 
came to the door, he hid no money to pay for himseli 
I having refused ‘i’o accept of it for myself, but wa 
fain ; and I perceive he is knotvn there, and <io mi 
upon the score for plays, which is a shame ; bn 
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I perceive* always he is in want of money. In the 
pit I met with Sir Chas, jSTorth, formerly Mr. Korth, 
who was with my Lord’^t sea; and he of his own 
accord was so silly as to ^ell me he is married : and 
for her ^quality (being a Lord's ^laughter, my Lord 
Grey^, and person, and l^^auty, and years, and estate, 
and disposition, he is the happiest man in the world. 
I am sure he is an ugly lellow, but a good scholar 
and sober gentleman : •and heir to Ins father, now 
Lord North, the old Lord being dead. 

31st. To ■Wiiitehall, and there waited a long time, 
while the Duke of York was with the King in the 
Cabal, and there I and Creed stayed talking in the 
Vane-room, and I perceive all people’s expectation is, 
what will he the issue of this great business of putting 
tliese great Lords out of the council and power, the 
quarrel, I perceive, being only their standing against 
the will of the King in the business of the Chancellor. 
Anon the Duke of York comes out, and then to a 
committee of Tangier, where my Lord Middleton did 
come to-day, and seems to me but a dull, heavy man ; 
but be is a great soldier, and stout, and a needy Lord. 
He will still keep that j)Oor garrison from ever ceding 
to be worth anything to the King. There dined with 
me my Uncle Tkomas^with a mourning hat-band on, 
for his daughter Mary. Captain ferryman did give 
an account, walking in the garden, that there were Irish 
in the town, up and down, that do labour to entice the 
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seamen out o£ tlie nation by giving tliem J03 in liand, 
and i)roiiiiso oi 40s. per iiiont]', to go into the Kling* of* 
France’s service, which is a Eighty shame, but yet I 
believe is true. I did ad^dse^with him about my little 
vessel, the Maybolt, «vhich he says will bh best for mo 
to sell, though my employing her to ISTewcastle this 
winter, and the next spring, for coals, will be a g*aiiifiil 
trade, bnt vet make me greai trouble. '“Thus ends the 
year, with great hapTpiness to myself ^and family as to 
health and good condition in the world, blessed be God 
for it ! only with great trouble to my mind in reference 
to the x>nblie, there being but little ]iox>es left but that 
the whole nation must in a very little time be lost, 
either by troubles at home, the Parliament being* dis- 
satisfied, and the King led into unsettled councils by 
some about him, himself considering little, and divisions 
growing between the King and Duke of York ; or* else 
by foreign invasion, to which we must submit if any, 
at this bad poin^of time, should corns upon us, wbich 
the King of Fjaiiee is well able to do. These tlioughts 
rvnd some cares trouble me, concerning my standing 
in this ofies when the Committee of Parliament shall 
come to exanvne our Kavy matters, which they will 
now shortiV do. I pray God th^ may do the kingdom 
service therein, as they'^vill liave sufficient opportunity 
of doing it * 

January ist, 16^. Dined with my Lord Crewe, 
with whom was Mr. Browne, Clerk of the House of 
f 
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Lords, and JTr. J olin Crewe. Here was miglity good 
disconrsCj as tiiere is alw.-^ys i and among otiier tilings 
my Lord Crewe did turn ro a place in ilie life of Sir 
Pliilip Sidney, wrote by % Eulke CreTille, wbicb do 
foretell ibe pi*fesent condition of tl?is nation, in relation 
to tlie Dutcb, to tbe very degree of a prophecy ; and is 
so remarkable that I am rwolved to buy one of tbein, it 
being quite thrSugliout a good discourse. Here they 
did talk much of ^lie ]pfesent cheapness of corn, even 
to a miracle ; so as their farmers can j)ay no rent, but 
do fling up their lands, and would pay in corn : but, 
which I did observe to my Lord, and he liked well cf 
it, onr gentry are grown .so ignorant in everything of 
good husbandly that they know not how to bestow 
this corn : which did they understand but a little trade, 
they would be able to join together, and know what 
markets there are abroad and send it thither, and 
thereby ease their tenants and be able to pay tliemselves. 
They did talk much of the disgrace t^e Archbishop is 
. fallen under with the King, and the rest of the Bishops 
also. Thence I after dinner to the Duke of York’s 
playhouse, and there saw Sir Martin Mar-all, wl^ch I 
have seen so often, and yet am mightily phrased with if, 
and tliink it mighty 'Vi^tty, and the fullest of proper 
matter for mirth that ever was and I do clearly 

see that they do improve in their actmg of it. Here a 
mighty company of citizens, ’prentices, and others ; and 
it makes me observe, that when I began first to be able 
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to bestow a play on myself, I do not reFiember’ that I 
saw so many by liaK of t?'-e ordinary ’prentices and 
mean peo|)le in tlie pit at 2/"6d. a-piece as now ; I 
for several years no liiglier'^ than tlie 12d, and tlaon tlie 
18d. places, tlionglf I strained hard to* go rix I 

did : so uincii the vanity and prodigality o£ "tlie ago 
is to be observed in this5- particular. Thertce I to 
Whitehall, and there walked up and^’dowBL tlic house 
awhile, and do hear nothing of anything done further 
in this business of the change of Privy-conJO-sellors : 
only I hear that Sir G. Savile, one of the parliament 
Committee of nine, for examining the accounts, is by 
the King made a Lord, the Lord Halifax, which, I 
believe, will displease the Parliament. By-and-hy I 
met with hir. Brisband ; and having it in my mind this 
Christmas to do what I never can remember tliat I did, 
go to see the gaming at the Groom-Porter’s, X having 
in my coming from the playhouse stepped into the two 
Temple-halls, and there saw the dirty ’prenhices and 
idle people playing ; wherein I was mistaken in think- 
ing to have seen gentlemen of quality playing there, 
as think it was when I was a little child, that one of 
iny fat]i8r*s''servants, John Bassmu, I think, carried me 
ill his arms thither. 1 did tel^ Brisband of it, and he 
did lead me thither, where, after staying an hoTxr, they 
began to play at about eight at night, where to see 
how diiiereiitly one man took his losing from, another, 
one cursing and swearing, and another only miuttering

and grumblii^ to himself, a third without any ap^oarent 
discontent at all ; to see Jiow the dice will run good 
luck in one hand for half-aij^-hour together, and another 
have no good luck at all : tv^ see how easily here, where 
they ;glay nothing hut guineas, a dSlOO is v,ron or lost : 
to see two or three gentleijien come in there drunk, and 
putting their stock of gojjd together, one 22 pieces, 
the second 4, and the third 5 pieces ; and these two 
play one with another, and forget how much each of 
them brought, but he that brought the 22 thinks that 
he brought no more than the rest : to see the different 
humours of gamesters to change their luck, when it is 
bad, how ceremonious they are to call for new dice, to 
shift their places, to alter their manner of throwing, 
and that with great industry, as if there was anything 
in it : to see how some old gamesters, tliat have no 
money now to spend as formerly, do come and sit and 
look on, and among others, Sir Lewis Dives, who was 
here, and hath been a great gamester in his lime : to 
hear their cursing and damning to no purpose, as one 
man being to throw a seven if he could, and, failing to 
do it after a great many throws, cried he would bo 

d d if ever he flung seven more while he lived, his 

desj^air of throwing it being so great, while others did 
it as their luck served almost e«#ery throw : to see how 
persons of the best quality do here mt down and play 
with people of any, though meaner ; and to see how 
people in ordinary clothes shall come hither, and play 
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away 100, 200 or 300 guineas, witkout any^kind of dif- 
ficulty : and lastly, to see tlie/ormalitj of tke groom- 
porter, wlio is tlieir judge of all disputes in ifiay and 
ail quarrels that may arise tlnrein, and Iiow liis tinder- 
offieers are tliere to o^Dserve true play at e^ch table^ and 
to give new dice, is a consideration I never could liavo 
tliougkt liad been in tbe wo^ld bad I not now seen it. 
And migbty glad I am that I did see it, aitd it may be will 
find another evening before Cbristn^s 1b e over to see 
it again, when I may stay later, for theix' lieat of play 
begins not till about eleven or twelve o’clock ; . wbieb 
did give me another pretty observation of a man that 
did win mighty fast when I was there. I think ho 
won £100 at single pieces in a little time. Wiiile all 
the rest envied him his good fortune, he cursed it, 
saying, “ it come so early upon me, for this fortune 
two hours hence would be worth something to mo, 
but then I shall have no such luck.” This kind of 
profane, mad entertainment they give themselves. 
And so I, having enough for once, refusing to venture, 
though Brisbaud pressed me bard, and. tempted mo 
With saying that no man was ever known to lose the 
first time, the devil being too cunning to discourage a 
gamester ; and he offered me ^Iso to lend me ten 
pieces to ventnre ; bifii I did refuse, and so went 
away. ^ 

2nd. Attended the King and the Duke of Xork in the 
Duke of York’s lodgings, with the rest oj tlie officers and 
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many of tlie commanders of the fieet and some of om* 

. master shipwrights, to discourse the business of having 
the topmasts of ships ma?lo to loiver abaft of the main- 
mast ; a business I understand not, and so can give 
no gOQ,d ac^nnt ; but F do sefr that by how mncli 
greater the Council, and»tho number of comisellors is, 
the more confused the iss»i.e is of their councils ; so that 
little was said ‘to the purpose regularly, and but little 
use was made of ^it, the^ coming to a very broken con- 
clusion upon it, to make trial in a ship or two. Prom 
this they fell to other talk about the Seet’s fighting this 
late war, and how the King’s ships have been shattered ; 
though the King said that the world would not have it 
that above ten or twenty ships in any fight did do any 
service, and that this liatli been told so to him himself 
by ignorant peoxfie. The Prince, who was there, was 
mightily surprised at it and seemed troul^lcd ; but the 
King told liini that it was only discourse of the world. 
But Mr. Wren whisx)ered me in the ^ar, and said that 
the Duke of Albemarle had x>iit itintahis Karrativc 
for the House, that not above twenty-five shix)s fought 
in the engagement wherein lie was, but that he was 
advised to leave it out ; but this ho did write from sea, 

I am sure, or words that effect : and did displease 
many commanders, among otli?rs, Cax>tain Batts, who 
the Duke of York said was a ver}^ stout man, all the 
world knew ; and that another was broiiglit into his 
ship that had. b^ien turned out of his when he 
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was a 'boatswain not long before for being;, a drunkard. 
This the Prince took notice and would have been 
angry, I think, but they letf their discourse fall: but 
the Duke of York was eamfst in it. And the Prince 
said to me, standing* by me, “If theyVill iur|?L out 
every man that will be drunk, tbey must turn out all 
the commanders in the What is the matter if ho 

be drunk, so as when he comes to fight lie do his work ? 
At least, let him be punished for^is drunkenness, 
and not put out of his command presently.” This ho 
spoke, very much concerned for this idle fellow, one 
Green. After this the King began to tell stories of 
the cowardice of the Spaniards in Pianders when he 
was there at the siege of hlardike and Dunkirk, which 
was ver}' pretty, though he tells them but meanly. To 
Westminster Hall, and there stayed a little : and then 
iionie, and by the way did find with difficulty the “ Life 
of Sir Philip Sidney.” And the bookseller told me 
t:'.at he had sold,^our within this week or two, which 
is more than ever he sold in all his life of them, and he 
ecrold not imagine what should be the reason of it : but 
I s:.ipj>ose it is from the same reason of people’s ob- 
s?r\ing of this part therein, touching his prophesying 
our present condition here in England in relation to 
the Dutch, which is very remarkable. I took my wife 
and girl out to the' Kew Exchange, and there my wife 
hoTiglit herself a lace for a handkerchief, which I do 
gire her, of about £3, for a Kew Year^’s gift, and I did 
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buy also a lace for a baud for myself. Tliis day my 

wife sliows me a locket of diamonds -wortli about £40, 

wliich W. Hewer do pre:^ lier to accept, and bath done 

for a good while, out of ^^atitude for iny kindness and 

ber’s to liim.« Hut I do n|t like tjjiat she should receive 

it, it not being bonouraye for me to do it ; and so do* 

desire lier to force liim to^jfcake it back again, be leaving 

it against her <w ill yesterday with ber.

Intending to go home, my Lady Qarteret saw and 
called to me out of her window, and so viould have mo 
home with her to Lincoln’s-Inn-Fields to dinner, and 
there we met with my Lord Brereton, and several other 
strangers to dine there ; and I find him. a very sober 
and serious, able man^ and was in discourse too hard 
for the Bishop of Chester, ana who, above all books, 
lately wrote commending the matte? and style of a late 
book, called “ The Causes of the Decay of Piety.” I 
do resolve at his^great commendation to buy it. Here 
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dined also Sir Pliilip Howard, a Berkshire Howard, 
He did take occasion to tell me at the table that I have 
got great ground' in the Btrliament by my ready 
answers to all that was asked^me there about the busi- 
ness of Chatham, and* they iJWld never 1st me-be^out 
of emplo 3 Tiient, of which I made little ; but was glad to 
hear him as well as others say it. And he did say also, 
relating to Commissioner Pett, that he-^ did not think 
that he was guilty of anything like^a fault, ^ tha4|.he 
was either able or concerned to amend, but only' the

Thence to Whitehall, and there np and 
down the House, and on the Queen’s side to see the 
ladies, and there saw the Duchess of York, whom few 
pay the respect they used, I think, to her; but she 
hears all out, with a very great deal of greatness : that 
is the truth of it. AmPso, it growing night, I away 
home by coach. 

6th. Up, leaving my wife to get herself ready, and 
the maids to get a supper ready against night for our 
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company; and to 'Wliiteliall, and tliere met witli Mi*. 
Pierce, by wlioin I find, as I was afraid from the folly 
of my wife, that be understood tliat be and bis wife was 
to dine at my bonse to-dT/jy, whereas it was to sup ; 
and therefore *1 did go boitje to diiiner, and tbere find 
Mr. Harris, by tlie like mistake, come to dine with me. 
However, we did get a pretiy dinner ready for bim ; and 
there be and I discourse of many things, and I do 
find him a very e: 5 celleht person such as in my whole 
[acquaintance] I do not know another better qualified 
for converse, whether in things of bis own trade, or of 
other kind, a man of great understanding and observa- 
tion, and very agreeable in the manner of his discourse, 
and civil as far as is possible. I was mightily pleased 
with bis company; and after dinner, did take coach 
with bim, and my wife and girl, to go to a play, to 
carry bim thence to bis own bouse. Away to the Duke 
of York’s house, in the pit, and so left my wife; and 
to Mrs. Pierce, and took her and bej cousin Corbet, 
Knipp and little James, and brought theunto the Duke’s 
liouse ; and the bouse being full, was forced to carry 
them to a box, which did cost me 20s., besides oranges, 
which troubled me, though their company did please 
me. Thence, after thg play, stayed till Harris was 
undressed, there being acted 'Phe Tenipestj and so be 
withal, all by coach home, where we imd my bouse'with 
good fires and candles ready, and our ofB.ce the like, 
and the two Meycers, and Betty Turner, Pembleton, 
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and W. Batelier. And so 'sritii mneli pleasure we 12 
the hioiise, and there fell to dancing, having* ext: 
ordinary mnsic, two violins/and a bass violin, ^ 
tlieor]30, fonr hands, the DuMe of Bnekinghain’s urns 
the best in town, se^it me ty Greeliug, lind tiier^ 
set in to dancing. By-and-by to my house, to a we 
good supper, and mighty me|ry, and good music 
ing ; and after supper to dancing and sitiging till aBc 
twelve at night ; and then we ]$ad a^ood sack posj 
for them and an excellent cake, cost me near 20s., 
our Jane's making, which was cut into twenty piec 
there being by this time so many of our company, 
the coming in of young Goodyer and some otliers 
our neighbours, young men that could dance, lieari: 
of our dancing : and anon comes in Mrs. Turner, t 
mother, and brings with her Mrs. Hollworthj, wlii 
pleased me mightily. And so to dancing again, a- 
singing, with extraordinary great pleasure, till abc 
two in the morning, and then broke up ; and M; 
Pierce and hcB family, and Harris and Elnipp l>y coa 
liome, as late as it was. And they gone, I took M; 

Turner and HoUwortliv home to my house, and tlie 

** 

gave wine and sweetmeats, but I find Mrs. Hollwort 
but a mean woman, I think, for ^derstanding, onlj 
little conceited, and pmiid, and talking, but nonlib 
extraordinary in person, or discourse, or understandin 
They being gone I paid the fiddlers £3 among t 
four, and so away to bed. 
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7tli. To^ the IsTursery; but tlie bouse did not act 
to-day ; and so I to tlie otber two i^layhouses into tbe pit, 
to gazo np and down, anqj; there did by this means, for 
nothing, see an act in Tl^ School of Comxjlhnents at 
the Dnko of* York’ s lion A, and Jlenry the Fourth at 
the Sling’s house ; but n^t liking either of the plays, I * 
took my coach again, and j|ome. 

8th. To Whitehall, and by coach home, taking up 
Mr. Prin* at the Court-gate, it raining, and setting him 
down at the Temple : and by the way did ask him 
about the manner of holding of Parliaments, and 
whether the number of knights and burgesses were 
always tho same ? And ho says that the latter were 
not ; but that, for aught he can find, they were sent up 
at the discretion, at first, of tho slierifis, to whom the 
writs are sent, to send up generally the burgesses and 
citizens of their county : and he do find that heretofore 
the Parliament-men, being paid by the country, several 
boroughs have complained of the sheriffs putting them 
to the charge of sending up burgesses ; which is a very 
extraordinary thing to me, that knew not this, but 
thought that the number had been known and always 
the same. 

9 til. Mr. Hollier came and dined witli me, and it is 
still mighty pleasant to hear h» talk of Pome and the 
Poj>e, with what hearty zeal and hai»ed he talks against 
Jiim. Wrote to my father about lending Anthony 
Joyce the money he desires ; and I declare that I would 
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do ii as part of Palls portion, and that Pad should 
have the use of the money till she be married, but I do 
propose to him to think of hfr. Cumberland rather than 
this Jackson that he is npo;f; and I confess that I have 
a might}’ mind to -have a (elation so able a jnan, and 
honest, and so old an accpiai:??tance as Mr. Cumberland. 
I shall hear his answer by t^ie next [post]. 

loth. To Whitehall, and there to wait on the Duke 
of York with the rest of my brethren, which we did a 
little in the King s green-room, while the King was in 
Council : and in this room we found my Lord Bristol 
walking alone ; which, wondering at, while the Council 
was sitting, I was answered that, as being a Catholic, 
he could not be of the Council, which I did not con- 
sider before. This morning there was a Persian in 
that country dress, with a turban, waiting to kiss the 
King's liand in the vane-room against he came out *. he 
was a comely man as to feattires, and his dress, me- 
thinks, verv comelv. To mv new bookseller’s, Martin's : 

* ft * - 

and there did, meet with Fournier, the Frenchman, tliai 
hath wrote of the Sea Navigation, and I could not bul 
buy him, and also bespoke an excellent book, which I me' 
tvith there, of China. The truth is, I have bought i 
great many books lately to a great value ; but I thini 
to buy no more till Cliristmas next, and those that * 
have will so fill niy two presses, that I must be force;: 
to give away some, or make room for them, it being in;; 
design to have no more at any time for my prope 
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library tlian to fill tliem. This day I received a letter 
from my father, and another from my cousin Roger 
Pepys, who have had a vi^w of Jackson’s evidences of 
his estates, and do mighhiy like of the man, and his 
couditioji and*estate, and d advis* me to accept of the 
match for my sister, and ^o finish it as soon as I can ; 
and he do it so as, I confes|B, I am contented to have it 
done, and so ghre her her portion ; and so I shall be 
eased of one care |iow to provide for her. 

11th. Talking with my wife in bed about Pali’s 
business, and she do conclude to liave her married here, 
and to be merry at it; and to have W, Hewer, and 
Batelier, and Mercer, and Willett, bridemen and bride- 
maids, and to be very melry ; and so I am glad of it, 
and do resolve to let it be done as soon as I can. To 
the King’s house, to see The WiM-Goose Chase. In 
this play I met with nothing extraordinary at all, but 
very dull inventions and designs. Knij)p came and 
sat by us, and her talk pleased me a little, she telling 
me how Miss Davis is for certain going ^way from the 
Duke’s house, the King being in love with her ; and a 
house is taken for her, and furnishing ; and she hath a 
ring given her already worth £‘600 : that the King did 
send several times for Kelly, and she was with him ; 
and I am sorry for it, and can%ope for no good to the 
State from having a Prince so devfted to Ms pleasure. 
She told me also of a play shortly coming upon the 
stage, of Sir Charles Sedley’s which, she thinks, will 
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be called The Wandering laliss, a comedy tliat sbo 
thinks be most pleasant ; and also another play, 
called The Duke of Lorain^.; besides which 

she thinks, for want of clothes which the King 
promised them, wiD*not be%cted for a good wjiile. 

12th. (Lord’s day.) Went to church, where first I 
saw Alderman Blackwell 'and his lady come to onr 
chnrch, they living in Mark Lane ; and I could find in 
my heart to invite her to sit with us, she being a fine 
lady. I come in while they were singing the 119th 
Psalm, -while the sexton was gathering to his box, to 
which I did give 5s. 

13th. With Sir W. Pen to Whitehall, and there did 
with tlie rest attend the Duke of York, -where nothing 
extraordinary ; only I perceive there is nothing yet 
declared for the next year what fleet shall be abroad. 

14th. To my bookseller, Martin, and there did 
receive my book I expected of China, a most exeellenn 
h3ok with rare cuts : and there fell into discourse -with 
Mm about the burning of Paul's when the City was 
Iramed, his house being in the churchyard. And he 
tells me that it took fire first upon the end of a board 
That, ‘’among others, was laid upon the roof instead of 
lead, the lead being broke ofi, and thence down lower 
and lower ; but that tSe burning of the goods nnder 
St. Paitlis arose ‘’from the goods taking fire in the 
churchyard, and so got into St. Faith’s church ; and 
that they first took fire from the Draper’s side, by some 
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timber of bouses that were burned falling into tlie 
clmrcb. He says that one warelionse of books was 
saved under Paurs ; and there were several dogs found 
burned among the goods m the cliurchyardj and but 
one njan^ whidh was an oldlnan, tlliat said he would go ^ 
and saye a blanket wMcli» he had in the church, and. 
being weak, the hre overcalie him. TT a says that most 
of the booksellefs do design to fall a-building again the 
next year ; but tlij^ the Bishop of Xjondou do use them 
most basely, worse than any other landlords, and says 
lie will be paid to this day the rent, or else he will 
not come to treat •with them for the time to come ; and 
will not, on that condition either, promise them in any 
tiling how he will use them ; and the P^ariiament sitting , 
he claims his privilege, and will not be cited before th-.* 
liord Chief Justice, as others are there, to be forced 
to a fair dealing. Thence by coach to hirs. Pierce’s, 
where my wife is; and there they fell to discourse 
of the last night’s work at Court, wh^e the ladies and 
the iDuke of Monmouth and others acted The Indian 
Idm'peror : wherein they told me these things most 
remarkable ; that not any woman but the Duche^ss of 
Monmouth and Mrs. Cornwallis did anything but like 
fools and stocks, but %t these two did do most extra^ 
ordinary well : that not any man did anything well 
but Captain O’Bryan, who spoke lind did well, bur, 
above all things,' did dance most incomparably. That 
she did sit neai; the players of the Duke’s house ; 
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among tlie rest. Miss Davis, ttIio is tlie mosHnapertinent 
slut, siie says, in the ivorld ; and the more, novr tlie 
King do show her connten^ce, and is reckoned Ills 
mistress, even to the scornlof the whole world ; the 
King gazing on her,«and mK Lady Castlemaine being 
’melancholy and out of hnmoti}, all the play, not smiling 
once. The King, it seems, |iath given her a ring of 
£‘700, which she shows to everybody, «bnd owns that 
the King did give it her; aad he hath furnished a 
house in Suffolk Street most richly for her, which is a 
most infinite shame. It seems she is a bastard of my 
Lord Berkshire, and that he hath got her for the King ; 
but Pierce says that she is a most homely jade as ever 
she saw, though she dances beyond anything in the 
world. She tells me that the Duchess of Hichmond 
do not yet come to the Court, nor hath seen the King, 
nor will come, nor do he own his desire of seeing lier ; 
but hath used means to get her to Court, but tkey do 
not take. I to my chamber, having a great many 
books brought me home from my bookbinder’s, and so 
I to the new setting of my books against tlie next 
year, which costs me more trouble than I expected 
and at it till two o’clock in the morning. 

15th. Dp and to the office, where aH the morning. 
At noon home to dinnr?, and tlien to the office again, 
where we met abmt some business of D. G-anden’s 
till eandle-ligbt ; and then, as late as it was, I down 
to Redriffe, and so walked by moonlight to Deptford, 


where I lia-^e not been a great while. And so walked 
back again, but with pleasure by tk© walk, and I had 
the sport to see two boys swear, and stamp, and fret, 
for not being able to gk their horses over a stile 
and^ ditch, olie of them Iwearing and cursing most 
bitterly ; and I would »iain, in revenge, have per-^ 
suaded him to have dfove his horse through the 
ditch, b;^ which I believe he would have stuck there. 
But the horse v^ould not be drove, and so they were 
forced to go back again, and so I walked away 
homeward, and there reading all the evening, and 
so to bed. This afternoon my Lord Anglesey tells 
us that it is voted in Council to have a fleet of 
fifty ships out; but it is only a disgui^ for the 
Parliament to get some money by ; but it will not 
take, I believe. 

16th. Lord Anglesey tells us again that a fleet 
is to be set out; and that it is generally, he hears, 
said that it is but a Spanish rhodomontado ; and 
that he saying so just now to the Luke of Albemarle, 
who came to town last night, after the thing was 
ordered, he told him a story of two seamen; one 
wished all the guns of the ship were his, and that 
they were silver; and says th© other, “You are a 
fool, for if you can Tiave it for wishing, why do you 
not wish them gold ? ” “ So,” %ays lie, “ if a rho- 

domontado will do any good, why do you not say 
100 ships ? ” ^ And it is true ; for the Dutch and 
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Freneli ai’e said to make sucla preparations as fifty sail 
^rill do no good. Miglitily pleased witk Mr. Gibson’s 
talking ; lie telling me so many good stories relating 
to tlie irar and practices uof commanders, wliicli I 
%vill find a time to ^ecollej^t ; and lie T^ill be an ad- 
^ irfirable lielp to my mating;^ liistory of tke l^avy, if 
over I do. 

17tli. Mncli discourse of tlie duel yesterday between 
tlie Duke of Buekingbam, Holmes.^and one Jenkins 
on one side, and my Liord of Shrewsbury, Sir JT obn 
Talbot, and one Bernard Howard, on the other side : 
and all about my Lady Slirewsbury, who is at ibis 
time, and hath for a great while been, a mistress to 
the Duke of Buckingham.’ And so lier husband 
challenged him, and they met yesterday in a close 
near Barne-Elms, and there fought : and my Ijord 
Slmewsbiiry is run through the body, from the right 
breast through the shoulder: and Sir John Talbot 
ail along np one of his arms ; and Jenkins killed upon 
the place, and the rest all in a little measure wounded. 
This will make the world think that the King* hath 
good councillors about Mm, when the Duke of Hnck- 
ingliam, the greatest man about hi-m is a fellow of 
no more sobriety than to fight about a mistress. And 
tills may prove a very^bad accident to the Duke of 
Buckingham, hut's: that my Lady Castlemaine do 
rule all at this time as much as eter she did, and 
she will, it is belieTed, keep all matters well with

tlie Duke of^ Buckingkam : tliougli tliis is tlie time 
that the King will be very backward, I suppose, to 
appear in such a business. And it is pretty to liear 
how the King had some ciotice of this challenc^e a 
week or two ago, and did glre it my Lord General 
to confine the Duke, to security that he slioul<i 
not do any such thing aif fight : and the General 
trusted to the King, that he, sending for Mm would 
do it, and the Kij.g trifsted to the General; and so 
between them both, as everything else of gureatest 
moment do, do fall between two stools. Tlie whole 
House full of nothing hut the talk of this business ; 
and it is said that my Lord Shrewsbury’s case is 
to be feared that he may die too ; and that may 
make it much worse for the Duke of Bucking’ham : 
and I sliall not be much sorry for it, that we may have 
some sober man come in his room to assist in tiie 
Government. Creed tells me of Mr. Harry Howard's 
giving the Hoyal Society a piece of ji^ound next to 
his house to build a college on, whiet is a most 
generous act. And he tells me he is a very fine 
person, and understands and speaks well: and no 
rigid Papist neither, but one that would not liaVe a 
Protestant servant leave Ms religion, which lie was 
going to do, tliinking to recoiSmend him.self to his 
master by it ; saying that he had rat3?er have an honest 
Protestant than a knavish Catholic. I was not called, 
into the Council; and therefore home, first informing- 
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myself that my Lord Hineliiugbrolie^ haih been 
married tins Treek to my Lord Burlington’s daughter; 
so that, that great business is over ; and I ani mighty 
c'ad of it, though I am not satisfied that I have not a 
fuToiir sent me, as •! see Attorney Momtagn^and the 
Tice-Chamberlain have. 

ISth. To the ’Change whfre I bought “The Maiden 
Queen,” a play newly printed, which I like at the 
King’s house so well, of Mr. Brydeii^s, whicli he him- 
self, in liis preface seems to brag of, and indeed is a 
good play. 

19: h. (Lord's day.) To Bedrife, and so walked to 
Deptford, where I sent for Shish out of the church 
ti3 advise about my vessel, The MayhoU, and I do 
resolve to sell presently, for anything rather than 
keep her longer, having already lost £100 in her 
value, which I was once oJ^ered and refused, and the 
ship left without anybody to look to her, which vexes 
me. Mr. Pelling* tells me that my Lord Shrewsbury 
is likely to do well. Mr. Jessop is made Seeretarv to 
the Commissions of Parliament for Accounts ; and I 
am glad, and it is pretty to see that all the Cavalier 
party* were not able to jSnd the Parliament nine Gom- 
iiilssioiiers, or one Secretary, fit for the business. 

2«>h. To Drumblehy’s, the pipe-maker, there to 
izdvise about the xraking of a flageolet to go low and 
soft ; and he do show me a way which do do, and also 
a fashion of having two pipes of the same note 
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fastened tngetlier, so as I can play on one and then 
echo it nponlihe other, which is mighty pretty. So to 
my Lord Crewe’s to dinner, where we hear all the 
o-ood news of our making a league now with Holland 
against ^he Erench power Iconiing oyer them, or ns : 
which is the first good a<^that the King liath clone a ** 
great while, and hath do^e secretly and with great 
seeming wisdom; and is certainly good for us at this 
time, while we are in no*condition to resist the Erench 
if they should come over hither ; and tlien a little time 
of peace will give us time to lay up something which 
these Commissioners of the Treasury are doing ; ahd 
the world do begin to see that they will do the King’s 
work for him if he will let them. Here dined Mr. 
Case, the minister, who, Lord ! do talk just as I 
remember he used to preach, and did tell us a pretty 
story of a religious lady, Queen of Kavarre ; and my 
Lord also told a good story of Mr. Kewman, the mini- 
ster in Kew England, who wrote the^‘' Concordance, ” 
of his foretelling his death and preaching a funeral 
sermon, and at last bid the angels do their office, and 
died. It seems there is great presumption that there 
will he a Toleration granted, so that the Presby- 
terians do hold up their heads ; hut they will hardly 
trust the King or the ^arliamtnt what to yield them, 
though most of the sober party ifoe for some kind 
of allowance to be given them. Lord Gerard is 
likely to meet mth ill, the nest sitting of Parliament, 
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about CaiT being set in tlie piUory, aiL<^ I am glad 
of it ; and it is miglity acceptable to tlie "^Torld to bear 
that among other reductions, tlie King do reduce his 
Guards, which do please mi^btily. 

^ 21st. Comes news<’froin Joyce that if X wpuld 

%ee her husband alive, I come presently. So 

I to him, and find his bre^tli rattled in his throat; 
and they did lay pigeons to bis feet, and all despair 
of him. It seems, on Tiinrsdgcy lasj^ he went, sober 
and quiet, to Islington, and behind one of the inns, 
the ‘‘White Lion,” did bing’ bimself into a pond: 
was spied by a poor vroinan, and got out by some 
X^eople and set on his bead and got to life *. and 
so his wife and friends sent for. He confessed his 
doing the thing, being led by the devil; and do 
declare his reason to be, liis trouble in having forgot 
to serve God as he ongbt since he came to his 
new employment: and I did believe that, and the 
sense of his gre^at loss by the hre, did bring him 
to it ; for h(;j grew sick, and worse and worse to 
this day. The friends that wei’e there, being now in 
fear that the goods and estate would be seized on, 
ihougli he lived all this while, because of his en- 
deavouring to drown himself, cousin did endeavour 
to remove what she cofdd of plate out of the house, 
and desired me to fhke my Hagons ; which I did, but 
in great fear all the way of being seized; though 
there was no reason for it, he not being dead.

^ as veil as I am, that I live so near Bugden, the seat 
oi his bishopric, v^here he is like to reside : and, 
indeed, I am glad of it. In. discourse, we think our- 
selves for this year by tais league with Holland, ^ 
which pleases everybody, strd they say, vexes France ; 
insomuch that B’l^trades, ’the Brencli ambassador 
in Hollanc^ when he heard it, told the States that 
he would have the?*! not forget that his master is at 
the head of 100,000 men, and is but twenty-eight years 
old ; which was a great speech.

tion. Bound my wife and Deb., and saw many fine 
laxlies, and sat by Colonel Reames, who imderstands and 
loves a play as well as I, and I love him for it. And so 
thence home fand after being at the office, I home to 
supper and to bed, my eyes being very bad again with 
overworking -with them. 

*25th. At noon to the ’Change with Mr. Hater, and 
there he and I to a tavern to meet Captain Minors, 
which we did, and dined ; a-id there happened to be 
Mr. Prichard, a ropemaker of his acquaintance, and 
whom I know also, and did once mistake for a fiddler. 
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•wlncli sung well,, and I asked for siicli a song tliat I 
had heard hiiS sing. 

26th. (Lord’s day.) Up, and with my wife to church, 
find at noon home to dinner. ITo strangers there ; and 
all the afternoon and evening verj late doing serious 
business *of my Tangier aepunts, and examining my 
East India accounts with Poynter, whom I em- 
ployed 'all this day to transcribe it fair; and so to 
supper, Wf Hewer with us, and the girl to comb my 
liead till I slept, and then to bed. 

27th. Mr. Povey do tell me how he is like to lose his 
£400 a-year pension of the Duke of York, which l*i 
took in consideration of his place that was taken from 
him. He tells, me the Duchess is a devil against him, 
Jind do now come like Queen Elizabeth, and sits with 
the Duke of York’s Council and sees what they do; 
and she crosses out this man’s wages and prices, as she 
sees lit, for saving money ; but yet, he tells me, she 
reserves £5,000 a-year for her own spending ; and my 
Lady Peterborough, by-and-by, telL<? me that the 
Duchess do lay up, mightily, jewels. Tlience to my 
Lady Peterborough’s, she desiring to speak with me. 
She loves to be taken dressing herself, as I always find 
her ; and there, after a little talk, to please her, about 
her husband’s pension, 'Sfvhich 3^ do not think he will 
ever get again, I away thence home. ^ 

28th. With W, G-riffin, talking about getting a place 
to build a coach-house or to hire one, for it is plainly 
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for niT benefit for saving money. To Whiteball ; and 
by-and-by the Duke of York comes, and we liad a 
little meeting, Anglesey, W. Pen, and I there, aiid^ 
none else : and, among other things, did discourse of 
the want of discipMne in the fleet, whidh the.Di^ko of 
York confessed, and yet ^id that he, while he was 
there, did keep it in a goCd measure, but that it was 
BOW lost when he was absent ; but he will endeavour 
to have it again. That he did*tell tl^^ Prince and Duho 
of Albemarle they would lose all order by making* such 
and such commanders, which they would, because they 
were stout men ; he told them it was a reproach to the 
nation, as if there were no sober men among us that 
were stout to be had. That they did put out some men 
for cowards that the Duke of York had put iu but 
little before for stout men ; and would now, were he 
to go to sea again, entertain them in his own division, 
to choose : and did put in an idle fellow, Green, who 
was hardly tlioi'^ht flt for a boatswain by him : tliey 
did put him from being a lieutenant to a captain’s 
place of a second-rate ship .* as idle a drunken f ellow» 
he said, as any was in the fleet. That he will now 
desire the King to let him he what he is, that is 
Admiral; and he will put in^none but those that ho 
hath great reason to think well of : and particixlarly 
says, that, thouglf he likes Colonel Legg well, yet his 
son that was, he knows not how, made a captain after 
he had been but one voyage at sea, he should go to sea 
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anotlier apprenticeship before ever he gives him a 
eommancl. We did tell him of the many defects and 
disorders among the captains, and I prayed wq might 
do it in writing to him, which he liked ; and I am glad 
of an opportunity of doing ih My wife this day hears ? 
from her father and mothwl; they are in France at 

if. ’ 

Paris: he, poor good man, thankful for my small 
charities ta himf I could be willing to do some- 
thing for them, we^^e I sure not to bring them over 
again hither. Coming home, my wife and I went and 
saw Kate Joyce, who is still in mighty sorrow, an<J 
the more from something that Dr. Stillingfleet should 
simply say in his sermon, of Per husband’s manner of 
dying, as killing himself. 

29th. To Sir W. Coventry. He tells me he hath no 
friends in the whole Court but my Lord Keeper and 
Sir John Duncomb. They have reduced the charges of 
Ireland about £70,000 a-year, and thereby cut off good 
profits from my Lord Lieutenant ; whi#h will make a 
now enemy, but he cares not. He teMs me that 
Townsend, of the Wardrobe, is the veriest knave and 
bufflehead that ever he saw in his life, and wonders how 
my Lord Sandwich come to trust such a fellow, and 
that now Reams and — 5 - are ]3iit in to he overseers 
there, and do great things, and liave already saved a 
great deal of money in the King’s liveries, and buy 
linen so cheap, that he will have them buy the next 
cloth he hath for shirts. But then this is with ready 
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money, wMcli answers all- This evening come Betty 
Turner, and tlie two Mercers, and W. IBatelier, and 
they had fiddlers, and danced, and. kept a q^ixarter, which 
pleased me, though it disturbed me ; but I would not 
be with them at al£ ^ 

30th. Mr, Grihson, an<i^,^^5 [and onr clex’ks, "and Mr. 
Clerk, the solicitor, to af' little ordinai'y Hercules 
Pillars Alley — ^the “ Growna,” a poor, sjoiry place, where 
a fellow in twelve years liuth* g-ain^ an estate of, as he 
saTS, £'600 a year, which is Y^ery strange, and there dined, 
and had a good dinner and very good discourse between 
them, old men belonging* to the law ; and here I first 
heard that my cousin Pepys, of Salisbury Court, was 
Marshal to my Lord Cok:e when he was Lord Chief 
Justice; which beginning of his I did not know to be 
so low ; but so it was, it seems. When come home, T 
find’ Kate Joyce hath been there, "witli sad news that 
her house stands not in the King’s liToerty, but the 
Dean of Paul’s; and so, if her estate falls,. it will not 
be in the King’s xiower to do her any otLer good. But 
I do believe this arises from somebody that hath a 
mind to frighten her into a composition for her estate, 
whicli I advise her against; and, indeed, I do desire 
heartily to he able to do her service, she being, me- 
thinks, a piece of carS I ought to take upon me, for our 
fathers’ and frifnds’ sak:e, she being left alone, and no 
friend so near as me, or so able to help her. 

31st. Dp, and by coach, with W. G-riffin with me, 
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and onr contract-books, to Dnrliani Yard, to the Com- 
missioners 61 Accounts, tke first time I ever was 
there, and stayed awhile before I was admitted to 
^hem. I did observe a great many people attending 
about^ cojnplaints of seamen conetming tickets, and, ^ 
among others, Mr. Carc^;se, and Mr. Martin, my 
purser. And I observe a tillow, one Collins, is there, 
who is employedr by these Commissioners particularly 
to hold an office Bishopsgate Street, or somewhat 
thereabouts, to receive complaints of all people about 
tickets : and I believe he will have work enouo:h. 
Presently I was called in, where I found the whole 
number of Commissioners, and was there received with 
great respect and kindness ; and did give them great 
satisfaction, making it my endeavour to inform them 
what it was they were to expect from me, and what 
was the duty of otlier people ; this being my only way 
to preserve myself after all my pains and trouble. 
They did ask many questions, and demanded other 
books of me, which I did give them very ready and 
acceptable answers to ; and, upon the whole, I do ob- 
serve they do go about their business like men resolved 
to go through with it, and in a very good method, like 
men of understanding. ^ They have Mr. J essop, their 
secretary : and it is pretty to se^that they are fain to 
find out an old-fashioned man of Cror^effis to do their 
business for them, as well as "the Parliament to pitch 
upon such, for the most Ipart, among the lowest of

Jd ft“is a bishop’s lease;” but said, “I will , 
choose such a lease before any other, beeanse I^c 
theT cannot stand, and then it will fall mto the Kms 
luinds, and I in possession shall have an advantage 
it - SaTS lie, ‘‘ I loiowtliey must fall, aud they are u 
rc ir it. taking all the ways they can to undo themseh 

and showing ns the'c.yay;” W thereupomtold m, 
«iorvof the present quarrel heween the Bishop o 
Dean of Coventry and Lichfield; the former of wh 
did excommunicate the latter, and caused his esc; 
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munication iz be read in tlie cburcb while ho was there • 
and after it was read, the Dean made the service be 
«gone through with, though himself, an excommunieant, 
was present, which is contrary to the Canon, and said 
he would justify the choir ilierein against the Bishop ; - 
and so they are at law in Arches about it ; which is 
a very pretty story. He tells me that the King is for 
Toleratioc:, though the Bishops be against it ; and that 
he do not doubt b^t it will be carried in Parliament ; 
but that he fears some will stand for the tolerating of 
Papists with the rest ; and that he knows not what ^o 
say, but rather thinks that the sober party will be with- 
out it rather than have it upon those terms ; and I do 
believe so. I to make a visit to Mr. Godolpliin at his 
lodgings, who is lately come from Spain from my Lord 
Sandwich, and did, the other day, meeting me in 
Whitehall, comi^linient me mightily, and so I did o:h*er 
him this visit but missed him. To my bookbinder’s, 
and there, till late at night, binding up my second part 
of iny Tangier accounts, and I all the while observing 
his working, and his manner of gilding of books with 
great pleasure, and so liome. This day Griffin did, in 
discourse in the coach, put me in the head of the little 
house by our garden, where ol(^goodman Taylor puts 
his brooms and dirt to make me a stable of, which I 
shall improve, so as, I think, to be able to get me a 
stable without much charge, -which do please me 
mightily. It is -observed, and is true, in the late fire 
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of London, tliat the fire burned just as ^nany parish 
eliiirelies as there were hours from the beginning to 
the end of the fire ; and, "next, that there were just asr 
many clinrches left standing as there were taverns 
left standing in the rest /)f the City that ^vraa: not 
burned, "being, I think, thif feen in all of each : which 
is pretty to observe. 

February 1st. To the office till past tw/^ o’clock; 
where at the Board some higli wor^s passed between 
Sir W. ]Pen and I, begun by me, and yielded to by him, 

I J.>eing in the right in finding fault with him for his 
neglect of duty. Home, my head mighty full of busi- 
ness now on my hands, viz., of finishing my Tangier 
iiemmixs ; of auditing my last year’s accounts ; of pre- 
l^aring answers to the Commissioners of Accounts ; of 
(irawingr tip sevenil important letters to the Duke of 
York and the Commissioners of the Treasury; the 
marrying: of my sister; the building of a coach and 
srables against rammer, and the setting many things 
in ti:e office light ; and the drawing up a new form of 
f‘Oiitnict with the victualler of the Navy, and several 
other tilings, which pains, however, will go through 
with. 

•dud. (Lord's day.' ^ All morning setting my 
IBooks in order in my ’presses for the following year, 
their niinibjr l>eing much increased since the last, so as 
I am fain to lay by several liooks to make room for better, 
resolyed to keep no more thap. just my pres.ses 
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will contain.^ A very good dinner we had, of a powdered 
leg of pork and a loin of lamb roasted, 
r 3rd. To the Duke of York’s house, to the play, The 
Tem;pe$t, which we have often seen, and particularly 
this -da^ I to'ok pleasure to leafn the time of the 
seaman’s dance. 

4th. To Kate Joyce’s, where the jury did sit where 
they did l3efore“, about her husband’s death, and their 
vm-dict put oif for foufteen days longer, at the suit 
of somebody, under pretence of the King ; but it is 
only to get money out of her to compound the matter. 
But the truth is, something they will make out of 
Stillingfleet’s sermon, which may trouble us, he de- 
claring, like a fool, in his pulpit, that he did confess 
that his losses in the world did make him do what he 
did. This vexes me to see how foolisli our Protestant 
Divines are, while the Papists do make it the duty of 
confessor to be secret, or else nobody would confess 
their sins to them. All being put o:^,^or to-day, I took 
my leave of Kate, who is mightily troubled at it for her 
estate sake, not for her husband ; for her sorrow for 
that, I perceive, is all over. 

5th. To the Commissioners of Accounts, where I was 
called in, and did take ^n oath to declare the truth to 
what they should ask me, wh?eh is a great power, I 
doubt more than the Act do, or as ^ome say can, give 
them, to force a man to swear against himself ; and so 
they fell to enquire about the business of prize goods, 
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wlierein I did answer tliem as well as I could in every- 
thing' tlie just tratli, keeping myself to tkem. I do 
perceive at last, that, that they do lay most like a fault 
to me was, that I did buy goods upon my Lord Sand- 
wich's declaring thi^ it was with the King’s allowance, 
and in.T believing it withoif t seeing the King’s allow- 
aiice, which is a thing I will and doubt not to justify 

111 V self in. But what vexed me most was, their having 
some watermen by, to witn^s ’ m^^ saying that they 
were rogues that had . betrayed my goods, which was 
upon some discontent with one of the watermen that I 
eiffiployed at Greenwich, who I did tliink did discover 
tlie goods sent from Rochester to the Custom House 
oSeer ; but this can do me no great harm. They were 
inf|iiisitive into the minutest pai-ticulars, and had had 
great information ; but I think that they can do me no 
hurt — at the worst more than to make me refund, if it 
rsiiist Be known, what profit I did make of my agree- 
liieiit with Captain Cocke ; and yet, though this be all, 
I do find so poor a spirit within me that it makes me 
almo-st out of my wits, and puts me to so much pain 
::u.t I cannot think of anything, nor do anything but 
Vi x and fret, and imagine myself undone. After tliey 
liail done with me, they called in Captain Cocke, with 
wliiirn. they were shorted, and I ^io fear he may answer 
fixui-lilv; but I hi^ to preserve myself, and let him 
si Jft for liimself as well as he can. l\Ir. Cooke come 
f.:.r nij Lady Sandwiehs plate, which I must part 
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and so endanger tlie losing of my money whicli I 
lent upon my thoughts of securing myself by that plate, 
^ut it is no great sum — but £60 : and if it must be 
lost, better that than a greater sum. I away back 
sigain to find’‘a dinner anywhere else, and so I, first, to 
‘the “ Ship ” tavern, tliere'./y to get a sight of the pretty”* 
33aistress of the house, with whom I am not yet ac- 
.<3_uainted at all, and I do always find her scolding, and 
<io believe she is^an ill-natured devil, that I have no 
^reat desire to speak to her. Mr. Moore mightily 
commends my Lord Kinehinghroke’s match and Lady 
■fclioiigh he buys her £10,000 dear, by the jointure ^d 
settlement his father makes her, and says that the Duke 
of York and Duchess of York did come to see them in 
k>ed together, on their wedding -night, and how my Lord 
liad fifty pieces of gold taken out of his pocket that 
xiight after he was in bed. He tells me that an Act of 
Oomprehension is likely to pass this Parliament, for 
admitting of all persuasions in religion to the public 
oLservation of their particular worship, but in certain 
Y>laces, and the persons therein concerned to be listed 
of this or that church ; which, it is thought, will do 
iiliem more hurt than good, and make them not own 
■tlieir persuasion. He tells me that there is a pardon 
j;>assed to the Duke o^ Buekcigham, and my Lord of 
Siirewshury and the rest, for the lat^ duel and murder; 
'W'Lich he thinks a worse fault than any ill use my late 
Xjord Chancellor ever put the Great Seal to, and will be 
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so tliouglit by tie Parliament, for them io.^Q pardoned 
without bringing them to any trial : and that my Lord 
Privy Seal, therefore, would not have it pass his hand, ^ 
but made it go by immediate warrant ; or^at least they 
.knew that he would not y^ass it, and so did direct 
it to go by immediate w(rrant that it might not 
come to him. He tells me what a character my Lord 
Sandwich bath sent over of Mr. Godolphip, as the 
worthiest man, and such a friend to him, as he may be 
tnisted in anything relating to him in the world ; as 
01 ^ from wbom, he says, he hath infallible assurances 
that he will remain his friend: which is very high, but 
indeed they say the gentleman is a fine man. 

6th. Sir H. Choimly tells me how the Parliament, 
which is to meet again to-day, are likely to fall 
heavy on tlie business of the Duke of Buckingham’s 
pardon : and I shall be glad of it ; and that the 
King hath put out of the Court the two Hides, my 
Lord Chancellor^ two sons, and also the Bishops of 
Rochester and Winchester, the latter of whom should 
have preached before him yesterday, being Ash- 
Wednesday, and had his sermon ready, but was put 
by ; which is great news. My wife being gone before, 

I to the Duke of York’s piavho^e, where a new play 
of Etheredge’s, called Would if she Could; and 
though I was there by two o’clock, there was 1,000 
people put back that could not have room in the pit ; 
and I at last, because my wife was there, made shift to 
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get. into tlie JLSd. box, and there saw ; but Lord ! how 
full was the house, and how silly the play, there being 
^nothing in the world good in it, and few people pleased 
in it. The King was there; but I sat mightily 
behind, ^nd coidd see but little, aiid hear not all. The 
play being done, I into thh pit to look for my wife, it 
being dark and raining, but could not find lier ; and so 
stayed go^ng between the two doors and through the pit 
an hour and a hidf, I think, after the play was done ; 
the people staying there till the rain was over, and to 
talk with one another. And, among the rest, here was 
the Duke of Buckingham to-day openly sat in the pit ; 
and there I found him with my Lord Buckhnrst, and 
Scdley, and Etheredge, the poet ; the last of whom 1 
<lid hear mightily find fault with the actors, that they 
were out of humour, and had not their parts perfect, 
and tliat Harris did do nothing, nor could so much as 
sing a eatcli in it, and so -was mightily concerned : 
while all tlie rest did, through the whole pit, blame the 
play as a silly, dull thing, tliough there was something 
very roguish and witty ; but the design of the play 
and end mighty insipid. At last I did find my wife ; 
and with her was Betty Turner, Mercer, and Deh. 
So I got a coach, and a humour took us, and I carried 
them to Hercules PiUars, and there did give them a 
kind of a supper of about 7s., ana very merry, and 
home round the town, not through the ruins : and it 
was pretty how: the coachman by mistake drives us 
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into tlie ruins from. London Wall into Colcnan Street, 
and would persuade me tlia.t I lived tiiere. And the 
truth is, I did think that he and the linkman had con- 
trived some roguery ^ but it proved only ,a mistake of 
■the coachman; but it was^a cunning place to have 
done us a mischief in, as an^3l know, to drive us out of 
the road into the ruins, and there stop^r while nobody 
could be called to help us. But we come safe home. 

7th. Met my cousin Roger Pepys, the Parliament 
meeting yesterday and adjourned to Monday next ; and 
he^e he tells me that Mr. Jackson, my sister's servant, 
is come to town, and hath this day su:ffered a recovery 
on his estate, in order to the making her a settlement. 
There is a great trial between my Lord Gerard and 
Carr to-day, who is indicted for his life at the King's 
Bench, for running from his colours ; but all do say 
that my Lord Gerard, though he designs the ruin of 
this man, will not get anjdhing by it. To the Com- 
missioners of Accounts and there presented my books, 
and was made to sit down and used with much 
respect, otherwise than the other day when I come to 
them as a criminal about the business of prizes. I sat 
here with them a great while, while my books were 
inventoried. I find th^e genthtmen to sit all da.y, and 
only eat a bit of In-ead at noon and a glass of wine, 
and are resolved to go through their business with 
great severity and method. Met by cousin Pogei 
again, and Mr, Jackson, who is a pkin young man,

handsome -enough for Pall, one of no education nor 
discourse, but of few words, and one altogether that, 

^ I tliiiik, will please me well enough. My cousin had 
got me to gi-ye the odd sixth £100 presently, which I 
intSnddd to keep to the b'rth of the first child : and le^ 
it go — shall be eased o. the care. So there parted, 
my mind pretty well satisfied with this plain fellow 
for my sister, though f shall, I see, have no pleasure 
nor content in hnn, as if he had been a man of reading 
and parts, like Cumberland. Lord Brouneker, and 
W. Pen, and I, and with us Sir Arnold Breames, tojthe 
King’s playhouse, and there saw a piece of Love in a 
Maze, a dull, silly play, I think ; and after the play, 
home with W. Pen and his son Lowther, whom we 
met there. 

8th. Cousin Poger and Jackson by appointment 
come to dine with me, and Creed, and very merry, only 
Jackson hath few words, and I like him never the 
worse for it. The great talk is of Carr’s coming off in 
all his trials to the disgrace of my Lord Gerard, to 
that degree, and the ripping up of so many notorious 
rogueries and clicats of my Lord’s, that my Lord, it is 
thought, will be ruined ; and, above all, do show the 
madness of the House of Coi^^mons, who rejected the 
petition of this poor man by a com^jination of a few in 
the House ; and, much more, the base proceedings, just 
the epitome of all our public managements in this age, 
of the House eff Lords, that ordered him to stand in 
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the pillory for those very things, i;vithoTit Ij^aring and 
examining what he hath now, by the seeking of my 
Lord G-erard himself ,* cleared himself of, in open ^ 
Court, to the gaining liimself the pity of all the world, 
|ind shame for ever to Lord Gerard. §lO ^he 
Strand, to my bookseller’s, a:^d there bought an idle, 
roguish French book, which I have bought in plain 
binding, avoiding the buying of it better bound^ because 
I resolve, as soon as I have read it, tr burn it, that it 
may not stand in the list of books, nor among them, 
to ^isgrace them if it should be found. My wife well 
pleased with my sister’s match, and designing how to 
be merry at their marriage. 

9th. (Lord’s day.) Pegg Pen was brought to bed 
yesterday of a girl ; and, among other things, if I have 
not already set it down, it hardly ever was remembered 
for such a season for the smallpox as these last two 
months have been, people being seen all up and down 
the streets newly «ome out after the smallpox. 

10th. Made»a visit to Mr. Godolphin at his chamber; 
and I do find him a very pretty and able person, a man 
of very fine parts, and of infinite zeal to my Lord 
Sandwich ; and one that says, he is, he believes, as wise 
and able a person as any prince ^ the world hath. He 
tells me that he meets with unmannerly usage by Sir 
Bobert Southwell *ii Portugal, who would sign with 
him in his negociations there, being a forward young 
man : but that my Lord mastered him in that point, it 
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being rale4Tfor my Lord liere at a bearing of the Com. 
mittee of the Council. He says that if my Lord can 
- compass a peace between Spain and Portugal, and 
liatli tlie doing of it and the honour himself, it will be 
a thing- of more honour ^than ever any man had, and 
of as much advantage. {chencQ to "Westminster Hall, 
where the hall mighty full : and, among other things, 
the Hor^e begins to sit to-day, and the King came. 
But before tlie King’s coming, the House of Commons 
met : and upon information given them of a Bill in- 
tended to be brought in, as common report said, for 
Comprehension, they did mightily and generally 
inveigh against it, and did vote that the King should 
be desired by the House (and the message delivered^by 
the ’Privy Counsellors of the House) that the laws 
against breakers of the Act for Uniformity should be 
X>ut in execution ; and it was moved in the House that, 
if any people had a mind to bring any new laws into 
the House about religion, they might come, as a pro- 
poser of new laws did in Athens, with ropes about 
their necks. By-and-by the King to the Lords’ House, 
and there tells them of his league with Holland, and 
the necessity of a fleet, and his debts, and, therefore, 
want of money; and^^is desire that they would think 
of some way to bring in all his Protestant subjects to 
a right understanding and peace one with another : 
meaning the Bill of Comprehension. The Commons 
coming to thew House, it was moved that the vote 
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passed this morning might he suspended, because of the 
King’s Speech, till the House was full and called over 7 
two days hence : hut it ,was denied, so furious they aro ^ 
against this Bill; and thereby a great blow either 
given to the King«or Presbyters, or, whicl|, is^the 
rather of the two, to the H^use itself, by denying a 
thing desired by the King, and so much desired by 
much the greater part of the nation. 'Whatever the 
consequence be, if the King hd of ^ny stomach and 
heat, all do believe that he will resent this vote. Read 
over and agreed upon Pall’s Deed of Settlement to our 
mifids: she to have £600 presently, and she to be 
jointured in £60 per annum ; wherein I am very well 
satisfied. 

11th. Comes a summons to attend the Committee of 
Miscarriages to-day, which makes me mad, that I 
should by my place become the hackney of this Office, 
in perpetual trouble and vexation, that need it least. 

To "Westminster Hall, and sent my wife and Deb. to 
see Miistapha acted. Here I brought a book to the 
Committee, and do find them, and particularly Sir 
Thomas Clarges, mighty hot in the business of tickets, 
which makes me mad to see them bite at the stone, and 
not at the hand that flings it. Thence to the Duke of 
York’s playhouse, and th<?re saw -ffiie last act for nothing, 
where I never sawr such good acting of any creature 
as Smith’s part of Zanga; and I do also, though 
Solyman was excellently acted by , yet want Better- 
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X^fissed this morning might he sus]3ended, because of th© 
King's Speech, till the House Tras full and called over 
tvi'o days hence : but it yras denied, so furious they are 
against this Bill; and thereby a great blow either 
given to the Kingw Presbyters, or, wliiel^ 
rather of tlie two, to the Hyuse itself, by denying a 
tiling desired by the King, and so much desired by 
much the greater part of the nation. 'Whatever the 
consequence be, if the King be of ^ny stomach and 
heat, all do believe that he will resent this vote. Read 
over and agreed upon Pall’s Deed of Settlement to our 
mifids: she to have £600 presently, and she to be 
jointured in £‘60 per annum; wherein I am very well 
satisiied. 

11th. Gomes a summons to attend the Committee of 
Miscarriages to-day, which makes me mad, that I 
should by my place become the hackney of this Office, 
in perpetual trouble and vexation, that need it least. 
To W estminster Hall, and sent my wife and Deb. to 
see Mitstaplia acted. Here I brought a book to the 
Committee, and do find them, and particularly Sir 
Thomas Ciarges, mighty hot in the business of tickets, 
wliich makes me mad to see them bite at the stone, and 
not at the hand that fiings it. Thence to the Duke of 
Yorks playhouse, aud tlifre saw last act for nothing, 

where I never sav?:such good acting of any creature 
as Smith's part of Zanga; and I do also, though 
Soiyman was excellently acted by , yet want Better- 
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ton miglitily. To Pemberton’s chamber, and did dis- 
course all our business of tbe prizes; and, upon the 
whole, he do make it plainly jappear that there is no 
^ avoiding to give these Commissioners satisfaction in 
everything khey will ask ; and ^hat there is fear lest 
they may find reason t^make us refund for all the 
extraordinary profit maoj by those bargains : and do 
make me resokve rather to declare plainly, and, once for 
all, the truth o:^the ’^^ole, and what my profit hath 
been, than be forced at last to do it, and in the mean- 
time live in pain : and with this resolution on my part 
I departed, witli some more satisfaction of mind, thdagh 
with less of profit than I expected. It was pretty here 
to see the heaps of money upon this lawyer’s table ; 
and more to see how he had not since last night spent 
any time upon our business, but begun with telling us 
that we were not at all concerned in that Act; which 
was a total mistake, by his not having read over tlie 
Act at all. This morning my wife jn bed told me the 
story of our Tom and Jane : how the rogue did first 
demand her consent to love and marry him, and then, 
with pretence of displeasing me, did slight her ; but 
both he and she have confessed the matter to her, and 
she hath charged him to go on with his love to her, 
and be true to her, which, £oif my love to her, because 
she is in love with him, I amt^^pleased with; but 
otherwise I think she will have no good bargain 
of it. But if I do stand, I do intend to give her 
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£‘50 in money, and do them all the good I jean in my 
way. 

Roger Pepys, axd Sir Thomas Crewe, and Mr. 
George Montagu, are mighty busy how to sava my 
Lord’s name from being in the Report ior anything 
which the Committee is conijnanded to report to the 
House of the miscarriages of the late war. Thence 
with cousin Roger to his lodgings, and there sealed 
the writings with Jackson about my sister’s marriage : 
and here my cousin Roger told me the pleasant passage 
of a fellow’s bringing a bag of letters to-day into the 
lobby of the House, wiiere he left them, and withdrew 
himself without observation. The bag ])eing opened, 
the letters were found ail of one size, and directed 
with one hand : a letter to most of the Members of 
the House. The House was acquainted with it, and 
voted they should be brought in, and one opened by 
the Speaker; VTlierein if he found anything unfit to 
communicate, to y^ropose a committee to be chosen for 
it. The Speaker opening one, found it only a case 
with a libel in it printed; a satire most sober and 
bitter as ever I read : and every letter was the same. 
So the House fell a scrambling for them like boys : and 
my cousin Roger liad one directed to him, which he 
lent me to read. Mr. Houblon come late to me ; and 
going to the gate'Vith him, I found his lady and 
another fine lady sitting an hour together, late at 
night, in their coach, while he was with me, wliich is 
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SO like ra^^wifo, tliat I was miglitily taken witli it, 
though troubled for it. ■ 

13th. Mr. Brisband tells in discourse that Tom 
Killigrew hath a fee out of the Wardrobe for cap and 
belis, iwider IJho title of the King^ Pool or Jester ; and 
may revile or jeer anybo^, tho greatest person, with- 
out oifence, by the privilege of his place. The House 
was call(^d ovel* to-day. This morning Sir G. Carteret 
come to the office to s^e and talk with mo : and he 
assures me that to this day the King is the most kind 
man to my Lord Sandwich in the whole world ; that ho 
himself do not now mind any fpiiblic business, Tint 
suifors things to go on at Court as they will, he seeing 
all likely to come to ruin : that this morning the Duke 
of York sent to him to come to make up one of a 
Committee of the Council of Havy affairs ; upon which, 
when he came, ho told the Duke of York he was none 
of them: which shows how things are now-a-days 
ordered, that there should be a Gommittee for the 
Havy \ and the Lord Admiral knows i«)t the persons 
of it ! And that Sir G, Carteret and my Lord Angle- 
sey should be loft out of it, and men wholly improx^er 
put into it. I do hear of all hands that there is a 
great difference at tigs day between my Lord Arling- 
ton and Sir W. Coventry, wh?ch I am sorry for. 

14th. (Valentine’s day.) Up, ^eing called up by 
Mercer, who come to be my Valentine, and I did give 
her a guinea i]«. gold for her Valentine’s gift. There 
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comes PtOger Pepys betimes, and comes H mj wife 
for her to be bis Talentine, whose Yalentine I was 
also, by agreement, to^be so to her every year; and 
tliis year I find it is likely to cost £4 or £5^in a 
ring for her, which she desires. I to my oMcef to 

' ^ f- 

perfect my narrative about p aze-goods ; and did carry 
it to the Commissioners of Accounts, who did receive 
it with great kindness, and express great value of, 
and respect to me : and my heart is at rest that it is 
lodged there, in so full truth and plainness, though 
it may hereafter prove some loss to me. But here I do 
see they are entered into many inquiries about prizes, by 
the great attendance of commanders and others before 
them, which is a work I am not sorry for. Thence 
I away, with my head busy, but my heart at pretty 
good ease, to the Old Exchange, and there met Mr. 
HoubloD. I prayed him to discourse with some of 
the merc'hants that are of the Committee of Accounts, 
to see liow they do resent my paper, and in general 
my tiaiticiilar'in relation to the business of the !N‘avy, 
which he hath promised to do carefully for me. Here 
it was a mighty pretty sight to see old Mr. Houhlon, 
vrhom I never saw before, and all his sons about him, 
all good merchants. To visit Colonel Thomson, one 
of tae Committee of Accounts, who, among the rest, 
is mighty kind to me, and is likely to mind our 
1 jiisiness more than any ; and I would be glad to have 
a good understanding with him. Thence after dinner 
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to Wliitilhall to attend the Duke o£ York, where I 
did let him. know, too, the troublesome life we lead, 
and particularly myself, by being obliged to such 
^ attendances every day as I •am, on one committee 
or another. And I do find the Duke of York himself 
trouble*d, ani willing not to be troubled with occasion^ 
of having his name ut»pd among the Parliament, 
though he himself do declare that he did give direc- 
tions to Lord Brouncker to discharge the men at 
Chatham by ticffetj an^ will own it if the House call 
for it, but not else. Thence I attend the King and 
Council, and some of the rest of ns, in a business 
to be heard about the value of a ship of one Doring- 
ton’s : and it was pretty to observe how Sir W. Pen — 
making use of this argument against the validity of 
an oath against the King, being made by the master’s 
mate of the ship, who was but a fellow of about 
twenty-three years of age — ^the master of the ship, 
against whom we pleaded, did say that he did think 
himself at that age capable of b^ing master’s mate 
of any ship, and do know that he, Sir W. Pen, was 
so himself, and in no better degree at that age 
himself: which word did strike Sir W. Pen mad, 
and made him open Ms mouth no more ; and I 
saw the King and I^uke of York wink at one another 
at it. This done, we into the gallery; and there 
I walked with several people, and among others my 
Lord Brouncker, who I do find under much trouble 
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still about tbe business of tbe tickets, bis very case 
being brought in, as is said, tbis day in the Report 
of tbe Miscarriages, ^d be seems to lay mucb of it 
on me, wbicb I did clear and satisfy bim in ; ^ and 
YTOuld be glad with ^all my heart to s^’ve Inm Jn, 
^d bave done it more than be batb done for bimself, 
be not deserving tbe least bla-me, but commendations, 
for tbis. I met witli my cousin Roger Pepys and 
Creed ; and from them understand jjjiat tbe^ Report 
was read to-day of tbe Miscarriages, wberein my Lord 
Sandwieb is named about tbe business I mentioned 
tbis= morning ; but I will be at rest, for it can do bim 
no burt. Our business of tickets is soundly up, and 
many others ; so they went over them again, and spent 
then aU tbe morning on tbe first, wbicb is tbe dividing 
of the fieet ; wberein hot work was, and that among 
great men, Privy-CounciUors, and they say, Sir W. 
Coventry ; but I do not mucb fear it, but do hope that 
it will show a little of tbe Duke of Albemarle and 
tbe Prince to have been advisers in it : but whereas 
they ordered that the King’s Speech should be con- 
sidered to-day, they took no notice of it at all, but 
are really come to despise the King in all possible 
ways of showing it. And it was tbe other day a 
strange saying, as I an^ told Uy my cousin Roger 
Pepys in the Hous^, when it was moved that tbe 
King’s Speech should be considered, that though the 
first part of the Speech, meaning the league that is 
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there talked of, bo. the only good public thing that 
^ hath been^done since the King come into England, 
yet it might bear with bein^ put ofB to consider till 
Friday next, which was this day. Secretary Morrice 
did this dij^y in the House, ivhen they talked of 
, intelligence, say that lie was allowed but £700 a jetfr 
* . for intelligence, whereas^i Cromweirs time he [Crom- 

well] did allaw £70,000 a year for it ; and was 'con- 
' • firmed ^therein^by Qolonel Birch, who said that 

thereby Cromwell carried the secrets of all the princes 
of Europe at his girdle. The House is in a most 
broken condition : nobody adhering to anythingsf but 
reviling and finding fault : and now quite mad at the 
undertakers, as they are commonly called, Littleton, 
Lord Yaughan, Sir H. Howard, and others that are 
brought over to the Court, and did undertake to get 
the King money; but they despise, and they will 
not hear, them in the House ; and the Court do as 
much, seeing that they cannot be useful to them, 
as was expected. In short, it is plain that the King 
will never be able to do anything with this Parliament ; 
and that the only likely way to do better, for it cannot 
do worse, is to break this and call another Parlia- 
ment ; and some do think that it is intended. I 
was told to-night 'lhat m]§ Lady Castlemaine is so 
great a gamester as to have won ^15,000 in one night, 
and lost £25,000 in another night, at play, and hath 
played £1,000 and £1,500 at a east.

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lotli. Till midnigM almost, and till I liad tired my 
own back, and my wife’s and Deb’s, entitling of my 
books for tlie present year, and in setting them in 
order, which is now done to my very good satisfaction, 
though not altogether* so completely as > think th^y 
were the last year. 

16th. (Lord’s day.) All the" morning making a cata- 
logue of my books. Mr. Holliard put ?n, and dined 
with my wife and me. His stoi:j of l^re and fortune, 
which hath been wery good and very bad in the 
world, well worth hearing. Much discourse about 
the %ad state of the Church, and how the clergy 
are come to be men of no worth in the world; and 
as the world do now generally discourse, they must 
be reformed ; and I believe the hierarchy wiU in 
a little time be shaken, whether they will or no ; 
the King being otfended with them, and set upon it, 
as I hear. 

ITrli. All the morning getting some things more 
ready against ^the afternoon for the Committee of 
Accounts, which did give me great trouble to see how 
I am forced to dance after them in one place, and to 
answer Committees of Parliament in another. Great 
high words in the House on Saturday last upon the 
first part of the Comfiittee’s 'Heport about the 
dividing of the fleets wherein some would have the 
counsels of the King to be declared, and tlie reasons of 
them, and wiio did give them; where Sir W. Coventry 


laid open to them the consequences of doing that, 
that the Eang would never have any honest and wise 



Hous^ talk boldly of the King’s bad counsellors, and 
ho\7 th^y alUmnst be turned orst, and many others, 
and better, brought in :^and the proceedings of the 
Long Parliament in the beginning of the war were 
called to memory : and the King’s bad intelligence 
was mentioned, ^hereii;} they were bitter against ray 
Lord Arlington, saying, among other things, that 
whatever Morrice’s was, who declared he had but 
■£750 a year allowed him for intelligence, the K?ng 
paid too dear for my Lord Arlington’s, in giving him 
£10,000 and a barony for it. Sir "W. Coventry did 
here come to his defence in the business of the letter 
that was sent to call back Prince Kupert after he was 
divided from the fleet, wherein great delay was 
objected ; but he did show that he sent it at one in the 
morning when the Dirke of York di^l give him the in- 
structions after supper that night, and did clear himself 
well of it : only it was laid as a fault, which I Icnow^ 
not how he removes, of not sending it by an esjraess, 
but by the ordinary post; but I think I have heard 
he did send it to my Lord Arlington’s, and that there 
it lay for some hou^; it coining not to Sir Philip 
Honiwood’s hand at Portsmouth till four in the 
afternoon that day, being about fifteen or sixteen 
hours in going^; and about this, I think, I have heard 
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of a falling out between my Lord ArlingtcJn hereto- 
fore and "W. Coventry. Some mutterings*! did bear 
of dissolving the Parliament ; but I think there is no 
ground for it yet, thon^ Oliver would have dissolved ^ 
them for haK the troj^ble and contempt these have put 
upon the King and his councils. The dividing* of 1;he 
fleet, however, is, I hear, ^oted a miscarriage, and 

the not buildinsc a fortification at Sheerness : and I

have reason every hour to expect that they will vote 
the like of our paying men off l)y ticket ; and what the 
consequence of that will be, I know not. 

18th. Walked down to the “ Old Swan,” where I find 
Mitchell building, his booth being taken down, and a 
foundation laid for a new house, so that, that street is 
like to be a very fine place. So to Charing Cross 
stairs, and to Sir W. Coventry’s, who tells me how he 
hath been persecuted, and how he is yet well come off 
in the business of the dividing of the fleet and the 
sending of the letter. He expects next to be troubled 
about the busines * of bad officers in the fleet, wherein 
he will bid them name whom they call bad, and he will 
justify himself, having never disposed of any but by 
the Admiral’s liking. He and I did look over the lisi 
of commanders, and found that we could presently re- 
collect thirty-seven conypandersithat have been killed 
in actual service this war. He tells me that Sir Pr. 
Hollis is the main man that hath persecuted him 
hitherto in the business of dividing the fleet, saying 
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vainly tlitt tlie want of that letter to the Prince hath 
given him^that, that he shall rememher it by to his 
^ grave, meaning the loss of his arm; when, God 
# knows ! he is as idle and insigAificant a fellow as ever 
came* into the fleet. I well rememher what, in mirth, 
he^ai(;l*to m^ this morning, when upon this disconrsg 
he said, if ever there was another Dutch war they 
should not And a Secretary : “ ISTor,” said I, ‘‘ a Clerk 
of the -4-cts, for I see the reward of it; and thank 
God ! I have en#tigh of*my own to buy me a good book 
and a good Addle, and I have a good wife.’’ — “ Why,” 
says he, “I have enough to buy me a good book, and 
shall not need a Addle, because I have never a one of 
your good wives.” To Westminster Hall, and there 
walked all the morning, and did speak with several 
Parliament-men — among others, Birch, who is very 
kind to me, and calls me, with great respect and 
kindness, a man of business, and he thinks honest, and 
so long will stand by me, and every such man, to the 
death. My business was to instruct them to keep the 
House from falling into any mistaken vote about the 
business of tickets before they were better informed. 
With my Lord Brouncker, who was in great pain 
there, and the truth is, his business is without reason 
so ill resented by th^ generality of the House, that I 
was almost troubled to be seen to walk with him, and 
yet am able to justify him in all, ‘that he is in so 
much scandal for. Here I did get a copy of the Beport 
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itself about our paying of: men by tickets^ and am 
mightily glad to see it, now knowing the sjate of our 
ease and what we have to answer to : so that against 
Thursday I shall be abfe to draw up some defence to 
put into some Members’ hands to inform them. rThis 
morning the House i^ upon a Bill, brought in* to-day 
by Sir Eiehard Temple, for obliging the King to call 
Parliaments every three years ; or, if he fail, for others ' 
to be obliged to do it, and to keep him ff-om a^ower of 
dissolving any Parliament in less thai^ forty days after 
their first day of sitting, which is such a Bill as do' 
si>eak very high proceedings, to the lessening of the 
King ; and this they will carry, and whatever else they 
desire, before they will give any money ; and the King 
must have money, whatever it cost him. Sir W. Pen 
and I to the “ Bear,” in Drury Lane, an excellent 
ordinary, after the French manner, bixt of English- 
men ; and there had a good fricassee, our dinner coming 
to Ss., which was mighty pretty, to my great content ; 
and thence he andri to the King’s house, and there, in 
one of tlie upper boxes, saw Florals Vagaries, which is 
a very silly play ; and the more, I being out of humour, 
being at a play without my wife and she ill at home, 
and having no desire also to be seen, and therefore 
could not look about me. I to see Kate Joyce, where 
I find her and her frienfts in great ease of mind, the 
Jury having this d'S,y given in their verdict that her 
husband died of a fever. Some opposition there was, 
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the foreman -pressing them to declare the cause of the 
fever, thinking thereby to obstruct it; but they did 
Ij^here to their verdict, and would give no reason ; so 
all trou^ole is now over and she safe in her estate. Up 
to my wife, not owning my being a'o a play, and there 
she shows me her ring of Turkey-stone [turquoise], 
set with little sparks of diamonds, which I am to give 
her as my Yalenfcine, and I am not much troubled at 
it. It will cost m^ near ^5 — she costing me but little 
compared with other wives, and I have not many ac- 
casions to spend money on her. • 

19th. With my wife out with Deb., to buy some 
things against my sister’s wedding. In the evening to 
Whitehall, where I find Sir W. Coventry a great while 
with the Duke of York in the Xing’s drawing-room, 
they two talking together all alone, which did mightily 
Xfiease me. I do hear how La Doche, a French captain, 
who was once prisoner here, being with his ship at 
Plymouth, hath played some freaks th^re, for which his 
men being beat out of the town, he hath pijt uj> a flag 
of defiance, and also, somewhere thereabout, did land 
with his men, and go a mile into the country and did 
some pranks, which sounds pretty odd, to our disgrace, 
but we are in condition now to bear anything. But, 
blessed be God 1 all the (?ourt is Aill of good news of my 
Lord Sandwich’s having made a peace between Spain 
and Portugal, which is mighty great news, and, above 
all, to my Lord's Jionour, more than anything he ever 
P—111 
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did ; and yet I do fear it Tvill not prevail to secure hiia 
in Parliament against incivilities tlierc. 

20tli. The House nfost of the morning upon the busr 
ness of not prosecuting the first victory ; which they 
~ have voted one of the greatest miscarriages of ^Ihe ^hole 
war, though they cannot l2,y the fault anywhere yet, 
because Harman is not come home. Dined, and by one 
o’clock to the King’s house : a new play, The Duhe of 
Lerma, of Sir Hobert HowaM’s : w^iere the King and 
Court was; and Knipp and Kell spoke the prologue 
most excellentry, especially Knipp, who spoke beyond 
any creature I ever heard. The play designed to re- 
X)roaeh our King with his mistresses, that I was 
troubled for it, and expected it should be interrupted ; 
but it ended all well, which salved all. 

21st. Comes to me young Captain Beckford, the slop- 
seller, and there presents me a little purse with gold in 
it, it being, as he told me, for his present to me at the 
end of the last year. I told him I had not done him 
any semdce I knew of. He persisted, and I refused ; and 
telling him that it was not an age to make presents in, 
he told me he had reason to present me with something, 
and desired me to accept of it, which, at his so urging 
me, I did. Towards Westmip-ster, and met my Lord 
Brouncker, and W. Pen, and Sir T. Harvey, in King’s 
Street, coming away from the Parliament House ; and 
so I to them, and to the Prench ordinary, at the “ Blue 
Bells,” in Lincoln’s-Inn-Pields, and there dined and 
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talked. A^d, among otlier things, they tell me how the 
» House this day is still as backward for giving any 
^money as ever, and do declare 4;hey will first have an 
accoumt of the disposals of the last poll-bill, and eleven 
months •tax; ^nd it is pretty odS that the very first^ 
sum mentioned in the account brought in by Sh* 
• Hobert Long, of the disposal of the poll-bill money, is 
£5,000 to my Lord Arlington for intelligence ; which 
was mighty nns^sonabie, so soon after they had so 
much cried out against his want of intelligence. The 
King do also own but £250,000, orHhereabouts, jet 
paid on the poll-bill, and that ho hath charged 
£350,000 upon it. This makes them mad ; for that the 
former poll-bill, that was so much less in its extent 
than the last, which took in all sexes and qualities, did 
come to £350,000. Upon the whole I perceive they are 
like to do nothing in this matter to please the King 
or relieve the State, be tbe case never so pressing ; and, 
therefore, it is thought by a great msmy that tbe King 
cannot be worse if he should dissolve them : but there 
is nobody dares advise it, nor do he consider anything 
liimself. Thence, having dined for 20s., we to the 
Duke of York at Whitehall, and tiiere had our usual 
audience, and did littlg but talk of the x^roceedings of 
Parliament, wherein he is as Auch troubled as we, for 
he is not without fears that they do* aim at doing him 
hurt ; but yet he declares that he will never deny to own 
what orders he i^ath given to any man to justify liim. 
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notwitlistaiidiiig their having sent to hiin<^o desire his 
being tender to take upon him the doing anything 
of that kind. Met vdih Colonel Birch and Sir JohM 
Lowther, and did there in the lobby read over ^hat I 
• have drawn up for onr defence, wherein ttiey*own 
themselves mightily satisfi.^ ; and Birch, like a par- 
ticular friend, do take it upon him to defend ns, and do 
mightily do me right in all his discourse, pisconrsed 
with several members, to pref>are thftn in onr business 
against to-morrow. My cousin, Boger Pepys, showed 
nie Granger’s \fritten confession, of his being forced by 
imprisonment, &c., by my Lord Gerard, most barbarously 
to confess his forging of a deed in behalf of Fitton, 
in the great case between him [Fitton] and my Lord 
Gerard ; which business is under examination, and is 
the foulest against my Lord Gerard that ever anytliing 
in the world was, and will, all do believe, ruin him ; 
and I shall be glad of it. Comes my wife to me, who 
hath been at Pegg Pen’s christening, which, she says, 
hath made a flutter and noise; but was as mean as 
could be, and but little company, just like all the rest 
that family do. 

22nd. By coach through Duck Lane, and there did 
buy Kirtcher’s “ Musurgia,” ca3t me 35s., a book I am 
mighty glad of, expecting to find great satisfaction in 
it. To Westminster Hall and the lobby, and up and 
down there all the morning and the Lord’s House, and 
heard the Solicitor -General plead v-ery finely, as lie 
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alTvays do ; ^nd tins Tras in defence of the Bast India 
Company, against a man that complains of -wrong from 
,-4hcm. And so with my wife, And Mercer, and Deb,, 
who came to the Hall to me, I away to the “ Bear,” in 
Dri«ry Itane, a^d there bespoke a dish of meat ; and, in^ 
the meantime, sat and suiag with Mercer ; and by-and- 
by dined with miglity pleasure, and excellent meat, 
one little *dish enough for us all, and good wine, and 
all for Ss. To -^e Duke’s playhouse, and there saw 
Albumazar, an old play, this the second time of acting. 
It is said to have been the ground B. Jonson’s 

Alchymist ; ” but, saving the ridiculousness of 
AngelPs part, which is called Trinkilo, I do not see 
anything extraordinary in it, but was indeed weary of 
it before it was done. The King here, and indeed all 
of us, pretty merry at the mimic tricks of Trinkilo. 

23rd. (Lord’s day). Up and, being desired by a 
messenger from Sir Gr. Carteret, I by water over to 
Southwark, and so walked to the “ FalCon,” on the bank- 
side, and there got another boat, and so to Westminster, 
where I would have gone into tlie “ Swan,” but the door 
was locked, and the girl could not let me in, and so to 
‘Wilkinson’s, in King Street, and there wiped my shoes, 
and so to Court, wher^ sermon not yet done. I met 
with Brisband ; and he tells met first, that our business 
of tickets did come to debate yesterday, it seems, after 
I was gone away, and was voted a miscarriage in 
general. He teUs me that there is a great looking 
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:5 iter places, upon a presumption o£ % great many 
vacancies ; and lie did sliow me a fellow at Court, a 
brother of my Lord'^Fansliaw’s, a witty but raseallsi 
fellow, without a penny in his purse, that asking 
• him what places there were in the 'N£vj fit'*' for* him, 
and Brisband tells me, in mirth, he told him the Clerk 
of the Acts, and I wish he had it, so I were well and* 
quietly rid of it ; for I am weary of this kinchof trouble, 
having, I think, enough wliefeon to^upport myself. I 
met with Sir W. Coventry, and he and I walked 
f|,wbile together in the Matted G-allery, ’ and there he 
told me all the proceedings of yesterday : that the 
matter is found, in general, a miscarriage, but no 
persons named ; and so there is no great matter to our 
prejudice yet, till, if ever, they come to particular 
persons. He told me Birch was very industrious to do 
what he could, and did like a friend; but they were 
resolved to find tlie thing, in general, a miscarriage ; 
and says, that ‘when we shall thinlc fit to desire its 
being heard", as to our own defence, it will be granted. 
He tells me how he hath with advantage cleared him- 
self in what concerns himself therein, by his servant 
Robson, which I am glad of. He tells me that there is 
a letter sent by conspiracy to ^me of the House, which 
he hath seen, about the manner of selling of places, 
which he do believe he shall be called upon to-morrow 
for : and thinks himself well prepared to defend him- 
self in it ; and then neither he, nor Ms friends for him. 
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are afraid of anything to his prejudice. Thence by 
coach, with Brishand, to Sir G-. Carteret’s, in Lincoln’s- 
Jnn-Fieids, and there dined : a ^ood dinner and good 
eompajiiy ; and after dinner he and I alone discoursing 
of njy Lprd Sandwich’s matters ; 'JMio hath, in the first 
business before the Hous^ been very kindly used he- 
' Tond expectation, the matter being laid by till his 
coming home : and old Mr. Yaughan did speak for my 
Lord, which I aw. mighty glad of. The business of 
the prizes is the worst that can he said, and therein I 
do fear something may lie hard upon him ; but against 
this we innst prepare the best we can for his defence. 
Thence with Sir G-. Carteret to Whitehall, where find- 
ing a meeting of the Committee of the Council for tlie 
his Boyal Highness there, and Sir W. Pen, and 
some of the brethren of the Trinity House to attend. 
I did go in with them; and it was to he informed of 
the practice heretofore, for all foreign nations, at 
enmity one with another, to forbear any acts of hostility 
to one another, in the presence of any of* the King of 
England’s ships, of which several instances were given : 
and it is referred to their further enquiry, i \der to 
the giving instructions accordingly to our 
during the war hetweei^Spaiu and France.| 

God we were in the same confLition as hel 
challenge and maintain this our dominion!

bub the vr&js mighty dirty. Going back again, Sir E,. 
Brookes OYcrtook ns coming to town ; who played the 
jack with ns all, and iff a fellow that I ninst trust no^ 
more, he quoting me for all he hath said in thi& bnsi- 
,iiess of tickets ; though I have told hire nothing that 
either is not true, or I afraid to own. But here talking, 
he did discourse in this style : “ We ” — and We ” all 
along — “will not give any money, be the^ pretence 
never so great, nay, though the enemjCwas in the Eiver 
of Thames again, till we know what is become of the 
last money giv^ ; ” and I do believe he do speak the 
mind of his fellows, and so let him. This evening my 
wife did with great pleasure show me her stock of 
jewels, increased by the ring she hath made lately as 
my Yalentine’s gift this year, a Turkey-stone set with 
diamonds ; and, with this and what she had, she 
reckons that she hath above £150 worth of jewels of 
one kind or other ; and I am glad of it, for it is fit the 
wretch should ha?e something to content herself with. 

24th. At my booksellers, and did buy ^‘L’illustre 
Bassa,” in four volumes, for my wife. Meeting Dr. 
Gibbons, he and I to see an organ at the Dean of 
Yi estminster’s lodgings at the Abbey, the Bishop of 
Rochester’s, where he lives like a great prelate, his 
lodgings being very gbod; though at present under 
great disgrace at Court, being put by Ms Clerk of the 
Closet’s place. I saw his lady, on whom the Terrss 
Filius of Oxford was once so merry, §.nd two children,

whereof one a very pretty little hoy, like Mm, so fat 
and black. Here I saw the organ ; but it is too big 
^for my bouse, and the fashion d® not please me enough ; 
and -yierefore I will not have it. To the Hursery, 
whgre lipne oi us ever were beforS ; the house is better 
and the music better than,we looked for, and the acting 
• not much worse, because I expected as bad as could be : 
and I was nol? much mistaken, for it was so. Their 
play was a bad mne, called Jeronimo is Mad Again, a 
tragedy. Here was some good company by us, who 
did make mighty sport at the folly#of their acting, 
which I could not refrain from sometimes, thougS I * 
was sorry for it. I was prettily served this day at the 
playhouse-door, where, giving six shillings into the 
fellow’s hand for three of us, the fellow by legerdomain 
did convey one away, and with so much grace faced 
me down that I did give him but five, that, though I 
knew the contrary, yet I was overpowered by his so 
grave and serious demanding the other shilling that I 
could not deny him, but was forced by myself to give 
it him. 

25th. Comes W. Howe to me to advise what answer 
to give to the business of the prizes, wherein I did 
give him the best advice I could ; but am sorry to see 
so many things, wherein I dfubt it will not be pre- 
vented but Sir Roger Cuttance and Mr. Pierce will be 
found very much concerned in goods beyond the distri- 
bution, and I dpubt my Lord Sandwich, too. I took 
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my wife and Deb. up and to the Nurserjb and there 
saw them act a comedy, a x>astoral, The Faithful Shep- f 
herd, having the curicrsity to see whether they did 
comedy better than a tragedy; but they do it botli 
^alike, in the meanest manner, that I was cick oi it >but 
I shall see them no more, My wife hath bought a 
dressing-box, and other things for her chamber and " 
table, that cost me above £4. I do perceive, by Sir W. 
Warren’s discourse, that thor Houser^ do all they can 
possibly to get out of him and others, what presents 
they have made«to the officers of the l^avy ; but he tells 
me that ho hath denied all, though he knows that he is 
forsworn as to what relates to me. 

26th. After dinner comes W. Howe to tell me how 
lie sped, who says he was used civilly, and not so many 
questions asked as he expected : but yet I do perceive 
enough to show that they do intend to know the bottom 
of things, and where to lay the great weight of the 
disposal of these ‘East India goods, and that they intend 
plainly to do upon my Lord Sandwich. To West- 
minster Hall, where, it being now about six o’clock, I 
hud tlie House just risen; and met with Sir W. 
Coventry and the Lieutenant of the Tower, they having 
sat all day ; and with great difficulty have got a vote 
for giving the King £^00,000, not to be raised by any 
land-tax. The sum is much smaller than I expected, 
and than the King needs ; but is grounded upon Mr. 
Wren’s reading our estimates the oth^* day of £270,000 
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to keep tlie fleet abroad, wherein we demanded nothing 
for setting %nd fitting of them out, which will cost 
almost £200,000, 1 do verily believe : and do believe that 
the King Iiath no cause to than^ Wren for this motion. 
I home to Sir W. Coventry’s lodgings, with him and 
the ^Lieutenant of the Tower, where also was Sir John* 
Coventry, and Sir John Duncomb, and Sir Job Charle- 
ton. And herein great deal of good discourse : and they 
seem mighty glad to have this vote passed, which I did 
wonder at, to see them so well satisfied with so small 
a sum, Sir John D uncomb swearing, as I perceive he 
will freely do, that it was as much as the nation could 
bear. Among other merry discourse about spending 
of money, and how much more chargeable a man’s 
living is now than it was heretofore, Duncomb did 
swear that in France he did live on £100 a-year witli 
more plenty, and wine and wenches, than he believes 
can be done now for £200, which was pretty odd for 
liim, being a Committeeman’s son, to say. Home in Sir 
John Hobinson’s coach, and there to bed. 

27t]i. With my wife to the King’s house, to see The 
Virgin Martyr, the first time it hath been acted a great 
T%7hile, and it is mighty pleasant : not that the play is 
worth much, but it is finely acted by Beck Marshall. 
But that which did pkase mejbeyond anything in the 
whole world was the wind-music when the angel comes 
down, which is so sweet that it ravished me, and indeed, 
in a word, did wrap up my soul so that it made me 
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really sick, just as I have formerly been -vrlien in 
■with, my Tvife ; that neither then, nor all f^e evexiii^-Sr 
going home, and at home, I was able to think of s 3 Lrxy- 
thing, but remained all night transported, so as I 


not believe that ever e.ny music hath that real coimi3-SLii<3. 
over the sonl of a man as this did upon me ; and 
me resolve to practice wind mnsic, and to make 
wife do the like.

2Sth. After dinner wnth Sir W. to 
where we and the rest of us presented a great letter' 
the state of onr want of money to his Poyal Hiirhixess- 
I did also imesent a demand of mine for consider£i.tiorL 
for my travelling charges of coach and boat-hire dairins* 


the war wliich, though his Poyai Highness and t-lrer 
company did all like of, yet, contrary to my expeeta-tion^ 
I find him so jealous now of doing anything esitora.- 
ordinary, that he desired the gentlemen that 'tlxey' 
would consider it, and report their minds in it to liixo.. 


This did unsettle my mind a great while, not expecting 
this stop : but, however, I shall do as well. I kxao-vw, 
though it causes me a little stop. But that, “tliati 
troubles me most is, that while we were thus togefilier'’ 
with the Duke of York, comes in Mr. Wren from tilao 
House, where he tells us, another storm hath heeir 
this day almost againstfthe offirers of the Xav}- nypoix 
this complaint — that though they have made good jrixles_ 
for payment of tickets, yet that tl^}y have not olo- 
served them themselves, wliicli was driven so liiarii 
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to liare it)nrged that we should presently he put out of 
our places^ and so they have at last ordered that we 
shall he heard at the har of the House upon this business 
on Thursday next. This did ihightily trouble me and 
us at? ; hut me particularly, who am least able to bear 
these -^roubles, though I have the least cause to b?> 
concerned in it. Thenc^, therefore, to visit Sir H. 
Cliolmly, who hath for some time been ill of a cold ; 
and thence walked towards Westminster, and met 
Colonel Birch, who took: me hack to walk with him, 
and did give me an account of this day’s heat against 
the Hayy" officers, and an account of lus speech on -pui* 
behalf, which was very good ; and indeed we are much 
beholden to him, as I, after I parted with him, did find 
by my cousin Hoger, whom I went to : and ho and I 
to his lodgings. And there ho did tell me the same 
over again, and how Birch did stand up in onr defence; 
and that he do see that there are many desirous to have 
us out of the office ; and the House is so furious and 
Toassionate, that he thinks nobody can be secure, let him 
deserve never so well. But now, he tells me, we shall 
have a fair hearing of the House, and he hopes justice 
of them .* but, upon the whole, lie do agree with me that 
I should hold my hand as to making any purchase of 
laud, which I had fo:^erly discoursed with him about 
till we see a little further how matters go. He tells 
me that what made them so mad to-day first was several 
letters in the House about the fanatics, in several 
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places coming in great bodies and turning people ouf 
of the churches, and there preaching them^^lves, and 
pulling the surplice over the parsons’ heads : this was 
confirmed from severaT places, which makes them ^ 
stark mad, especially -jj^e hectors and bravadoes of the 
Bfcouse, who show all the zeal on this occasion. ^ ^ 

29th. Sir G. Carteret did come to discourse about 
the prize business of my Lord Sandwich’s, which I per- 
ceive is likely to be of great ill consequence to my Lord, 
the House being mighty vehement in it. We could 
say little but advise that his friends should labour to 
^'et ^ put o:S till tie comes. W e did here talk many 
things over in lamentation of the present posture of 
afeirs, and the ill condition of all people that have had 
anything to do under the King, They tell me how Sir 
Thomas Allen hath taken the Englishmen out of La 
Roche’s ship, and taken from him an Ostend prize 
which La Roche had fetclied out of one of our har- 
bours ; and at this day La Roche keeps upon our 
coasts, and had the^oldness to land some men and go 
a mile up into the country, and there took some goods 
belonging to this prize out of a house there : which our 
King resents, and they say hath wrote to the King 
of France about, and everybody do think a war will 
follow ; and then in wha^ a case^nv'e shall be for. want 
of money, nobody knows. Wrote to my father, and 
sent him Colvill’s note for £600 for my sister’s portion, 
being glad that I shall, I hope, have that business o ver 
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before out of place, and I trust I shall be able to 
save a liir^le of what I have got ; for I am weary of 
this life. 

^ March 1st. (Lord’s day.) Tfp very betimes, and by 
coach to Sir W. Coventry’s ; and there, largely carry- 
ing With me all my notes and papers, did run ovpr 
our whole defence in the" business of tickets, in order 
to the answering the House on Thursday next; and 
I do tMnk, unless they be set without reason to ruin 
us, we shall ma^e a go(5d defence. I find him in great 
anxiety, though he will not discover it, in the business 
of the proceedings of Parliament ; aCd would as J|ttle 
as is possible have his name mentioned in our discourse 
to them; and particularly the business of selling 
places is now upon his hand to defend himself in; 
wherein I did help him in his defence about the fiag- 
maker’s place, which is named in the House. We did 
here do the like about the complaint of want of 
victuals in the fieet in the year 1666, which will lie 
upon me to defend also. In lieu of a coach this year, 
I have got my wife to be contented Witli her closet 
being made up this summer, and going into the 
country this summer for a month or two to my 
father’s, and there Mercer and Deb. and Jane shall 
go with her, which !J^the rather do for the entertaining 
my wife, and preventing o^ fallings out betvfeeii her 
and my father or Deb. To Mrs. Martin’s, and hero 
I was mightily taken with a. starling whicli slie hath, 
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that Tras tlie King's, wliich he kept in his bedchamber ; 
and do ^Thistle and talk the most and besCr that .ever 
I heard anything in my life. Spent the evening 
talking iritli TV". Hewer about business of the House, ^ 
and declaring my expectation of all our being turned 
out. 

2nd. Mr. Moore was witlf me, and do tell me, and 
so W. Hewer tells me, he hears this morning that 
all the town is full of the discourse that tho officers 
or the Xavy shall be all turned ont^ but honest Sir 
John Minnes, who, God knows, is fitter to have been 
tuyied out himself than any of us, doing the King 
lucre hurt by Ms dotag*e and folly than all the rest 
can d.j by their knavery, if they had a mind to it. 
Tin's day I have the news that my sister was married 
on Thursday last to Mr. Jackson,* so that work is, I 
ln:pe, %YeIl over. 

ord. Up betimes to work again, and then met at the 
office, where to our great business of this answer 
to the Parliament ; where, to my great vexation, I 
find my Lord Brouncker prepared only to excuse 
Iiiinselih while I, that have least reason to trouble 
myself, am preparing with great pains to defend them 
ch i : and more, I perceive, he would lodge the begin- 
livng of discharging ships by >^icket upon me; but 
I eare not, for I believe I shad get more honour by 
it -when the Pariiament, against my will, shall see how 
the whole business of the office was done by me. 
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I witli illy clerks to dinner, and ilience presently 
down witll^Lord Bronncker, W. Pen, T. Harvey, T. 
Middleton, and Mr. Tippets, who first took his place 
this day at the table as a Coinniissioner, in the room 
of Co*inmissioner Pett. Down water to Deptford, 
where •flie King, Queen, and Court are to see launclie^ 

^ the new ship built by Mf. Shish, called The Charles, 
God send her better luck than the former ! Here 
some of •our brethren, who went in a boat a little 
before my boat, did by lippointment take opportunity 
of asking the Kings leaYe that we might make full 
use of the want of money, in our excuse to the ^r- ^ 
liament for the business of tickets, and other things 
they will lay to our charge, all wliich arise from 
nothing else : and this the King did readily agree 
to, and did give us leave to make our full use of it. 
The ship being Avell launched, I back again by boat. 

4th. Y exed and siekisli to bed, and there slept about 
three hours and then waked, and never in so much 
trouble in all my life of mind, thinking of the task I 
have upon me, and upon what dissatisfactory grounds, 
and what the issue of it may be to me. 

5th. With these thoughts I lay troubling myself till 
six o’clock, restless, and at last getting my wife to talk 
to me to comfort me,f»which ^e at last did, and made 
me resolye to quit my hands of this office, and endure 
the trouble no longer than I can clear myself of it. 
So with great trouble, but yet with some ease from the 
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^course with mj wife, I up and at my office, wMtlier 
<‘oiiie my clerks, and I did huddle the b<3st I could 
.<'onie more notes for my discourse to-day, and by nine 
o'clock was ready, andliid go down to the “ Old Swan,’’^ 
and there by boat^with T. Harvey and W. Hewer 
-^ith me to Westminster, where I find myself come 
time enough, and my brethren all ready. But I full 
of thoughts and trouble touching the issue of this 
day; and to comfort myself, did go to the ‘‘Dog” 
and drink half-a-pint of muiied sack, and in the Hall 
'Westminster] did drink a dram of brandy at Mrs. 
Hewlett’s ; and Vv ith the wmrmth of this did find 


myself in better order as to courage, truly. So we all 
UP to the lobby ; and between eleven or twelve o’clock 
were called in with the mace before us into the House, 
where a mighty full House ; and we stood at the bar, 
namely, Brouncker, Sir J. Minnes, Sir T, Harvey, and 
myself, W. Pen being in the House as a Member. 
I perceive the whole House was full of expectation 
of our defence what it would be, and with great 
prejudice- After the Speaker had told us the dissatis- 
faction of the House, and read the Heport of the Com- 
mittee, I began onr defence most acceptably and 
smoothly, and continued at it without any hesitation 
or loss, but with full ^cope, »id ah my reason free 
about me, as if it had been at my own table, from that 
time till three in the afternoon, and so ended, 

without any interruption from the Speaker; but we 
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withdrew. And there all mj fellow-officers, and all 
the world fSiat was within hearing, did congratulate 
me, and cry up my speech as the best thing they ever 
iieard : and my fellow-officers were overjoyed in it ; 
and we were called in again b3’'-an(i-by to answer only 
one question, touching our paying tickets to ticket-- 
, mongers, and so out ; and* we were in hopes to have 
had a vote this day in our favour, and so the generality 
► of the Hibuse w^s ; but my speech being so long, 
many had gone out to dinner and come in again half 
drunk ; and then there are two or three that are 
professed enemies to us and everybody else ; amoag 
others, Sir T. Littleton, Sir Thomas Lee, Mr. Wiles, 
the coxcomb wliom I saw heretofore at the cock-fight- 
ing, and few others; I say, these did rise np and 
speak against the coming to a vote now, the House 
not being full by reason of several being at dinner, 
bnt most because that the House was to attend the 
King this afternoon about the business of religion, 
wherein they pray him to put in force all the laws 
against Nonconformists and Papists ; and this pre- 
vented it, so that they put it oft to to-morrow come 
se’nnight. However, it is plain we have got great 
ground; and everybody says I have got the most 
honour that any could liave ha(^ opportunity of getting; 
and so our hearts mightily overjoyed at this success. 
We all to dinner to my Lord Brouncker’s — that is 
to say, myself, T. Harvey, and W. Pen, and there 
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dined; and tlience to Sir Anthony Morganfwlio is an 
acquaintance of Brouncker’s, a very wise Kffln, we after 
dinner to the King’s house, and there saw part of 
The Discontented CoWnel. To my wife, whom W. 
Hewer had told of^my success and she overjoyed; 
•and, after talking awhile, I betimes to bed, ha\ungliad 
no quiet rest a good while. • 

6th. Up betimes, and with Sir D. Gauden to Sir W. 
Coventry’s chamber, where the first words lise said to 
me was, “ Good-morrow, Mf. Pepys, that must be 
speaker of the Parliament House : ” and did protest I 
hq^ got honour for ever in Parliament. He said that 
his brother, that sat by him, admires me ; and another 
gentleman said that I could not get less than £1,000 
a year if I would put on a gown and plead at the 
Chancery bar ; but, what pleases me most, he tells me 
that the Solicitor- General did protest that he thought I 
spoke the best of any man in England. After several 
talks with him alone touching his own businesses, he 
carried me to Whitehall, and there parted ; and I to the 
Duke of Torli’s lodgings, and find him going to the 
Park, it being a very fine morning, and I after him ; 
and as soon as he saw me, he told me, with great satis- 
faction, that I had converted a great many yesterday, and 
did, with great praise of^nie, go-^n with the discourse 
with me. And, by-and-by, overtaking the King, the 
King and Duke of York came to me both; and he said, 
“ Mr. Pepys, I am very glad of your success yesterday ; ” 
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and fell to talk of my well-speaking, and many of the 
Lords tlieff. My Lord Barkeley did cry me up for 
wliat tkey had heard of it, and others, Parliament-men 
there, about the King, did say that they never heard 
such a'^speeehjn their lives delivered in that manner. 
Progers, of the Bedchamber, swore to me afterwards* 
before Brouncker, in the ^ternoon, that he did tell the 
King that he ^thought I might match the Solicitor- 
General. * Ever} Jody that saw me almost came to me, 
as Joseph Williamson and others, with such eulogies 
as cannot be expressed. From thence I went to West- 
minster B[all, where I met Mr. G. Montagu, who casgie 
to me and kissed me, and told me that he had often 
heretofore kissed my hands, but now he would kiss my 
lips: protesting that I was another Cicero, and said all 
the world said the same of me. Mr. Ashburnham, and 
every creature I met there of the Parliament, or that 
knew any tiling of the Parliament’s actings, did salute 
me with this honour : Mr. Godolphin, Mr. Sands, who 
swore he would go twenty miles at any time to hear 
the like again, and that he never saw so many sit four 
hours together to hear any man in his life as there did 
to hear me; Mr. Chichly, Sir John Duncomb, and 
everybody do say that the kingdom will ring of my 
abilities, and that I l^ve doje myself right for my 
whole life : and so Captain Cocke, and others of my 
friends, say that no man had ever such an opportunity 
of making his abilities known ; and, that I may cite all 
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at once, Mr. Lieutenant of tlie Tot\'er did texl me that 
3^Ir Tanglian did protest to him, and ti!^t in his 
iieariiiS*. he said so to the Duke of Albemarle, and 
aft€*rwards to Sir "WT Coventry, that he had sat 
twentv-six: years in P^j-rliainent and never heard *uch a 
e-oeech there before : for which the LorS. Go3 m&e 
ma thankful I and that I may make use of it not to 
pride and vain-glory, but that now I have this esteem, 
I may do nothing that may lessen H! I spent the 
morning thus walking in tlie Hall, being compli- 
mented by everybody with admiration : and at noon 
.steaped into the'*^^ Legg ” with Sir William Warren, 
wlio was in the Hall, and there talked about a little 
of bis business, and thence into the Hall a little more, 
and so with him by coaeh as far as the Temple almost, 
and there light to follow my Lord Brouneker’s coach, 
which I spied, and so to Madam Williams’s, where 
I overtook him, and agreed upon meeting this after- 
noon. To Whitehall to wait on the Duke of York, 
'where he again and all the company magnified me, 
and several in the gallery : among others, my Lord 
Gerard, who never knew me before nor spoke to me, 
desires his being better acquainted with me ; and 
[said] that, at table where he was, he never heard so 
much said of any man as^f me i# his whole life. So 
waited on the Duke of York and thence into the 
gallery, where the House of Lords waited the King’s 
coming out of the Park, which ke did by-and-hy ;

and there, in the Yane-room, my Lord Keeper de- 
livered a message to the King, the Lords being about 
^lim, wherein the barons of England, from many good 
arguments very well exin-essed in the part he read out 
o£„do (Jemanil precedence in England of all noblemen 
of either of the King’s other two kingdoms, Ije their 
title what it will ; and did show that they were in 
England reputed hut as Commoners, and sat in the 
House of Oomn^ms, and at conferences with the Lords 
did stand hare. It was mighty wortli my hearing : 
hut the King did only say that ho would consider 
of it, and so dismissed them. Thence with ^lie» 
Lieutenant of the Tower in his coach home ; and there 
with great pleasure, with my wife, talking and play- 
ing at cards a little — she, and I, and W. Hewer, and 
Deb. 

7th. Mercer, ray wife, Deb., and I to the King's 
playhouse, and there saw The Spayiish Gli^sies, the 
second time of acting, and the first J saw it. A very 
silly play, only great variety of dances, and those most 
excellently', done, especially one part by one Hanes, 
only lately, come thither from the Kursery, an under- 
standing fellow, but yet, they say, hath spent £1,000 
a year before he come thither. This day my wife and 
I full of thoughts Sbout !BiJrs. Pierce’s sending me 
word that she, and my old company, Harris and 
Knipp, would come and dine with us next Wednesday, 
how we should do — ^to receive or put them off, my 
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b-iiisr business, and

‘ Lord's day.) To Wiiitehall, where me^- with

'r imselt against those that havefa mincfto choke

Here my Lady Jem. do pro- 
mise to come, and bringymy Lo?d Hinchingbroke and 
Ids ladv some day this week to dinner to me, which I 
tam criad of. After dinner, I np with her hnshand, Sir 
Philip Carteret, to his closet, where, beyond expeeta- 


tion, I do find many pretty things ^rlierein lie appears 
to be ingemous, such as in painting, and drawing, and 
ipnaking of watches, and such kind of things above my 
expectg^tion ; though, when all is done he is a sneak, 
whe owjis his.owing me £10 for Ms lady two or three

9th. By coach to Whitehall, and there met Lord 
Brouncker : and he and I to the Commissioners of the 
Treasury, where*! find them mighty kind to me, more,

world upon the ’Change talks of me ; and how several • 
Parliament-men, viz., Boscawen, and Major (Lionel)

that, I think, is a vanity. 

10th. Met Sir H. Brookes, who do mightily cry up 
my speech the other day, saying my^ fellow- officers are 
obliged to me, as indeed they are. With Sir D . Gauden 
homewards, calling at Lincoln’s-Inn-Fields : but my 
Lady Jemimah was not within: and so to Hewgate, 
where he stopped to give directions to the jailor about 
a knight, one Sir Thomas HaKord, brought in yester- ^ 
day for killing one Colonel ^Cemple, falling out at a 
tavern. Home; and there comes Mr. Moore to me, 
who tells me that he fears my Lord Sandwich will 
meet with very great difficulties to go through about 
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U helngiound that lie did give^orders for

^ TV Joyce and Harman come to sec us, and there 

hlrs. Mercer and her two daughters, and here

But I was mightily pleased with his singing; 
tlu‘ rogue hath a very good ear and a good voice. 
Hf-re he stai’ed till he was almost drunk, and then 
iiTvav at about ten at night, and then all broke up. 


11 th. Meeting Mr. Colvill, I walked with him to his 
^^.^lild^Jg. where he is building a fine house, where he 
iibirmerlv lived in Lombard Street: and it will be a 
street. So to "Westminster, and there walked, 
^ iIi'bv-aiid-by,comes Sir W. Coventry, and with him 
f^ir. ChiehlT and Mr. Andrew Rewport. I to dinner 
with theiuto Mr. Chichly’s, in Queen Street, in Covent 
^ 3 arden- A very fine house, and a man that lives in 
great fashion, with all things in a most extra- 
* ordinary manner noble aifd rich fbout him, and eats in 
t Ixe Frencdi fashion all ; and mighty nobly served with 
iiis serA^ants, and wery civilly, that I was mightily 
eased with it: and good discourse, ^He is a great 





defender tlie Cliurcli of England, and against the 
Act of Comioreliension, wHcli is the work of this day, 
# about which the House is like^to sit till night. After 
dinner with them to W estmiuster. About f oiir o’clock 
the H(*use rises, and hath put off^the debate to this day 
month. In the meantinae the King hath put out Ins 
proclamations this day, as the House desired, for the 
putting ^in e^feeution the Act against hTonconf ormists 
and Papists, Sere I ^et with Soger Pepys, who is 
come to town, and hath been told of my performance 
before the House the other day, and* is mighty proud 
of it. Captain Cocke met me here, and told me ^haif 
the Speaker says he never heard such a defence made 
in all his life in the House; and that the Solicitor- 
General do commend me even to envy. I carried cousin 
Soger as far as the Strand, where, spying out of the 
coach Colonel Charles George Cocke, formerly a very 
great man, and my father’s customer, whom I have 
carried clothes to, but now walks like a poor sorry 
sneak, he stopped, and I ’light to him. .This man knew 
me, which I would have willingly avoided, so mucli 
pride I had, he being a man of mighty height and 
authority in his time, but now signifies nothing. 

12th. To Gresham College, there to sliow myself 
and was there greeted by Wilkins, Whistler, and 
others, as the patron of the Havy Of5.ce, and one that 
got great fame by my late speech to tlie Parliament. 
Then home t^ supper, and to talk with Mr. Felling, 
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wiio tells me lYhat a fame I hare in tlie pitj by my 
late performance ; and upon the whole I bless G-od for 
it. I think I haYe, ii I can keep it, done myself «# 
great deal of repute. So by-and-by to bed. m 
IStli. To fit myself for attending th« Paidiamront 
again, not to make any morg speech, which, while my 
fame is good I will avoid for fear of losing it, but 
only to answer to what obiections will bfe made against 
12S. Roger Pepys took me as jde android me how lie 
was taken np by one of the House yesterday, for 
moving for goin^ on with the King’s supply of money, 
without regard to the keeping pace therewith, with the 
looking into miscarriages, and was told by this man 
privately that it did arise because he had a kinsman 
concerned therein ; and therefore he would prefer the 
.safety of his kinsman to the good of the nation. But 
I did bid him be at no pain for me ; for I knew of 
nothing but what I was very well prepared to answer ; 
and so I think I am. At noon, all of us to Chatelin’s, 
the French house in Covent Garden, to dinner — 
Broimcker, J. Minnes, W. Pen, T. Harvey, and myseK : 
and there had a dinner cost us Ss. 6d. a-piece, a base 
dinner, which did not please us at all. My head being 
full of to-morrow’s dinner, I to my Lord Crewe’s, there 
to imite Sir Thomas Cr^we ; ai^ there met with my 
Lord Hinchingbroke and his lady, the first time I 
spoke to her. I saluted her, and she mighty civil : 
and with my Lady Jemimah, do all resolve to be very 
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i merry to-ijj^orrow at my house. My Lady Hincliing- 
broke I cannot say is a beauty, nor ugly; but is 
^iltogetlier a comely lady enough, and seems very good- 
liumonred. Thence borne, and there find one laying 
of my mpkiift against to-morrow in figures of all sorts, 
which is mighty pretty ; gnd it seems, it is his trade, 

* and he gets much money by it : and do now and then 
furnish t|ibles Vith plate and linen for a feast at so 
much, which is Aighty j^etty, and a trade I could not 
have tJiought of. To Mrs. Turner, and did get her to 
go along with me to the French pewi»rer’s, and there 
did buy some new pewter against to-morrow ; ^d * 
thence to Whitehall to have got a cook of her acquaint- 
ance, the best in England, as she says. But after we 
liad with much ado found him, lie could not come, 
nor was Mr. Gentleman in town, whom next I would 
have had, nor would Mrs. Stone let her man Lewis 
come, whom this man recommended to me ; so that I 
was at a mighty loss wliat in the «world to do for a 
cook, Philips being out of town. Therefore, after 
staying here at W estminster a great while, we back to 
London, and there to Philips’s, and his man directed us 
to Mr. Levett’s, wlio could not come, and he sent to 
two more, and they could not ; so that, at last, Lovett -»• 
as a great kindness %id revive he would leave his 
business and come himself, which set me in great ease 
in my mind. 

14th. Tip vejy betimes and with Jane to Levett’s, 
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there to concliide upon our dinner ; and thence to the' 
pewterer’s to buy a pewter cistern, which I have ever 7- 
liitherto been without^ Anon comes my company, vizi 
my Lord Hinchingbroke and lady, Sir Philip Qarteret 
and his Lady, GodcSlphin and my cousin PQger,«and 
\/reed ; and mighty merry and by-and-by to dinner, 
which was very good and plentiful : and I should have * 
said, and Mr. George Montagu, who came ^at a very 
little warning, which was exceeding Mnd of him. And 
there, among other things’, my Lord had Sir Samuel 
Morland’s iate^nvention for casting up of sums of 
• £*s. d., which is very pretty, but not very useful. 
Most of our discourse was of my Lord Sandwich and 
Ms family, as being all of us of the family ; and with 
extraordinary pleasure all the afternoon, thus together 
eating and looMng over my closet: and my Lady 
Hinchingbroke I j&nd a very sweet-natured and well- 
disposed lady, a lover of books and pictures, and of 
good understandkig. About five o'clock they went; 
and then my*wife and I abroad by coach into Moor- 
fields, only for a little air. This day I had the vrelcome 
news of our prize being come safe from Holland, so as 
I shall have hopes, I liox^e, of getting my money of my 
Lady Batten, or a good part of it. 

15th. (Lord's day.) "Walked fvith Sir W. Coventry 
into the Park, and there met the King and the Luke 
of York, and walked a good while with them: and 
here met Sir Jer. Smith, who tells ^me he is likely 
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to get tlie better o£ Holmes, and that when he is come 
to an end of that, he will do Hollis’s business for him 
In the House, for his blaspheijiies, which I shall be 
glad of. So to TThitehall, and there walked with this 
man and tha- man till chapel done, and the King 
dined : and then Sir Thoipas CliSord, the Comptrollea% 

~ took me with him to dinner to Ms lodgings, where my 
Lord Arlington and a great deal of good and great 
company; wherB I very civilly used by them, and 
had a most excellent dinner, and good discourse of 
Spain, Mr. Godolphin being there, p^ticularly of the 
removal of the bodies of aU the dead Kings of Sj®.in * 
that could be get together, and brought to the 
Pantheon at the Escurial, when it was finished, and 
there placed before the altar, there to lie for ever : and 
there was a sermon made to them npon this text, 

“ Arida ossa, auditc verbum Dei ; ’’ and a most excel- 
lent sermon, as they say, 

16th. To Westminster by watea with Mr. Hater, 
and there, in the Hall, did walk all^the morning, 
talking with one or other, expecting to have our 
business in the House ; but did now a third time wait 
to no purpose, they being all this morning upon the 
business of Barker’s petition about the making voifL* 
the Act of Settlemenvin Irel'^nd, which makes a great 
deal of hot work : and at last, finding by all men’s 
opinion they could not come to our matter to-day, I 
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
